ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen 

and Gentlemen of the Common Council: 


Elected to our respective positions, we have 
now taken our oaths of office, and in our joint 
capacity are the City Council of Lowell for the 
municipal year now current. Responsibilities 
and duties always important, often onerous and 
often delicate, rest upon us. Standing here 
together, we have invoked the blessing of God 
upon our city, and upon our labors in its behalf. 
In the silence of a moment’s communion, each 
Avith himself, let us pledge ourselves to be loyal 
to the best interests of the city, and to commence 
our labors Avith an earnest zeal which shall not 
flag or abate through the entire year. 

The city charter, in enumerating the duties 
of the Mayor, makes it incumbent upon him to 
communicate from time to time to both branches 
of the City Council all such information, and 
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recommend all such measures, as may tend to 
the improvement of the finances, the police, 
health, security, cleanliness, comfort and ornament 
of the city. 

By established usage, in this and in other 
cities, the inaugural address of the Mayor is, 
mainly, the communication which complies with 
this requisition of the charter, and in which are 
discussed all topics regarded by him as important 
to the interests of the city. It is plainly the 
duty of the Mayor, before entering upon his 
office, to inform himself in exact detail concerning 
all the varied affairs of the city, as fully as he 
can in the short time given him. Other members 
of the government cannot be expected to devote 
the time required for the investigations. I wish 
to impart to you some of the facts, figures and 
other results of the information I have obtained, 
that we may all, now, at the commencement of 
our labors, have some definite knowledge of the 
condition and wants of the city. 

SCHOOLS. 

We have one High, eight Grammar and fifty- 
two Primary Schools, with eleven male and 
ninety-nine female teachers. For full particulars 
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of the condition of the schools, I refer you to the 
reports which will soon be in your hands. 


SCHOOL-HOUSES. 

Last year the city purchased a lot of land in 
Ward Five, suitable for a Grammar School-house. 
There is no need of one there, nor do I think 
there will be for some years. A lot on Worthen 
Street was purchased for a Primary School-house, 
and you will probably be asked to build one 
there the present year. 

The contracts for the Green School-house 
were made and the foundations laid in 1869. 
The building was erected and completed the 
past year, and was dedicated with appropriate 
ceremonies on Saturday last. The elegant edifice 
is substantially and thoroughly built, with the 
most careful regard to every detail of construction 
and finish. It fitly marks a spot more associated 
with the early history of Lowell than any other. 
ISTo memories of my boyhood days are so vivid as 
of the old Merrimack School-house, which stood 
there. Well may such memories be distinct; 
for forty-five years ago the school-masters had 
methods of making impressions on the boys, not 
so much in favor now, though not yet quite 
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obsolete. That building is now a dwelling-house 
on Cabot Street, to which place it was removed 
many years ago. 

The entire cost of land and buildings is 
about $110,000. The interest on the amount 
will pay for the tuition of about four hundred 
and fifty scholars in the Grammar Schools, at 
the price fixed as the average cost per scholar. 
“There is no royal road to learning,” is an adage of 
undoubted truth, and it is equally true that you 
may have palaces for school-houses and yet have 
dullards for scholars. I think it is the general 
opinion of our citizens that it was a mistake to 
build at so great a cost. It should have been 
the High School-house — all have an interest in 
that, while a Grammar School-house is more an 
object of local regard. This should be considered 
an exception, and no claim founded upon it for 
the erection of others of similar expense. A 
city may be excused for having one grand 
architectural monument. The location of this 
is most appropriate. Our citizens may look with 
pride upon the beautiful building as a fitting 
memorial tribute to the old historic locality, to 
Theodore Edson, who on that spot preached the 
first sermon ever preached here and had charge 
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of the first school, and to his associates upon the 
first school committee of the town of Lowell, 
Warren Colburn, Samuel Bachelder, John 0. 
Green and Elisha Huntington. 

The land above referred to, in Ward Five, 
purchased for a new Grammar School-house, to 
be built in the future, was paid for by increasing 
the city debt. The land is worth, probably, 
more than was paid for it. Withdrawn from 
taxation, and interest paid upon its purchase 
money for some years before the house is needed, 
it may not prove to be an economical investment. 
Certainly it will not if the fact that the city 
owns the land should be made a sufficient reason 
for building a new school-house before it is really 
demanded. Our city is increasing in different 
sections, and Ave cannot decide, to-day, with 
certainty, where the demand for school accom- 
modations will be most pressing in future. New 
school-houses will have to be built from year 
to year, and the true policy for the city is, as I ’ 
think, to purchase land and build when they 
are needed, and where they are then needed; and 
that the cost should be regarded as an ordinary 
expense, and paid without addition to the city 
debt. 
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If the schools in the old Green School-house 
are removed, you will have the building to 
dispose of. While I now think it will be 
advisable to sell it, the plan proposed of keeping 
it for evening schools demands consideration. 


OTHER CITY PROPERTY. 

Some of the wards are not provided with 
suitable rooms. I think it probable that a 
re-division of the wards, and increase to eight in 
number, will be made, when the law allows the 
change, at the next apportionment of Kepre- 
sentatives; and that it will not be best to build 
new ward buildings until that time. New boilers 
should be put into the City Hall. They are said 
to leak and to be unsafe. I have no special 
communication to make regarding the other 
buildings of the city, or the commons. 

POLICE. 

The Police force consists of a Marshal, 
Deputy Marshal, and thirty-four men. The 
Marshal, Deputy and six men constitute the day 
force; a captain and twenty-eight men the night 
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force. Two have been added to the night force 
during the past year. The Marshal, in his 
annual report, says that the labors of the 
department have been arduous. More arrests 
have been made and more complaints investigated 
than in any previous year. The number not 
under arrest who have been lodged and provided 
with food at the station-house was one thousand 
four hundred and eighty-seven, being a large 
increase over the number of any previous year. 
Most of these are young men. They generally 
profess to be in search of work, and being 
unsuccessful are overtaken by night, without 
means to pay for a lodging or supper. 

The Police Court has been removed from 
the Court House to a building convenient to 
the police station. There have been during the 
year just one thousand prosecutions before the 
court, the larger part, as usual, for drunkenness. 

That the department is one of great im- 
portance needs not to be impressed upon you. > 
It seems fair to judge of its efficiency from 
the general degree of quiet and freedom from 
crime and lawlessness. So far as these are the 
results of a well-condncted and well-conducting 
police force, the department is certainly to be 
commended. 
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Tlie labors of the night police have been 
considerably increased by the extension of the 
gas-pipes, and increase of lights. There are 
now four hundred and twenty lights to be 
extinguished— being about twice the number 
there were six years ago. 

Notwithstanding the general increase in the 
labors of the police force, 1 think the expenses 
might be materially diminished. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

This department is in excellent condition. 
Its efficiency results from combined excellence 
in the requisites of a good tire department, a 
skillful and zealous Board of Engineers, a work- 
ing force, prompt and earnest, in harmony 
among themselves and with the engineers, and 
a sufficiency of engines, carriages, horses and 
apparatus, all in good condition. 

There are four steamers, two hook and ladder 
carriages, with a fair complement of their peculiar 
apparatus, ten hose carriages, and seven horses. 
There are about fourteen thousand feet of hose 
in serviceable, and most of it in excellent 
condition. The working force consists of the

chief and six assistant engineers and one 
hundred and twenty-three men. There are two 
hand engines to which no companies are attached. 

Flattering as is this exhibit, we must 
remember that cities and towns are proverbially 
apt to boast of their tire departments. Constant 
vigilance must be exercised and extended to 
the minutest detail of every steamer and carriage, 
to every foot of hose and to all the apparatus, 
equipments and appurtenances, to the water 
pipe, the hydrants and the reservoirs. I commend 
the department to the unwearied care of the 
committee that will have it in charge. Trust 
not to the general opinion, or to my opinion, 
that everything is in excellent condition. Eest 
in no imagined security, for an error or an 
oversight, apparently trivial, may result in a 
great disaster. 

There were thirty alarms of fire during the 
last year. The losses were $41,500. Insurance, 
$30,300. A general opinion prevails that the 
ratio of losses by lire to the amount of property 
is less in Lowell than in other cities. The 
opinion is probably correct, if in the valuation 
is included the property of our manufacturing 
corporations. By the Engineers’ reports for years 
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past, the losses have been, on an average, about 
$70,000 a year. This amount is considerably 
in excess of the average yearly amount paid 
for insurance. In my opinion, Lowell cannot 
claim to have been peculiarly exempt from fires 
during the time, nor are our facilities for 
extinguishing fires in excess of the demand, as 
indicated by the losses of past years. 

The Committee on the Fire Department, 
of last year, considered the subject of introducing 
the Fire Alarm Telegraph, and reported in favor. 
That report is referred to this year’s Council. 

PAUPERS AND REFORM SCHOOL. 

The Almshouse, the Farm, and the School 
are in excellent condition. Fortunate in the 
continued services of Mr. Phelps and Mr. Lang, 
we may expect a like satisfactory efficiency in 
the department, so far as under their charge. 
The number of inmates of the Almshouse, 
January 1st, 1870, was sixty-four. There were 
sixty-two admitted, the same number discharged, 
and five died during the } r ear, leaving the present 
number fifty-nine. In the Reform School there 
are forty-two — three more than in January, 1870. 
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The Farm products were valued at $6,005.95; 
the sales amounted to $2,901.91. 

A pest-house was erected at a cost of 
$2,600.76, and a dwelling-house for Mr. Lang, 
costing $2,516.71. 

The amount expended in out-door relief was 
$1,706.79. 


CITY LIBRARY. 

During the past year the City Council acted 
upon the question of removing the Library to 
the first story of the City Hall, taking the 
space occupied by the two stores east of the 
stairway. The decision was against the removal. 
Probably few, who in the close vote were adverse 
to the change, considered the present room a 
fitting one. Some opposed the change from 
consideration of the loss of rent, and of the 
expense of refitting the stores to adapt them to 
the Library; others, considering the importance 
of the Library, and that it was yearly growing 
in popular favor, did not think that the proposed 
location would long satisfy the demands of the 
people. It is to be hoped that a favorable 
opportunity will before long occur to obtain 
suitable accommodations. 
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There are in the Library fourteen thousand 
six hundred and twenty-eight volumes. The 
number of subscribers during the year was one 
thousand two hundred and sixty-eight. 


STREETS AND BRIDGES. 

Of the amount which appears as expended 
by this department, last year, about $10,400 
was in payments of verdicts recovered against 
the city in 1869, and costs and expenses, and 
other damages in settled cases. Bridge repairs 
cost $3,132, leaving $37,411.18 as the expenses 
of streets. As water-pipes were soon to be laid, 
special attention was given to the outlying 
streets. Those upon which the greatest amounts 
have been expended have been Lane, Mount 
Vernon, West Sixth, Bridge, Tenth, Pleasant, 
School, Pine, Choral and Chelmsford. 

A much larger amount of sidewalks has been 
built than in any previous year. Six thousand 
seven hundred and nine feet of edgestone, and 
seven thousand one hundred and fifty-seven 
yard of concrete walks have been laid! There 
is a general desire for concrete walks, and they 
are sometimes asked for rather as ornaments 
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of estates than for convenience of public travel. 
The abuttors pay for the edgestone and concrete, 
but the expense of grading, and of crossings, 
borne by the city, is about equal, on an average, 
to the amount assessed upon the abuttors. It 
is also to be considered that the city must 
forever keep the walks in repair. Concrete 
walks are as yet an experiment not fully tested. 
They will doubtless require repairs sooner than 
brick walks. I think there will be a large 
number of petitions for sidewalks, the present 
year, and you should carefully discriminate in 
favor of those for which there is a public 
demand. 

The laying of water pipe will create a 
necessity for street repairs. When the pipe is 
laid in the business streets, they should at the 
same time be thoroughly repaired and re-surfaced, 
that travel may not be a second time obstructed. 
The block paving, on Central Street, from 
Tower’s corner to the foot of Chapel Hill, and 
that on East Merrimack Street should be relaid 
and widened. Market Street should be thoroughly 
repaired. That part of it which was formerly 
Lowell Street should be macadamized and the 
gutters paved. Below Dutton Street there is a 
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great amount of travel by heavy teams, and it 
may be best to pave. If this is done with the 
small granite blocks, now generally approved, 
the expense will be about $25,000. Be ready 
to meet the question of this much-needed 
improvement when it shall come up. If the 
paving is ordered, I recommend that a special 
appropriation be made for it. 

Please rest a moment from these business 
details, wearisome to you, I know. There is no 
longer a Lowell Street. It is now Market Street, 
from Central to Salem. I well recollect the 
time when a part of Chelmsford was set off and 
made into a separate municipality. In the 
few years since the Merrimack Company had 
commenced operations, there had sprung into 
existence a village, and it had grown with a 
rapidity then unknown in the history of any 
place in the country. The new town was 
called Lowell. Proud of the place, glorying in 
the excitement it was producing far back in 
the country towns, and proud of the new name, 
every resident was repeating that name in 
exultation. When this feeling was at its height, 
a straight, broad avenue was laid out through 
the woods from Dutton Street to the old Falls 
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road, and to it was given the name, then so 
popular, Lowell Street. That was more than 
forty years ago. For a number of years after 
that time, I lived upon the street, and witnessed 
the changes which drove from it the old 
residents, and made the street a by-word and 
a reproach. And now for years improvements 
have been going on. The street is no longer 
a reproach. Wide, straight, and excellently 
located, it will ever be an important thoroughfare, 
and it is quiet, respectable and orderly. The 
residents upon the street desired the name to 
be changed, and it is no longer Lowell, but a 
part of Market Street. 

About seventy-live petitions and orders 
were referred to the Committee on Streets, last 
year. A larger number of matters were acted 
upon without formal petition. The amount 
of labor devolving on that Committee will 
probably not be less, the present year. It has 
charge of the stable, the wheelwright and 
blacksmith’s shop, and the ledge; carts, wagons, 
sleds, harnesses and tools are to be renewed 
and repaired. About seven hundred tons of coal 
and four hundred cords of wood are to be 
purchased and distributed. Cleaning and repairs 
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of streets, bridge carpentry, stone masonry, 
wheelwright and blacksmith work, well and 
pump work, a monthly pay-roll of from forty 
to eighty men, and monthly bills for supplies 
of all kinds, are embraced. The same men and 
teams do all the sewer work, and much of that 
on Commons, and mixed accounts have to be 
adjusted. No one man as chairman can have 
a proper oversight over the whole, unless he 
devotes more time than can reasonably be 
expected. I recommend that the Committee be 
enlarged by the addition of one Alderman and 
two Councilmen. A larger number will give to 
the Committee more knowledge of the condition 
of the streets. The duties are various, and are 
so distinct that they may with advantage be 
divided and assigned to sub-committees, and 
thus some relief be afforded to the chairman. 

The management of streets is always the 
subject of censure. Those of you who will have 
that department in charge will probably not 
escape some of the criticism and complaint 
which is made in every city, and in every 
year. Few, who are annoyed by defects in the 
highways in their own neighborhood, or in the 
line of their travel from their homes to their 
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places of business, and complain of inefficiency 
in the department, stop to consider that there 
are seventy-five miles of streets, and that defects 
of a serious nature are constantly occurring all 
over the city. A sudden shower comes up, and 
the streets pour their floods to the nearest 
cess-pools. One gets choked up, the water 
overflows, and blame is freely bestowed. There 
are in the city eight hundred and twenty-six 
cess-pools, and men go during the severe 
showers to those which are supposed to require 
immediate attention. Complaints are sometimes 
made that repairs or improvements, promised, 
or even commenced, are not at once completed. 
There may be reasons for the delay not under- 
stood. To illustrate: In June of last year a 
sudden shower occurred, not lasting more than 
half an hour. No rain fell in Central ville. It 
was severe only in Belvidere and a part of 
Ward Four. To repair the damage cost $1,000, 
and men and teams had to be taken forthwith 
from other places where the work was less 
pressing in its demands. The delay may arise, 
and most often does, from considerations of 
economy. To illustrate again: A sidewalk was 
ordered on the westerly side of Bridge Street,

and a large amount of filling required before 
it could be laid. Some loads of material, easily 
obtained, were dumped along the line. It was 
impossible to procure any in Centralville, except 
by purchase. The gravel near the Poor Farm, 
and that covering the ledge on Fletcher Street, 
was the only immediate source of supply. To 
use the excellent gravel of those localities, for 
mere filling, and to draw so far, would be bad 
management. By a delay, material was obtained 
at a moderate distance, and our carts filled 
without expense to the city. I advise the 
Committee .that will be appointed, to hear all 
suggestions and criticisms respectfully, kindly 
and good-naturedly, and, if defects are pointed 
out, examine them at once. But, if conscious 
of an earnest endeavor to act for the best good 
of the city, you shall yet hear complaints, do 
not regard them as any sure evidence that you 
have not, in a reasonable degree, been successful. 


' PAWTUCKET BRIDGE. 

For almost seventy years have travellers 
been carried safely over this bridge; and now 
we cannot speak well of it. It was badly 
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damaged by tlie great freshet of last spring. 
Repairs were made, in the hope that it might 
last till another year. A committee from Dracut 
have acted with the Committee on Streets, 
and both are agreed in the opinion that a 
new bridge and foundations should be built, 
the present year. They recommend that the 
abutment, on the Dracut side, be set back 
thirty-five feet; that the bridge be an iron one 
of two spans, with a road-way of twenty-four 
feet in width and two sidewalks of six feet 
each. If it is decided to build the bridge, I 
recommend that a special appropriation for it 
be made. 

Some are of opinion that it is better to 
build a bridge in the line of Merrimack Street. 
It has been claimed that if built there, no 
other bridge is needed, but if Pawtucket Bridge 
is rebuilt, another will soon be demanded. I 
am just informed that a petition is in circulation, 
and will soon be presented to the County 
Commissioners, to lay out a highway across 
the river near the line of Merrimack Street, 
that we may this year have two bridges. In 
this connection I may also state, that it is said 
a petition will be presented to the Legislature, 
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this year, asking for the annexation of a portion 
of Dracnt to Lowell, the area to include the 
entire line of the Water Works in Dracnt. Should 
these subjects all come before us, and should 
we take a proper interest in the galleries, the 
conduit, the tunnel and the other operations 
of the Water Commissioners in that section, 
the romantic and attractive locality of West 
Dracnt will demand a large share of our attention. 


SEWERS. 


Sewers were last year laid in parts of 
Chapel, Walnut, Cedar, Merriam, Branch and 
Cross Streets. There will be nothing which will 
demand more careful consideration in committee, 
and judicious action of the City Council, than 
the question of sewers. Nothing has been done 
about sewers in connection with the Water 
Works. The time has come when the subjects 
must be considered together. We are to have 
the water; how are we to get ride of it? The 
question becomes the more important when we 
consider that it will be expedient, in some 
cases, to lay the sewers at the same time the 
water pipe is laid. 
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Lowell lias no general sewerage system. 
Tlie sewers in use are in part old water 
courses, made into covered drains, and other 
drains, made from time to time, as necessity 
demanded, but, generally, with some regard to 
certain distinct sewerage systems. What was 
done last year has given good drainage to the 
southerly slope of Chapel Hill. 

The most important demand, now, is for 
a sewer discharging into Concord River, at or 
near Church Street, and to extend along that 
street, or in that direction, draining the area 
of the northerly and easterly slope of Chapel 
Hill, the South Common, Appleton Street Hill, 
and beyond, westerly and southerly. It will 
be expensive. The present sewers in Church 
and Middlesex Streets are not large enough, 
or laid deep enough, and if replaced by others, 
probably assessments could not be made upon 
the owners of the lots upon the streets. Another 
sewer is also demanded in Cross Street, to ’ 
complete the drainage system of the hill slope 
in that section. 

I have no familiar knowledge of our sewerage. 

I am happy to state that the more I examine 
the subject, the more I am in hopes that the 
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outlay for sewers on account of the introduction 
of water will not be very large. The two 
sewers referred to will be expensive, but they 
should be laid, though we had no Water Works. 
With these and some others, less expensive, 
we shall be fairly provided for. And one good 
result of the introduction of water will be, that 
some sewers, now frequently obstructed, will 
be scoured and kept clean. 

A change in the mode of making sewer 
assessments will require your consideration. 


WATER WORKS. 

The City Council of 1869 appointed a 
committee to ascertain in what manner and 
at what cost water could be introduced into 
the city. They employed an engineer and made 
a careful and laborious examination of the 
various sources of supply, and reported in 
favor of taking the water from Beaver Brook, 
and that the works be constructed in general 
accordance with the plans and estimates of the 
engineer. By resolution, passed in October of 
that year, the recommendations of the committee 
were adopted, and in November an ordinance 
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was passed making the necessary provisions 
for introducing the water. 

In 1870 the Board of Water Commissioners, 
consisting of William E. Livingston, Henry H. 
Wilder, and Levi Sprague, organized by electing 
Mr. Sprague chairman, and in February engaged 
Joseph P. Davis, Esq., as Chief Engineer. 
Doubts, which some had from the first enter- 
tained with regard to the expediency of taking 
water from Beaver Brook, had been strengthened, 
and, as a mistake with regard to the source 
of supply would be fatal to the enterprise, the 
City Council, in March, instructed the Com- 
missioners to make investigations as to the 
availability of supplying water from Tyng’s Pond 
and the other ponds in that vicinity. Surveys 
were made, and in April the Engineer reported. 
The supply was deemed insufficient. Meanwhile 
evidence had accumulated as to the offensive 
character of Beaver Brook water, and the 
Commissioners were instructed to cause surveys 
to be made with regard to Merrimack River, as a 
source of supply. Should the river supply be 
adopted farther legislation was needed, and in 
June an Act of the Legislature was passed 
giving to the city the requisite additional 
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powers. In July the Engineer reported the 
result of his investigations as embraced in two 
plans, distinguished as the “Artificial Filter 
Scheme” and the “Natural Filter Scheme.” The 
former, modified by the omission of the proposed 
filter beds, and relying upon settling basins 
alone for clearing the water, was adopted, and 
an ordinance to carry this into effect was 
passed July 26th. 

By this ordinance water was to be taken 
from the river in Dracut, at a point about five 
hundred feet above the dam, and conveyed by 
a conduit to settling basins near the mouth 
of Beaver Brook, thence across the brook to 
a pumping station in Centralville, and thence 
forced to the reservoir. 

The City Council had become extremely 
anxious that actual operations should commence, 
and a general relief was felt when the question 
as to the mode of introducing the water was 
thus settled. But there were lingering doubts 
whether the best course had been adopted. 
The natural filter scheme was unquestionably 
the better one, if it was feasible. There were 
times in every year when the water was turbid, 
and it was by no means certain that it could 
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be sufficiently cleared by settling in the basins, 
without the use of expensive filter beds. Near 
the end of October the City Council instructed 
the Commissioners to investigate the feasibility 
of constructing filter galleries in Dracut, above 
the dam. The investigations were made, and 
December 13th, the Engineer reported, recom- 
mending that the galleries be adopted, instead 
of the basins. The Council, December 27th, 
passed an ordinance adopting the recommenda- 
tions. 

The question is finally settled, and so settled 
that, as far as I know, there are now no doubts but 
that the best mode of introducing the water has 
been adopted. It is easy to criticise and censure, 
but a little reflection will convince us that, 
however much we may regret the changes of 
plans and consequent delays and expense in- 
curred, we cannot reasonably blame any one. 
The City Councils of 1869 and 1870 were as 
anxious to act for the best as we are. No steps 
were taken until after careful investigations, 
plans and surveys. It most often happens, that 
when a city determines to introduce water, 
there is no doubt as to the source of supply; 
it is plainly indicated by nature. And the 
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mode of introduction is not ordinarily a question 
between several, essentially differing, but there 
is only one, and that a matter simply of 
engineering skill. Lowell is peculiarly situated. 
When the City Council of 1869 commenced 
their investigations there were presented as 
sources of supply Merrimack River, Concord 
River, River Meadow Brook, Beaver Brook, 
Stony Brook, Tyng’s Pond, Hackett’s Pond, 
Corbett’s Pond, Island Pond, Gumpus Pond, 
Sough t-for Pond, JNTabnasset Pond, Magog Pond 
and Forge Pond. After investigations Beaver 
Brook was decided upon. When in the spring 
of last year Tyng’s Pond was proposed, there 
was a doubt as to the amount of water that 
could be furnished. When that question was 
settled, facts, not known the former year, made 
it evident that Beaver Brook should not be 
taken. When the Merrimack River source was 
again considered there were various possible 
means of taking the water. Should it be taken 
from the Lowell side or the Dracut side, from 
above the dam or below? Should it be pumped 
by its own power, and if so, at Pawtucket Falls 
or Hunt’s Falls, or should it be pumped by 
steam? How should the turbidness be overcome? 
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The Engineer of 1869, after considering the 
various modes proposed, selected seven as 
worthy of special discussion. The method of 
filtering through the bank of the river into 
galleries was not one of them. This was 
regarded as the best mode by the Engineer of 
this year, whenever feasible. Its feasibility 
depended upon the character of the soil com- 
posing the banks of the river, and experiments, 
and consequent delay, were required. 

During the year, and while these experiments 
and surveys were in progress, the Commissioners 
and Engineer were not idle. In June, a contract 
was made for pipe. In July, the reservoir was 
located, its capacity fixed at thirty millions of 
gallons. In August, the contract for laying the 
pipe was made. In September, the contract 
for building the reservoir was made, and on 
the fifteenth, ground was broken, with appro- 
priate ceremonies. During the same month 
work commenced upon the conduit and in 
laying the pipes. 

The result of the year seems to me to be 
entirely satisfactory. The contracts are, in the 
aggregate, considerably below the estimates 
made. Work was continued until about the 
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twentieth of December, and important progress 
has been made. There is no reason to doubt 
that the works will be completed during the 
year 1872, and within the estimates made. 

The water will be soft and pure, cleared 
of turbidness by percolation through soil shown, 
by the tests made, to be excellently adapted 
for the purpose required; and. it will be cleaned 
also from any taint or impurity arising from 
manufactories on the river above. Mr. Burbank, 
of our High School, who has analyzed it, in 
concluding his report says, “On the whole, it 
appears to me to be a soft water of excellent 
quality , of a character intermediate between a 
very pure well water and the water of Merrimack 
River.” I most heartily congratulate the Water 
Commissioners and the Engineer upon their 
success thus far. 


FINANCES. 

“Figures will not lie,” is an adage of 
undoubted truth. It sometimes seems that it 
is also true, paradoxical as it is, that nothing 
is so deceitful as figures; marshaled into columns 
for a particular purpose, they often give a vague 
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and indefinite knowledge of that concerning 
which they are so minutely exact.

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The receipts of the year include $16,000 
paid by the sureties upon the bond of Mr. 
Gerrish, in full settlement and discharge of all 
claim against them. There are sundry amounts 
due the City from the Commonwealth and other 
parties; and there are some bills against the 
city not included in the above. 

The expenditures for the Water Works have 
been $95,057.00. Bonds to the amount of 
$200,000 have been issued, upon which two 
months’ interest has accrued. The cash balance 
now on hand to the credit of the Water Works 
is $100,985.86. 

Adding these items to the amounts previ- 
ously given, we have, as the entire cash 
balance, $266,374.07, and the entire city debt, 
$707,124.63. The increase of the city debt on 
account of the Water Works will be large 
during the present year. There will fall due, 
on the general indebtedness, in November, 
$10,500. I trust it will be paid, and that ’ 
nothing will be added to the debt (other than 
for Water Works) during the year. Should the 
outlay for sewers be very large, it may, perhaps, 
be advisable to increase the debt on that account. 

Our late esteemed fellow-citizen, Colonel 
Thomas Nesmith, bequeathed to the city $25,000, 
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on condition that they would pay interest there- 
on semi-annually at the rate of six per cent, 
per annum, to trustees, to be by them expended 
for the relief of a certain class of indigent 
persons in Lowell. The City Council resolved 
to accept the bequest on the conditions named. 
Another bequest of $1,000, made to the High 
Street Church, is also to be received by 
the city. The bequests will be, in eifect, a 
perpetual loan to the city (of $26,000), at six 
per cent., the interest to be expended here, for 
the benefit of our own citizens. 

We should now look to the means of 
ultimate payment of our debt. I recommend 
the formation of a sinking fund, and urge the 
matter upon your careful consideration. I have 
no matured plan, but suggest that the $26,000, 
soon to be received from Colonel Nesmith’s 
estate, be at once applied to form the nucleus 
of the fund. 

No suits have been brought against the 
city, during the past year. 

I recommend that you secure to the city 
the benefit of any law which may be in force 
with reference to the erection of dangerous 
buildings. 
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I purposely omit a number of topics, in- 
tending to bring them to your notice hereafter. 

Our population, on the first day of June 
last, was forty thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-seven. The valuation, on the first day 
of May, $25,912,488; number of polls, eight 
thousand five hundred and seventy-seven ; of 
dwelling-houses, five thousand four hundred and 
twenty-one. The increase of valuation over that 
of 1869, $1,181,492 — in number of polls, one 
hundred and fifteen — in number of dwellings, 
one hundred and seventeen. Taking a period of 
five years, the increase in valuation is $4,896,128 ; 
in number of polls, two thousand four hundred 
and seventy-two ; in number of dwellings, four 
hundred and ninety. 

We are slowly, but surely and steadily, 
increasing in population and material wealth. 
During the past year no large conflagration or 
devastating sickness has occurred. Health, , 
quiet and general prosperity have prevailed. 
The year has been distinguished for business 
activity, thrift and enterprise. Building opera- 
tions have progressed with the impulse given 
the previous year. Many new houses have 
been erected in the sparsely-occupied sections 
of the city, and the thickly-settled and business 
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streets have been improved by more than the 
usual amount of repairs and re-building. Nor 
has this resulted, in any great degree, from a 
mania for speculation. The growth has been 
sound and healthy. Real estate has advanced 
in price, because it has advanced in intrinsic 
value. 

Commencing our labors in the confident 
belief that our city is flourishing, that its 
present prosperity is not delusive, but indicates 
stability and permanence, we must show our 
energetic citizens, whose activity in their own 
interests is advancing the interests of the city, 
that we appreciate their efforts, that we will 
foster every good enterprise and withhold no 
aid to develop our resources and promote public 
improvements. But we must remember that 
our financial condition demands rigid economy. 
The surest incentive to enterprise among our 
citizens is to assure them by our acts that we 
will in all things be prudent, and only be 
liberal when liberality is demanded by prudence. 

The aggregate amount of city business in 
all its departments is very large. Except in 
the management of schools and the Water 
Works, this mass of business is to be performed 
by us, or by persons selected by us and under 
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our supervision and control. But, practically, a 
small portion only of the actual business in 
its details comes before the whole City Council. 
The greater part is performed by committees. 
This is a necessity; and were it not a necessity, 
it is the best, and, in fact, the only practicable 
method. One may serve a year as Alderman 
or Common Councilman — may attend all the 
meetings of his Board, and may be a very 
valuable member, and yet, though he shall 
know all the minutest particulars of the matters 
referred to the committees on which he serves, 
he may know hardly anything as to the details 
of operations in most of the other departments. 

A general duty rests upon each of you to 
become acquainted, so far as may be, with all 
the various interests of the city. A special and 
a paramount duty devolves upon you, individu- 
ally, to make yourselves familiar with the 
business of those departments, under the charge 
of the committees of which you are members; » 
to be present at the meetings whenever possi- 
ble ; to exercise an ever- watchful supervision 
over those in the employ of the departments; 
to scrutinize their expenditures, and to exact 
from them faithful service, honesty, skilfulness 
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and economy. It often becomes tiresome to 
attend committee meetings and do committee 
work; but it is faithfulness and earnestness in 
committee labors which make a valuable member 
of the City Council. 

The present year will be an important one 
in our history. The end of the year will not 
witness the completion of our great public 
improvement, but we may reasonably expect 
that it will be so far advanced, that doubts and 
fears and opposition will yield to assurance of 
success. Such an assurance will develop private 
enterprise ; and already it is bringing an increase 
of prosperity to our city. That such will be the 
result we will confidently trust. With the cheerful 
courage which springs from the determination to 
do right so far as we can, mutually assisting each 
other and relying upon the favor of God, let us 
now enter upon the labors of the year. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, allow me to express 
the hope that the two branches of the Govern- 
ment may act in harmony ; that your labors, 
lightened and cheered by pleasant intercourse and 
kindly associations here, may prove agreeable to 
you; and that the year may be one of good 
health and happiness to you and yours.

JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL 


1. At tlie first or second meeting of the City Council, the 
following Joint Standing Committees shall be appointed, viz: 

A Committee on Accounts, 

A Committee on Claims, 

A Committee on Commons, 

A Committee on Finance, 

A Committee on Fire Department, 

A Committee on Lands and Buildings, 

A Committee on Military Affairs, 

A Committee on Printing, 

A Committee on Public Instruction, 

A Committee on Sewers and Drains, 

A Committee on Streets, 

A Committee on Water Works. 

And the members of the Board of Aldermen, and of the Com- 
mon Council, who shall constitute the Joint Standing Committees, 
shall be chosen or appointed by their respective Boards. Each of 
said Committees shall consist of two Aldermen and three members 
of the Common Council, except the Committee on Military Affairs, 
which Shall be composed of the Mayor, two Aldermen and six mem- 
bers of the Common Council — one from each ward, the Committee 
on Streets, which shall be composed of three Aldermen and five 
members of the Common Council, and the Committee on Water 
Works, which shall consist of the Mayor, one Alderman, the President 
and two other members of the Common Council. 

2. All by-laws passed by the City Council shall be termed 
Ordinances ; and the enacting style, which shall be but once recited 
in each Ordinance, shall be, a Be it ordained by the City Council 
of the City of Lowell, as follows.” 
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B. In all votes in which either or both branches of the City 
Council express anything by way of command , the form of expres- 
sion shall be “ Ordered” (except only in the case of Ordinances) ; 
and whenever either branch or both branches express opinions, prin- 
ciples, facts or purposes, the form of expression shall be “Resolved” 
Provided, however, that the appropriation of money to any amount 
exceeding fifty dollars shall be by Resolution. 

4. Each Board shall transmit to the other all papers on which 
any Ordinance, Joint Resolution or Order shall be founded ; and all 
papers on their passage between the two Boards shall' be under the 
signature of their respective Clerks, except Ordinances and Joint 
Resolutions in their last stage, which shall be signed by the presiding 
officers. 

5. The titles to all Ordinances and Joint Resolutions shall be 
prefixed upon their introduction. 

6. Every Ordinance shall have as many readings in each Board 
as the rules of such Board require, after which the question shall be 
on passing the same to be enrolled ; and when the same shall have 
passed to be enrolled, it shall be sent to the other Board for concur- 
rence ; and when such ordinance shall have so passed to be enrolled 
by each Board, the same shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the Com- 
mon Council, and examined by a Committee of that Board ; and, on 
being found by said Committee to be correctly enrolled, the same 
shall be reported to the Common Council, when the question shall be 
on passing the same to be ordained ; and when said Ordinance shall 
have so passed to be ordained, it shall be signed by the President of 
the Common Council, and sent to the other Board, when a like exam- 
ination shall be made by a Committee of that Board, and if found 
correctly enrolled, the same shall be reported to the Board, and the 
question shall be on passing the same to be ordained ; and when the 
same shall have passed to be ordained, it shall be signed by the 
Mayor. 

7. Every Joint Resolution shall have as many readings in each 
Board as the rules of such Board require ; after which the question 
shall be on passing the same; and when the same shall have passed, 
it shall be sent to the other Board for concurrence ; and when such 
Resolution shall have so passed in each Board, the same shall be 
enrolled by the Clerk of the Common Council, and examined by a 
Committee of that Board ; and on being found by said Committee 
to be correctly enrolled, without further reading or question, shall be 
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signed by the President of the Common Council, and sent to the 
other Board, when a like examination shall be made by a Committee, 
and if found to be correctly enrolled, shall be signed by the Mayor. 

8. All enrolled Ordinances shall be written in a fair and com- 
pact hand, without interlineations ; and no enrolled Ordinance or 
Resolution shall be amended. 

9. When either Board shall not concur with the other in any 
Ordinance or Resolution sent from such other, notice of such non- 
concurrence shall be given by written message. 

10. In every case of disagreement in any matter requiring the 
joint action of the two Boards, if either Board shall request a confer- 
ence, and appoint a Committee of Conference, and the other Board 
shall also appoint a Committee to confer, such Committee shall meet 
at a time agreed upon by the Chairman, and state to each other, 
either verbally or in writing, as either shall choose, the reasons of 
the respective Boards for or against the proposed action, confer freely 
thereon and report to their respective branches. 

11. All messages between the two Boards shall be reduced to 
writing by the respective Clerks, and may be transmitted by the 
Messenger. 

12. It shall be the duty of every Joint Committee (the Com- 
mittee on Streets excepted) to whom any subject may be specially 
referred, to report thereon within five weeks, or ask for further time. 

IB. The Mayor shall be, ex-officio , Chairman of any Joint 
Special Committee of which he is a member. 

14. In all Joint Standing Committees, except that on Finance, 
the member first named in the Board of Aldermen shall be Chair- 
man ; of the Committee on Finance, the member first named in the 
Common Council shall be Chairman; and in all Joint Special Com- 
mittees of which the Mayor is not a member, the member first named 
in the Board where the business originates, shall be Chairman, and 
shall call the Committee together. 

15. The reports of all Committees, signed by a majority of the 
members, shall be made to the Board in which the business referred 
originated. 

16. No Committee shall act by separate consultation, and no 
report shall be received unless agreed to in Committee actually 
assembled* 
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17. No Committee shall enter into any contract with, or pur- 
chase, or authorize the purchase of, any article, of any of its members. 

18. No Chairman of any Committee shall audit or approve any 
bill or account against the City, for any supplies or services which 
shall not have been ordered or authorized by the Committee. 

19. All reports and other papers submitted to the City Council 
shall be written in a fair hand, without endorsement, except in case 
of the introduction of an order. In such case the member introduc- 
ing an order shall subscribe his name at the bottom of the back of 
the order. All other endorsements upon the back of papers shall be 
made by the Clerks, and the Clerks of the Boards respectively shall, 
on seasonable notice, make copies of any papers to be reported by 
Committees, at the request of the respective Chairman thereof. 

20. No business shall be transacted by the City Council in Con- 
vention, except such as shall have been previously agreed on, unless 
by unanimous consent. 

21. After the annual appropriations shall have been passed, no 
subsequent expenditure shall be authorized for any object, unless 
provision for the same shall be made by a specific transfer from some 
of the appropriations contained in the annual resolution, or by 
expressly creating therefor a City debt ; but no such debt shall be 
created unless the resolution authorizing the same pass by the 
affirmative votes of two-thirds of the whole number of each branch 
of the City Council voting by yea and nay. 

22. In balloting for officers of the City in Convention of the 
two Boards, blanks shall not be counted. 

28. Either Board may propose to the other for its concurrence 
a time to which both Boards will adjourn ; and neither shall adjourn 
without giving notice to the other Board through the Messenger or 
otherwise. 


RULES AND ORDERS OF THE BOARD OF 
ALDERMEN. 


First — The order of business shall be as follows : 

1. The journal of the previous meeting shall be read. 

2. Petitions shall next be called for, and be disposed of by 
reference or otherwise. 

3. Such nominations, appointments and elections, as may be in 
order, shall be considered and disposed of. 

4. The orders of the day shall be taken up ; meaning by 4he 
orders of the day, the business remaining unfinished at the previous 
meeting, and such communications as may have been subsequently 
sent up from the Common Council. 

5. New business may be introduced by any member of the Board. 

Second — Every Bill or Ordinance shall pass through the follow- 
ing stages before it shall be considered as having received the final 
action of this Board, viz : — first reading, second reading, passage to 
be enrolled, passage to be ordained ; and every Joint Resolution shall 
have two several readings before the question shall be taken on its 
final passage. 

Third — A Bill or Ordinance may be rejected at either stage in 
its progress, but may not pass through all its stages in one day. 

Fourth — Standing Committees shall be appointed as follows : 

A Committee on Bills in Second Reading, 

A Committee on Enrollment, 

A Committee on Licenses, 

A Committee on Lighting Streets, 

A Committee on Police and Police Stations, 

A Committee on Repairs of Streets, 

A Commit te e on Setting Trees, 

A Committee on Weights and Measures. 
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Fifth — No member shall be interupted while speaking, but by 
a call to order, or for the correction of a mistake ; nor shall there be 
any conversation among the members while a paper is being read, or 
a question stated from the chair. 

Sixth — A motion for the re-consideration of a vote shall be open 
to debate, but such motion shall not be considered unless made by a 
member voting with the majority, or unless notice thereof be given at 
a meeting at which the vote passed, in which case the motion shall 
be made at the next meeting after; and only one motion for the 
re-consideration of any vote shall be permitted. 

Seventh — When any member is about to speak in debate he shall 
rise in his place and respectfully address the presiding officer; shall 
confine himself to the question under debate and avoid personality. 

Eighth — The above rules and order of business shall be observed 
in all cases, unless suspended by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present, for a specific purpose. 


RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL 


1. The President shall take the chair precisely at the hour 
appointed for the meeting ; call the members to order, and within 
ten minutes (or sooner if a quorum be present) he shall cause the 
roll to be called and the names of the absentees recorded. Before 
proceeding to business, he shall cause the minutes of the preceding 
meeting to be read. In the absence of the President, the oldest 
member present shall call the Council to order, and preside until a 
President pro tempore be chosen. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum ; may speak to points 
of order in preference to other members, rising from his seat for that 
purpose, and shall decide questions of order, subject to an appeal to 
the Council by any member. 

3. He shall rise to address the Council, to state facts, or to put 
a question, but may read sitting. 

4. He shall declare all votes ; but if a vote be doubted, the 
President shall, without further debate, require the members voting 
in the affirmative and negative to rise and stand until they are 
counted, and he shall declare the result. 

5. He may call any member to the chair, but such substitution 
shall not extend beyond an adjournment; and when out of the chair, 
the President may express his opinion on any subject under debate, 
and he shall not resume the chair while the same question is pending. 

6. All questions shall be propounded in the order in which they 
are moved, unless the subsequent motion be previous in its nature ; 
except that in naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and the 
longest time shall be first put. 

7. After a motion is stated by the President, it shall be disposed 
of by a vote of the Council, unless the mover withdraw it before a 
decision or amendment. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order; that and the 
motion to lay on the table, shall be decided without debate. 
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9. The previous question shall be in this form : “ Shall the main 
question be now put?” It shall only be admitted when demanded 
by a majority of the members present ; and, until it is decided, shall 
preclude all amendment and further debate of the main question. 

10. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any question upon the 
request of one-third of the members present. 

11. When two or more members happen to rise at the same 
time, the President shall name the member who is to speak first. 

12. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver 
any matter to the Council, he shall rise in his place and respectfully 
address the presiding officer, confining himself to the question under 
debate, and avoiding personality. 

13. No member shall be mentioned in debate by his name, but 
may be described by the place he sits in, or such other designation 
as may be intelligible and respectful. 

14. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, but 
by a call to order or to correct a mistake. If any member in speak- 
ing or otherwise, transgress the rules of the Council, the President 
shall, or any member may call him to order ; in wdiich case the mem- 
ber so called to order shall immediately sit down, until the question 
of order is decided. If the decision be in favor of the member called 
to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed ; if otherwise, he shall not 
proceed without leave of the Council. 

15. No member shall speak more than twice to the same ques- 
tion, without obtaining leave of the Council. 

16. Whilst the President or any other member is speaking, none 
shall stand up or pass unnecessarily before the person speaking. 

17. Every motion shall be" reduced to writing, if the President 
or any member require it. 

18. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received 
but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous question, to 
postpone to a certain day, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely; which several motions shall have precedence in the 
order in which they are arranged ; and no motion to postpone or 
commit shall be allowed twice in the same day in the same stage of 
the ordinance or proposition. 

19. A motion for the re-consideration of a vote shall be open 
to debate, but such motion shall not be considered unless made by a 
member voting with the majority, or unless notice thereof be given at 
the meeting at which the vote passed, in which case the motion shall 
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be made at the next meeting after ; and only one motion for the 
re-consideration of any vote shall be permitted. 

20. Every member who shall be in the Council when a question 
is put shall give his vote unless the Council, for special reasons, 
excuse him. 

21. No motion or proposition on a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of an amendment. 

22. All motions and reports may be committed or re-committed 
at the pleasure of the Council. 

23. The division of a question may be called for when the sense 
will admit of it. 

24. When the reading of a paper is called for and objected to, 
it shall be determined by a vote of the Council. 

25. No standing order of the Council shall be suspended, unless 
three-fourths of the members present consent thereto; nor shall any 
rule or order be repealed or amended, without one day’s notice being 
given of the motion therefor, nor unless a majority of the whole 
Council concur therein. 

26. All Committees, except such as the Council determine to 
select by ballot, shall be nominated by the President. 

27. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than two 
Committees at the same time, or be Chairman of more than one. 

« 

28. All memorials and other papers, addressed to the Council, 
shall be presented to the President, or by a member in his place, who 
shall explain the subject thereof, and they shall be taken up in the 
order in which they were presented, unless the Council shall 
otherwise direct. 

29. Standing Committees shall be appointed on the following 
subjects : 

On Bills in Second Reading, 

On Enrollment, 

On Elections and Returns. 

30. No Committee shall sit during the sitting of the Council 
without special leave, except the Committee on the Second Reading 
of Bills and Ordinances, and the Committee on Enrollment. 

31. The Rules of proceeding in the Council shall be observed 
in the Committee of the Whole, so far as they are applicable, except 
the Rule limiting the time of speaking. 
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32. When a Committee is nominated by the Chair, the person 
first named shall be Chairman. In election of Committees by ballot, 
when a Chairman is not specially- chosen, the person having the 
highest number of votes shall act as Chairman, and, in case of an 
equality in votes between two or more members of a Committee, the 
members thereof shall choose a Chairman. 

33. All Ordinances and Resolutions shall have two several 
readings before they shall be finally passed by this Council. 

34. All Ordinances before being read a second time, shall be 
referred to the Committee on the Second Reading of Bills and Ordi- 
nances, and after being reported upon by said Committee, shall be 
again read, after which second reading, the question shall be on 
passing the same to be enrolled. 

35. ."No Ordinance or Resolution imposing penalties or author- 
izing the expenditure of money, shall have more than one reading 
the same day. 

36. The seats of the Common Council shall be numbered and 
determined by lot, and no member shall change his seat but by per- 
mission of the President. 

37. All Committees of the Council shall consist of three mem- 
bers, unless a different number be specially ordered. And no report 
shall be received from any Committee, unless agreed to in Committee 
actually assembled; and all reports shall be in writing. 

38. It shall be the duty of every Committee of the Council, to 
whom any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon within 
five weeks, or ask for further time. 

39. The Clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and pro- 
ceedings of the Council, entering thereon all accepted Resolutions ; 
shall notice reports and memorials, and other papers submitted to the 
Board, only by their titles, or a brief description of their purport. 

40. All salary officers shall be chosen by written ballots, and 
blanks shall not be counted. 

41. Members of the Council may attend meetings of any of its 
Committees, but shall not vote thereat. 

42. The Clerk of the Common Council shall keep the record of 
Committees who may require that service ; and on the appointment 
of every Standing Committee a book for records shall be provided by 
its Chairman, or by said Clerk. The Clerk shall have the custody of 
all minutes by him kept; and the records of the several Committees 
shall be open to the inspection of the members of the City Council.

A Board of Health shall be appointed annually in the month 
of January or February, or at any time when a vacancy may exist, consisting 
of the Mayor (ex-officio), two Aldermen, who shall be appointed by the Mayor, 
and three members of the Common Council, who shall be appointed by the 
President of that Board, with the powers and duties assigned to Boards of Health 
by the Statutes of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Section 2. The Board of Health may make all regulations which they 
may deem necessary in regard to the removal and abatement of filth, rubbish, 
nuisances and causes of disease, and shall have power to require such aid from 
the City Marshal, Police force, and the Superintendent of Streets, as may be 
necessary to search out and cause the removal of such sources and causes of 
disease ; to call upon the City Physician for advice or sendees in his professional 
capacity, or to appoint a physician to the Board ; and to perform any other acts 
and duties which may to them seem necessary for the health of the City, provided 
always, that such acts shall be in conformity to the Statutes of the Common- 
wealth, and the Ordinances of the City qf Lowell.

An Ordinance in Relation to Water Commissioners and 
Water Works. 

Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows: 

Section 1. Whereas the City Council of the City of Lowell, on the twelfth 
day of October, A. D. 1869, decided that they would introduce water into the 
city from Beaver Brook, so called, in the town of Dracut, in accordance with the 
act of the Legislature, approved June 4, A. D. 1869, entitled “An act in addition 
to an ‘Act for supplying the City of Lowell with water,’” it is ordained and 
determined that water, for the purpose aforesaid, shall be introduced from said 
Beaver Brook. 

Section 2. For the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of said 
act and for introducing a supply of water into said City, there shall be chosen, 
by the City Council, by concurrent vote, three Water Commissioners who shall 
be known and called by the name of “ The Lowell Water Commissioners.” 
Said Commissioners shall hold their offices for three years from and after the 
time of their election, unless the water works contemplated by said act shall be 
sooner completed ; and in that case, until the completion of said works. Provided, 
however, that the City Council, by concurrent vote of two-thirds of the members 
elected to either Board voting in the affirmative, may remove said Commissioners, 
or any of them from office, for any misconduct, unfaithful performance of duty, 
neglect, or incapacity. In case of a vacancy in the Board of Commissioners by 
death, resignation or removal, such vacancy shall be filled by the appointment of 
another Commissioner, in the manner provided for in this section, who shall 
hold his said office for the residue of the said term of three years, with all the 
powers and subject to all the restrictions provided in this Ordinance. Said 
Commissioners are authorized to select one of their number to act as Chairman or 
President of the Board. Two Commissioners shall be a quorum for the exercise 
of the powers and performance of the duties of said office. 

Section 3. The Chairman or President of said Commissioners shall receive 
a salary of two thousand dollars per annum, and each of the other Commissioners 
a salary of one thousand dollars per annum, payable quarterly. 

Section 4. Said Commissioners shall have authority to convey into and 
through said City the waters of said Beaver Brook in accordance with the provi- 
sions of said act, and shall have and exercise all the powers conferred on said 
City by said act, and may take by purchase, or otherwise, the waters of said 
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brook and any water rights connected therewith, and any real estate necessary 
for laying aqueducts and forming reservoirs, and for any of the purposes of said 
act, and may also make contracts for labor and materials for the construction of 
said water works, which shall be valid and binding on said City, and which may 
be suitable and proper for facilitating, expediting and finishing the works in the 
most speedy, economical, advantageous, permanent and effectual manner. 

Section 5. Whenever the Commissioners aforesaid shall take by purchase 
or otherwise any lands, streams of water, water rights or water sources for the 
purposes mentioned in said act, they shall, without unnecessary delay, make and 
deliver to the Mayor of the City of Lowell a certificate signed by them contain- 
ing a statement of the fact of such taking, and a description of the lands or 
water sources so taken, as certain as is required in a common conveyance of 
lands, and a statement of the purposes for which they are so taken, to the end 
that the Mayor aforesaid may cause such description and statement signed by 
him to be filed in the office of the Registry of Deeds for the Northern District of 
Middlesex, as required by the second section of said act. 

Section 6. All contracts for labor and materials in the prosecutions of 
said work shall be in writing and executed in triplicate, one of which triplicate 
shall be kept by the Commissioners, one shall be delivered to the City Clerk, and 
one to the contractor, and no such contract shall be executed unless good and 
satisfactory security for the faithful performance of the same, and also to indem- 
nify and save the City harmless from and against all claims against said City 
under Chapter one hundred and fifty of the General Statutes by persons who 
may have done work or labor in the construction, erection and preparation of 
said works at the request of such contractor, shall be given by the contractor and 
approved by the Commissioners. Said Commissioners, when not otherwise 
authorized by the City Council, shall advertise in one or more newspapers in this 
City, and in such other cities and places as they may think best, for sealed proposals 
for all such contracts, specifying the time and place where the same shall be 
received ; and such proposals in order to be received and acted upon shall set 
forth a specified sum or price to be paid for all such labor or materials, or for 
either, without condition, limitation or alteration, and shall be accompanied with 
a bond satisfactory to the Commissioners, conditioned for the faithful execution 
of the proposal if the same shall be accepted ; and the contents of any proposal 
shall not be made known to any person not a member of the Commission until a 
contract shall have been made, provided, that said Commissioners may in their 
discretion reject any or all such proposals; and no contract shall be assigned 
without the written consent of said Commissioners. Nothing herein contained 
shall require said Commissioners to advertise for proposals for the ordinary 
extension of street mains and water pipes, or repairs of the water works. Said 
Commissioners shall have power and authority to employ an engineer and such 
other agents, clerks and servants as they may deem necessary, and to agree with 
them for their compensation, which shall be paid out of the City Treasury. 

Section 7. No one of said Commissioners and no person appointed to any 
office or employed by virtue of this ordinance, or by the aforesaid act of the 
Legislature, shall be interested directly or indirectly in any bargain, contract, 
sale, or agreement in relation to said water works, or any matter or thing con- 
nected therewith, wherein the City is interested, without an express vote of the 
City Council ; and any and all contracts, bargains, sales, or agreements made in 
violation of this section shall be utterly void as to the City. 
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Section 8. It shall be the duty of the Commissioners aforesaid to exercise 
all reasonable vigilance and care by personal inspection, examination and super- 
vision, from day to day, or from time to time, as circumstances may require, of 
all matters and things herein committed to their charge ; to see that all works, 
matters and things to be done, executed and performed by and through their 
agency and under their superintendence, by virtue of the act aforesaid and of 
this ordinance, shall be done, executed and performed in a substantial, economical 
and effectual manner ; that all the officers, agents, and other persons who may be 
employed by them in the works aforesaid, execute and discharge the duties and 
labors assigned to them respectively, in a diligent and faithful manner ; and that 
all contracts and agreements made and concluded by them in the execution of 
the duties of their office are faithfully and properly executed and performed. 

Section 9. The Commissioners aforesaid shall enter or cause to be entered, 
in a book to be kept for that purpose, and which shall be subject to the inspection 
and examination of the Joint Standing Committee of the City Council on Water 
Works, or of any other committee appointed by the City Council for that pur- 
pose, a journal, account or record of all rules, orders, votes, appointments, 
resolutions, proceedings and other official acts which may from time to time be 
adopted by them ; and the said Commissioners shall, at the beginning of each 
month during their continuance in office, make a report in writing to the said 
Joint Standing Committee of their proceedings during the month next preceding 
such report. And the said Joint Standing Committee shall, at the expiration of 
each period of three months, make a written report to the City Council upon the 
matters committed to them. 

Section 10. In order to enable the City Council seasonably to raise and 
provide the fluids necessary for defraying the costs and expenses which may from 
time to time be incurred in the prosecution of the work, and for carrying into 
full effect the purposes and objects of the act aforesaid, and of this ordinance, 
the Commissioners aforesaid shall from time to time seasonably make and pre- 
pare, with as much particularity as may be useful and practicable, estimates for 
the use of the said City Council, of such sums of money as, in their judgment, may 
be required ; and statements of the purposes for which said sums respectively are 
to be appropriated and applied. 

Section 11. It shall be the duty of the Commissioners aforesaid to investi- 
gate promptly all cases in which it appears probable that any damages may’ be 
claimed of the City by any person or corporation for any alleged injury to the 
body or the property, real or personal, of such person or corporation by reason 
of any decision, action, or operation of said Commissioners, or of others employed 
by them in the performance of any of the matters and things committed to their 
charge by the act aforesaid, and this ordinance; and to make forthwith a 
memorandum in writing of all the important facts and circumstances relating 
thereto, together with a list of the names of all persons whose testimony con- 
cerning the particulars of such alleged injury may lie deemed important by said 
Commissioners, which memorandum they shall file and preserve. 

Section 12. In all suits, processes, and questions in law or equity which 
may be commenced, prosecuted or pending by or against the City of Lowell in any 
court, or before any other tribunal, for or by reason of any act, proceeding or 
contract of the Commissioners aforesaid, or of the City of Lowell, or for any 
other cause arising from the execution of the powers and authority given by the 
provisions of the act aforesaid and of this ordinance, the said Commissioners 
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shall aid and assist the counsel employed in behalf of the City, by giving inform- 
ation of all facts within then* knowledge, and furnishing any documents, 
testimony and evidence in their possession or control, which may be material, 
important or useful in establishing the rights and protecting the interests of said 
City. 

Section 13. All bills on account of said water works shall be examined by 
said Commissioners, and if found correct shall be so certified by them, and that 
the same have been incurred in the construction of the water works, and the 
Mayor shall draw his order therefor upon the Treasurer when the same shall 
have been audited and approved by the Joint Standing Committee of the City 
Council on Water Works, or of such committee as shall be appointed by the 
City Council to inspect and examine the proceedings and official acts of the said 
Commissioners, under the provisions of Section Nine. 

Section 14. This ordinance and all its provisions shall be subject to such 
revision, alteration, amendment or repeal at the discretion of the City Council 
of the City of Lowell as shall not be inconsistent with the provisions of the act 
of the Legislature aforesaid.

An Ordinance Relating to Rates of Fare in Hackney 
Coaches or other Carriages. 

Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of Loivell, as follows: 

Section 1. The fares for the conveyance of passengers in licensed Hackney 
Coaches or other carriages, shall not exceed the following rates, viz : For each 
passenger over twelve years of age, carried from any one place within the city to 
any other place within the city, thirty-five cents ; except that if such passenger 
shall, at his own request, be taken into such coach or carriage after ten o’clock 
at night, and before five o’clock of the following morning, at any place within 
the city, and is carried with due speed and diligence to any other place within the 
city, a fare may be charged not exceeding fifty cents ; for any such conveyance 
of a child under twelve years of age, the fare shall not exceed fifteen cents ; and 
for children under three years of age accompanied by a parent or guardian, no 
fare shall be taken or charged. For the fares aforesaid each passenger may carry 
with himself baggage not exceeding seventy-five pounds in weight ; and for each 
additional fifty pounds of baggage or fractional part thereof, five cents more may 
be charged. 

Section 2. If any person shall ask for or charge a fare greater than the 
rates named in the foregoing section for the conveyance of passengers, he shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding Twenty Hollars for each offence. 

Section 3. The Sixth Section of the Fourteenth Chapter of the Ordinances 
of the City, passed and ordained October 28, 1863, and the Ordinance passed and 
ordained April 25, 1865, are hereby repealed.

as if herein specifically mentioned.

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AX ACT 

In Relation to Stationary Engines. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Home of Representatives , in General CouH 

assembled , and by the authority of the same, as follows: 

Section 1. No stationary engine, propelled by steam or other motive- 
power, shall be hereafter erected or put up for use in any city or town within 
five hunched feet of any dwelling-house or public building, unless a license 
therefor shall have been first granted in the manner provided in chapter eighty- 
eight of the General Statutes, in respect to licenses of steam-engines, furnaces 
and boilers; and such license shall be applied for, granted and recorded in 
manner as therein provided, 

Section 2. Any stationaiy engine hereafter erected, without such license, 
shall be deemed a common nuisance, and the mayor and aldermen, or select- 
men, shall have like authority to remove the same, as is given to them by section 
forty of said chapter. 

Section 3. This act shall not be in force in any city or town until it has 
been adopted at a legal meeting of the city council of the city, or of the inhabi- 
tants of the town, called for that purpose. 

Section 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

In Relation to Stationary Engines. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives , in General Court

No stationary engine, propelled by steam or other motive- 
power, shall be hereafter erected or put up for use in any city or town within 
five hundred feet of any dwelling-house or public building, unless a license 
therefor shall have been first granted in the manner provided in chapter eighty- 
eight of the General Statutes, in respect to licenses of steam-engines, furnaces 
and boilers; and such license shall be applied for, granted and recorded in 
manner as therein provided, 

Section 2. Any stationary engine hereafter erected, without such license, 
shall be deemed a common nuisance, and the mayor and aldermen, or select- 
men, shall have like authority to remove the same, as is given to them by section 
forty of said chapter. 

Section 3. This act shall not be in force in any city or town until it has 
been adopted at a legal meeting of the city council of the city, or of the inhabi- 
tants of the town, called for that purpose. 

Section 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

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A 1ST ACT 

In Addition to an Act for Supplying the City of Lowell 
with Pure Water. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Bepresentatives, in General Court 

assembled , and by the authority of the same , as follows: 

Section 1. The commissioners authorized by the fifth section of the four 
hundred and thirty-fifth chapter of the acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and fifty -five, shall not exceed three in number, and shall hold their offices for 
three years, unless the work contemplated in said act shall be sooner completed. 
Said commissioners shall, during their continuance in office, execute, perform, 
superintend and direct the execution and performance of all works, matters and 
things mentioned in said act, and in all other acts that may be passed relative to 
the same subject, and they shall obey all ordinances, rules and regulations, in the 
execution of their said trust, as the city council of Lowell may from time to 
time ordain and establish, not inconsistent with the provisions of said act, and 
shall once in six months, and whenever required by the city council, make and 
present in writing, a particular report and statement of all their acts and pro- 
ceedings, and of the condition and progress of the works aforesaid. A majority 
of said commissioners shall be a quorum for the exercise of the powers and the 
performance of the duties of the said office ; they may be removed by a concur- 
rent vote of two-thirds of each branch of tlie city council, after having an 
opportunity to be heard in their defence ; and a vacancy occasioned by death, 
resignation or removal, shall be filled in manner aforesaid, by the appointment of 
another commissioner, who shall hold his said office for the residue of the term 
of three years. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Concerning Shade and Ornamental Trees standing in 
Highways and Streets. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General Court 

assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 

Section 1. No person who has by law a right to cut down or* remove any 
ornamental or shade trees standing in any highway, town way or street, shall 
exercise such light without first giving notice of his intention to one of the 
selectmen of the town or mayor of the city in which the tree stands ; and, if 
the selectmen of the town or mayor and aldermen of the city desire to retain the 
tree, they shall give notice thereof to such person within ten days after his 
notice to them ; and in that case, the same course shall be taken and the same 
rides apply as to the assessment, appeal and final determination and payment of 
the damage such person may suffer by the retaining of said tree, as in the case 
of damage done by an alteration in such highway, town way or street. 

Section 2. If any such person shall cut down, remove or injure such tree 
without first giving the notice required in the foregoing section or in violation of 
any of the provisions thereof, or of the rights of the city or town acquired there- 
under to maintain the same, he shall suffer the penalty provided for the injury or 
destroying of ornamental or shade trees in the seventh section of the forty-sixth 
chapter of the General Statutes, and the penalty in such case shall accrue to the 
town or city. 

Section 3. This act shall not be in force in any town or city until it shall 
be accepted by a majority of the legal voters in such town at a meeting legally 
called therefor, or by the city council. 

Section 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Concerning tile Appointment of Police Officers in Cities. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General Court 
assembled , and by the authority of the same , as follows : 

Section 1. The mayor and aldermen of the several cities may at any time 
appoint police officers, with all or any of the powers of constables, except the 
power of serving and executing civil processes, who shall hold their offices during 
the pleasure of the mayor and aldermen. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

To AMEND AN ACT ENTITLED AN ACT TO ESTABLISH A FlRE 

Department in the Town of Lowell. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives , in General Court 
assembled , and by the authority of the same , as follows: 

Section 1. The chief engineer and the assistant engineers of the fire 
department in the City of Lowell may be removed at any time by the mayor and 
aldermen. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

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AN ACT 

In Audition to “An Act for Supplying the City of Lowell 

with Water.” 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives , in General Court 

assembled , and by the authority of the same , as follows : 

Section 1. Tlie city of Lowell is hereby authorized to take, hold and con- 
vey to, into and through the said city from Beaver Brook, so called, in the' town 
of Dracut, Long Pond, in Dracut, and Tyng’S Pond, in Dracut and Tyngs- 
borough, and the waters which flow into and from the same, sufficient -water for 
the use of said city and the inhabitants thereof, for the extinguishment of fires, 
creating steam, domestic and other purposes ; and may also take and hold, by 
purchase or otherwise, any lands or real estate necessary for laying and 
maintaining aqueducts or pipes for conducting, discharging, disposing of and dis- 
tributing water, constructing and maintaining reservoirs, dams and such other 
works as may be deemed necessary or proper for raising, forcing, retaining, 
distributing, discharging or disposing of said water ; and may take and hold any 
land on and around said ponds and Beaver Brook, for the purpose of raising 
water to such height as may be necessary for the purity and preservation of the 
same and for the purpose of furnishing a supply of piu’e water for the said City 
of Lowell. 

Section 2. The city of Lowell shall, within sixty days from the time they 
shall take any lands, ponds or streams of water for the purposes of this act, file 
in the office of the registry of deeds for the northern district of Middlesex, a 
description of the lands, ponds, or streams of water so taken as certain as is 
required in a common conveyance of lands, and a statement of the purposes for 
which they were taken, which description and statement shall be signed by the 
mayor of said city. 

Section 3. The said city may make, build, lay down and maintain aqueducts 
and pipes from any of said sources to, into, through and about said city, and secure 
and maintain the same by any works suitable therefor; may connect said Tyng’s 
Pond and Long Pond with each other ; may erect and maintain dams to raise 
and retain the water taken; may construct and maintain reservoirs within or 
without said city; and may make, erect and maintain and cany on such other 
works as may be necessary or proper for raising the water into the same, and 
forcing and distributing the water through and about said city ; may make and 
establish such public fountains and hydrants in such places as may from time to 
time be deemed proper, and prescribe the purposes for which the same may be 
used, and may change or discontinue the same; may distribute the water 
throughout the city, and for this purpose may lay down pipes to any house or 
building in said city, the owner or owners thereof having notice, and not object-

iug thereto ; may regulate tlie use of said water, within and without the said 
city, and establish, receive and collect the prices or rents to be paid therefor; and 
the said city may, for the purposes aforesaid, carry and conduct and maintain 
any aqueducts, pipes or other works by them to be made, laid down or conducted 
over, under, through or across any water-course, canal, street, bridge, railroad, 
highway, or other way, in such a manner as not to obstruct the travel or free use 
thereof ; may enter upon and dig up any such road, street or way for the purpose 
of laying down pipes beneath the surface thereof, and for maintaining and 
repairing the same, and in general may do any other acts and things necessary 
or convenient and proper for carrying out the purposes of this act. 

Section 4. All pipes, aqueducts and other works constructed or erected by 
said city, by virtue of this act, in, under or over any of the canals of “ The 
Proprietors of the Locks and Canals on Merrimack River,” shall be so constructed, 
erected and laid, as, when completed, not to obstruct the navigation in said 
canals, or either of them, or to interrupt or impede tlic flow of the water in the 
same. 

Section 5. The rights, powers and authorities given to the city of Lowell 
by this act, shall be exercised by the said city, subject to the restrictions, duties 
and liabilities herein contained, in such manner and by such commissioners, 
oflicers, agents and servants as the city council shall from time to time ordain, 
appoint and direct. 

Section 6 . For the purpose of defraying the expenses which may be 
incurred by the city of Lowell in carrying into effect the powers granted by tins 
act, the said city of Lowell shall have authority, from time to time, to borrow 
such sum or sums of money, and to issue notes, scrip or certificates of debt 
therefor, as the city council of Lowell shall from time to time deem expedient, 
bearing interest not exceeding the rate of six per cent, per annum ; and the 
principal shall be made payable at periods not more than twenty years from the 
issuing of said notes, scrip or certificates of debt, respectively; and the city 
council may sell the same, or any part thereof, from time to time, at public or 
private sale, or pledge the same for money borrowed for the purposes of this act, 
on such terms and conditions as the city council shall judge proper. And tlie 
city council of the said city is hereby authorized, from time to time, to appro- 
priate, grant and assess such sum or sums of moneyas shall be deemed expedient 
towards paying said expenses, or tlie principal of the money so borrowed or 
obtained, and the interest thereof, in the same manner as money is appropriated, 
granted and assessed for other city purposes. 

Section 7. All persons and corporations who shall be damaged in their 
property by the taking of any lands or water, the building of reservoirs, aque- 
ducts or water works, or tlie laying of pipes, or in any other way, in carrying 
into effect the powers hereby granted to the city of Lowell, unless the said city 
shall, within sixty days after request in writing made to the mayor of said city, 
pay or tender to the person or corporation so damaged a reasonable compensation 
therefor, shall have the same remedies as are provided in tlie forty-third chapter 
of tlie General Statutes for persons damaged by the laying out of highways. 

Section S. If any person shall use any of tlie said water, either within or 
without said city, without tlie consent of said city, an action of tort may be 
maintained by said city for tlie recovery of the damages sustained. 
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Section 9. If any person wantonly or maliciously shall divert the water 
from, or corrupt the water in, or destroy or injure any aqueduct, reservoir, pipe, 
conduit, hydrant, machine, or other works or property held, owned or used hy 
the said city of Lowell, by the authority and foiy the purposes of this act, every 
such person or persons shall forfeit and pay to the said city three times the 
amount of damages that shall be assessed therefor, to be recovered by any proper 
action ; and every such person or persons may, moreover, on indictment for, and 
conviction of, either of the wanton, or malicious acts aforesaid, be punished by 
fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, and imprisonment not exceeding one 
year. 

Section 10. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

Approved June 4, 1869. 
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AN ACT 

In addition to “An Act concerning Juvenile Offenders in 
the City of Lowell.” 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives , in General Court 
assembled , and by the authority of the same, as follows: 

Whoever, being lawfully committed to the House of Employment and Re- 
formation, under the provisions of chapter two hundred and forty-seven of the 
acts of eighteen hundred and forty-five, escapes therefrom, shall, upon conviction 
thereof before the court which originally committed, or before the police court of 
Lowell, be sentenced to be committed to said House of Employment and Reform- 
ation for a term not exceeding in length the term of the original sentence; 
provided, however, that this act shall not authorize the commitment of any 
person to said house, to extend beyond the period of his minority. 

Approved June 9, 1869. 
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AJS T ACT 

To amend Chapter Three Hundred and Fifty-One of the 
Acts of the year Eighteen Hundred and Sixty-Nine, 

FOR SUPPLYING THE ClTY OF LOWELL WITH WATER. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives , in General Court 

assembled , and by the authority of the same , as follows : 

Section 1. The city of Lowell, for the purposes named in the first section 
of chapter three hundred and fifty-one of the acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and sixty-nine, is hereby authorized to take water from the Merrimack River, in 
the town of Dracut, or said Lowell, and also to take and hold, by purchase or 
otherwise, land in said Dracut or Lowell, for sinking wells or making excavations, 
in order to obtain water by filtration or percolation, or from subterranean streams, 
and for the construction of such works as may be necessary therefor, and for all 
other purposes for which said city might take or hold land under the provisions 
of said act, in case the water were taken from the sources in said act authorized. 

Section 2. Nothing in this act shall authorize the construction of any 
work which, when completed, shall obstruct the flow of the water of said river, 
(not taken as herein authorized,) to or from any water mill now existing in said 
Lowell. And in the event that under authority of this act, water shall be taken 
from said river at any place above the dam of the proprietors of Locks and Canals 
on Merrimack River, nothing herein shall authorize the use of water so taken, as 
or for power for propelling or operating machinery, otherwise than as steam. 

Section 3. In the execution of the authority hereby granted, all the pro- 
ceedings, rights, powers and liabilities shall, except as herein otherwise provided, 
be the same, and all persons and corporations, who shall be damaged in their 
property thereby, shall have the same remedies provided in said act of the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, in case the water were taken from the sources 
in said act authorized. 

Section 4. If any person wantonly or maliciously shall divert the water 
from, or corrupt the water in, or destroy or injure any aqueduct, reservoir, pipe, 
conduit, hydrant, machine, or other works and property held, owned, or used by 
the said city of Lowell, by the authority and for the purposes of this act, every 
such person or persons shall forfeit and pay to the said city three times the 
amount of damages that shall be assessed therefor, to be recovered by any proper 
action ; and every such person or persons may, moreover, on indictment for, and 
conviction of, either of the wanton or malicious acts aforesaid, be punished by fine 
not exceeding one thousand dollars, and imprisonment not exceeding one year. 

Section 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

Approved June 3, 1870. 
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AN ACT 

Concerning the laying out, altering, widening and improving 
the Streets oe Boston. 

[This Act being Chapter 174 of the “Acts and Resolves of 1866” will be 
found on Page 123 of the “Blue Book” for that year. By Chapter 75 of the 
“Acts and Resolves of 1868,” the foregoing was made applicable to any and all 
the cities of the Commonwealth if “ the same is accepted by the City Council of 
such city by a two-thirds vote of each branch thereof.”] 

Note. The Act of 1866 was accepted for the City of Lowell by a Resolution of the City 
Council, passed November 22, 1870.

REPORT. 


In submitting the forty-fifth of the series of annual 
reports of the School Committee of Lowell, we can safely 
congratulate our constituents upon the condition of the 
educational affairs of the city. Not that the schools are 
all that we could wish, nor all that could be reasonably 
expected in a city so important, so public-spirited and so 
liberal in its school expenditures, as is ours. There is in 
them, however, an element of progress. They are largely 
controlled by upward tendencies, moving them, slowly to 
be sure, but steadily, towards more sensible and natural 
methods of teaching, and less ignoble forms of discipline 
than have hitherto been the rule. Our teachers, as a 
general thing, show an interest in their calling when outside 
of their school-rooms, as all good teachers must, and by 
reading, discussion and attendance upon conventions, mani- 
fest a desire to keep pace with the progress of educational 
philosophy. What gave a fair standing to a teacher thirty 
years ago, does not do so now. The present age demands 
more general intelligence, more freedom from the trammels 
of school-books, and a greater earnestness and energy in 
individualizing instruction. In these respects there appears 
to be a constant growth among our teachers, which joined 
to the spirit of inquiry we have mentioned, gives them a 
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constantly increasing value. “The school-master is abroad” 
in the land, and is giving a fair share of attention to his 
fellow school-masters and school-mistresses. 

The year now closing has not been prolific of important 
events in our department. The most prominent one has 
been the completion of the elegant Green School edifice, 
the dedication of which, as will be seen by the appendix, 
has been one of our last duties, while one of the earliest 
duties of the new year will be the transfer to it of the 
school itself. It is a matter of rejoicing that this school is 
at length to be removed from its incommodious house where 
it has, for so many years, been subjected through each day 
to numerous annoyances and dangers. The new edifice is 
one of the few architectural ornaments of our city, while for 
educational purposes it need fear no comparison. The plan 
has been carried out with great faithfulness and liberality, 
resulting in an edifice that is a credit to those entrusted 
with the work and an honor to the city. 

The subject of school architecture has of late years 
received much attention, and has to some extent seemed to 
be a matter of rivalry among the cities of this part of the 
country. In many places a few exceptionally fine buildings 
have been erected, the great and unnecessary cost of which, 
has been made the excuse for leaving many of the older 
schools to toil along in very unfit school-houses. Some- 
thing like an equality of accommodations should be aimed 
at. Every school should be provided with dry and spacious 
yards, surrounding a neat, tasteful edifice, which should 
have in all its rooms wide areas and passage-ways, a liberal 
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amount of light and sunshine, and should be evenly warmed 
and ventilated. These are essential requirements. Without 
them all to the full extent, no school-house, however costly, is 
a good one, and with them no house can be essentially bad. 

The problem seems to be to combine the good qualities 
of a school-house in a style of building so cheap that all the 
schools can be provided for in a similar manner. The city 
of Worcester is attempting to solve it by providing each of 
her districts with a school-house, embracing the modern 
improvements and accommodating from four hundred and 
fifty to five hundred pupils, at a cost not exceeding $30,000 
each, excluding land. If such a house can be built without 
sacrificing anything of educational importance, and $30,000 
be saved on the cost of another house of no greater capa- 
city and no better as to light, air, warmth or space, it would 
seem to be the true policy to select the cheaper st}de, though 
depriving the city of an ornament and a building for exhi- 
bition to strangers. The $30,000 so saved, if invested, will 
earn interest enough to pay the salary of a master for the 
school forever, an endowment much to be preferred to archi- 
tectural display, however excellent. 

We are not inclined to be critical over any outlay of this 
kind which our citizens may be disposed to incur, provided 
the different schools of the city have something like equal 
privileges. We trust, therefore, that the renovation of our 
school edifices will go on constantly, on a liberal scale, but 
that no one item of improvement will be allowed to become 
so expensive that any section of the city will have to 
wait many years for the tax-payers to feel able to continue 
the good work. 
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Still, it must be remembered that the old maxim is 
not— “As is the school-house , so is the school!” but it is — -“As 
is the teacher , so is the school ! 99 It is easy to spend upon 
a good school-house much money which will never make 
any return, but it is not easy to do so upon good teachers. 
We therefore consider the latter as the chief subjects of 
liberal expenditure. 

One highly important point in a teacher is an inten- 
tion to teach for a long term of years. Frequent changes, 
inexperience succeeding inexperience, have produced much 
mischief in our schools, and a Primary teacher’s certificate 
has been too often regarded merely as a short and conven- 
ient bridge, connecting the High School diploma with the 
marriage certificate. We by no means expect teachers 
on entering our service to dismiss all expectations of an 
eventual domestic settlement, but we do desire that those 
who put their hand to our educational plow, should not look 
back until they have performed a fair share of labor. To 
secure this degree of permanency, reasonable salaries must 
be paid. Our teachers, to be what they ought, must feel 
that by faithful, steady service they are making a reasonable 
provision for after life. Then will more thorough prepara- 
tion be made for the work, and the calling come to rank as 
a profession. If young women spend two years in a State 
Normal School, fitting themselves for teaching, they have 
a right to expect a higher remuneration than can those who 
have never given a single day to such preparation, and it is 
economy to give it to them. Poorly paid or even well paid 
apprentices are not often profitable help, while faithful and 
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accomplished journeymen are always cheap at high pay. 
Teaching is most decidedly no exception to the general 
rule, and finds training and experience as valuable in its 
laborers, as does any other calling under the sun. The 
salaries now paid in our schools seem sufficient to command 
such skilled labor, and should be paid to such alone. If 
they are not enough for that purpose, we certainly recom- 
mend to our successors to make them so, deeming, as we 
have before intimated, no salaries too great which are 
required to secure and retain the best talent for this impor- 
tant and sacred work — that is, provided that such salaries 
are paid for such talent only. 

It seems quite safe to advocate the liberal payment of 
teachers, for while the president of Harvard College receives 
$ 3000 a year, and the chief cook at the Parker House gets 
$4000, there is little danger that educational compensation 
will become relatively too large. 

The condition and peculiar wants and merits of our 
various grades of schools, and the courses of study and 
methods of instruction most desirable for them, have been 
treated in the last four reports of the School Committee 
with such minuteness that we pass the subject by, urging 
our teachers and others interested, to refer from time to 
time, to the suggestions contained in those reports and in 
the school regulations, that the spirit of thought may be 
kept awake, and the improvement be made which comes 
from line on line and precept on precept. 

Por the parents of our community we have, however, a 
word of exhortation. In our country, public opinion influ- 
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ences everything, from religion and education, down. This 
opinion is made up of the combined opinion of the indi- 
viduals forming the community, each member of society 
having some share in determining the final result This 
concentrated opinion has great effect upon schools. If 
public opinion attaches the proper importance to a given 
school, and extends to the teachers its confidence, its encour- 
agement and its esteem, the scholars feel the influence, and 
the school assumes a higher character. If public opinion 
is in the opposite direction, the evil influence shows itself 
in the school-room ; the discipline becomes irksome and is 
resisted, the exercises are spiritless and are evaded, and the 
indefinable influence which an able and favorite teacher 
exerts over the manners and thoughts of his pupils, is 
entirely lacking. 

It is, then, of the greatest importance that parents 
interest themselves in the schools of their children ; that 
by occasional visits during the term they make their sym- 
pathy felt j that by cultivating social relations with the 
teachers, they create opportunity for consultation and mu- 
tual advice, and call into play that regard and confidence 
which children generally entertain for the friends of their 
parents ; that by constant inquiry and conversation, they 
cause the children to feel that their daily studies and 
progress are matters of permanent interest to their parents ; 
and, lastly and chiefly, should they take heed that no word 
of fault-finding, of disrespect or disparagement of school 
purposes, school exercises, or school teachers, be heard by 
the pupils in the sacred precincts of home. A word spoken 
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there has. and ought to have, the force of a thousand spoken 
elsewhere ; and such words, spoken in thoughtlessness, have 
often neutralized the most earnest efforts of teachers and 
preachers, and affected for ill a child’s future life. The 
fireside is a center of power ; whether power for weal or for 
woe the parent must determine. We entreat and beseech 
for this potent influence as an auxiliary in strengthening 
our public schools. 

During the last year, the legislature has passed a law 
requiring drawing to be taught in all the public schools of 
the state, and ordering all towns of more than ten thousand 
inhabitants, to make annual provision for free instruction in 
industrial or mechanical drawing to persons over fifteen 
years of age, in day or evening schools, under the direction 
of the School Committee. In obedience to this salutary law 
we have caused drawing to be introduced as a regular branch 
in all our schools, and have put it under the temporary 
charge of the teacher of writing. The schools for adults 
have not yet been organized, but probably will be as soon 
as a system of adult instruction shall be agreed upon for 
the principal cities of the state. We think a special teacher 
of drawing, to educate the other teachers and superintend 
their work, should be employed for the next six months, at 
least. 

The importance of drawing, as a branch of public in- 
struction, has been recognized in the manufacturing coun- 
tries of Europe, for a long time, which fact has given them 
great advantage in the manual arts. Sixty years ago, the 
great Napoleon caused drawing to be made a prominent 
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study in the schools of France ; the success of the artisans 
of that country in .decorative and ornamental productions 
is one of the results, bringing immense wealth to its shores 
from other lands, our own paying no small part. 

In Germany, the teaching of drawing has been uni- 
versal for generations. A teacher who could not draw and 
teach drawing, would no sooner be employed in one of her 
schools than one who had not learned to read and write. 
This training shows itself in the superior skill and accuracy 
of the German soldier, and it adds vastly to the value of 
the German mechanics, enabling them, in some parts of our 
country, to get from fifty cents to a dollar a day more than 
workmen of equal merit in other respects. 

At the World’s Exhibition, in London, in 1851, with 
respect to manufactures requiring artistic skill, England 
stood lowest but one among the countries represented, and 
the United States stood lowest of all. The educators of 
England, aided by the manufacturers, immediately caused 
drawing and artistic schools to be established in all the large 
towns of the kingdom, for the training of her workmen and 
workwomen. The result was that at the Paris Exhibition, 
sixteen years later, England advanced from next to the foot 
to the first place on the list. Is mortification any adequate 
name for the feeling with which we learn that the United 
States continued to stand complacently at the foot ? 

Various attempts to introduce drawing as a regular 
school exercise in this country, have failed. Rembrant 
Peale had two great ends in life : — One, to paint a Wash- 
ington that should go down to posterity, and the other, to 
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devise such a course of lessons in the art of drawing that 
young boys and girls should learn it as universally as they 
learn reading and writing. lie accomplished the first, and 
to the second devoted the labor of many years, which he 
embodied in the form of a little manual for school use. 
Several educational gentlemen in Philadelphia exerted 
themselves, for a long time, to procure the adoption of this 
manual as a part of the regular school course in that city, 
but in time were obliged to yield to prejudice and abandon 
the field. 

Last year, Hon. Henry Barnard, then United States 
Commissioner of Education, said in his report : — 

“ The government of the United States is the only 
civilized government of the world that has done practically 
nothing for the encouragement of art, either in its element- 
ary or higher forms. The state and municipal governments 
have done, if possible, less.” 

A change has commenced, the educators of the country 
having aroused in all directions. Cincinnati employs six 
public drawing teachers, at an expense of $ 5700. New 
York, San Francisco, Philadelphia, Brooklyn and Chicago 
have made this branch a part of their school instruction in 
all grades, and now our old commonwealth has introduced 
it by law into all her five thousand public schools. 

W e may expect results at least equal to those reached in 
England, and may have a reasonable hope that sixteen years 
hence we shall have disappeared from our accustomed place 
at the foot of the list. We speak of drawing only as ap- 
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plied to training the hand and eye for industrial purposes, 
for that is. we think, its valuable feature as a branch of 
public education. 

Drawing is the written language of the eye, even as 
words are the written language of the brain. It is espe- 
cially the language of mechanic art. Constant difficulty is 
experienced for want of workmen who can even read this 
language — that is, who can work from a drawing or plan 
without constant explanations, which machinists say is the 
cause of no small loss in dollars and cents to both employers 
and employed, and consequently to the community at large. 
It is therefore from this point of view that public educators 
are at present called to regard the subject, leaving higher 
walks of art to be considered in future years. 

The drawing schools for adults can best, we think, be 
combined with our free evening schools. Of this latter class 
we have now two in operation, conducted by thirty-three 
teachers and attended by eight hundred and seventy-nine 
pupils. These schools could be made larger to great advan- 
tage. They are attended by a very interesting class of 
pupils, and are doing an admirable work. The eagerness 
with which instruction is sought by nearly every attendant, 
the readiness with which ideas are grasped, and the per- 
severance and faithfulness shown by full-grown men and 
women in search of the instruction of which they were 
deprived in childhood, gives the beholder a new idea of the 
value of these schools. The young people here assembled 
can in no other manner be subjected to such salutary influ- 
ences, as to manners and morals, during their spare evenings, 
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'while even the rudiments of education are accessible to most 
of them in no other practicable way. They throng our 
schools, and by the correctness of their deportment and 
their anxiety to receive at least a little information, show 
their hunger and thirst for knowledge. Shall we hesitate 
to provide for every one who will come — to multiply and ex- 
pand our evening schools until all who knock are admitted ? 
Shall the cry for light of one of these souls be unheeded, 
or the prayer for the bread of knowledge be answered with 
a stone ? God forbid ! 

We recommend that our successors consider the expe- 
diency of permanently dedicating the old house of the Green 
School, to the use of one or more of these schools, to be kept 
at least eight months in the year, and that there be con- 
nected with each evening school a free drawing-school for 
adults, such as the law requires. The house is furnished 
with gas fixtures and is heated by steam from the City 
Government Building, while the causes that make it incon- 
venient and unsafe by day, do not affect it in the evening. 

The details of the evening as well as day schools will 
be found in the report of the Superintendent, which is ap- 
pended hereto, together with much collateral information. 
Our views of the importance of the duties of the Superin- 
tendent's office, and the faithful manner in which they have 
ever been administered, corresponds with that expressed in 
all the more recent annual reports of the Committee, and 
we content ourselves with endorsing and adopting their 
remarks as our own. 

It will be seen by the Superintendent's report, that, 
during this year, two veteran teachers have left our service, 
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A. B. Heywood, principal of the Franklin School, and Perley 
Balch, principal of the Edson School. Mr. Heywood during 
some twenty-one years of labor showed great devotion to his 
calling, and by his inspiriting manner and faithful teaching, 
won constant success. Mr. Balch through twenty-five 
years of continuous service, was second to none of our 
teachers in the conscientious and vigorous training of the 
many hundreds of pupils that came to him in long succes- 
sion, while, by his out-of-school study, he ranked among the 
most original, sound-thinking of our educators. Both these 
teachers on leaving were the recipients of valuable testimo- 
nials of the regard of the parents for their success. 

Early in the year the Committee joined in paying the 
last sad rites to Rev. Dr. Amos Blanchard, for years an 
active and zealous member of this Board, his services on 
which will long be gratefully remembered, together with his 
many other labors for the general welfare of our community. 

Not long after, the tomb again opened to receive what 
was mortal of Hon. B. C. Sargeant, who as Mayor had been 
for two years Chairman of the School Committee, and for 
two previous years had been a member of it as President of 
the Common Council. His zealous discharge of this portion 
of his duties, his intelligent and constant interest in all 
educational matters, and his liberal, high-toned character, 
rendered his death in middle life a public loss long to be 
felt and lamented. 

Among the members of the Board about to retire, 
are two who are entitled to especial mention. The 
member from Ward Two, (Mr. Stickney,) long the Vice 
Chairman of the Board, by ten years of constant and 
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Unwearying performance of his duties, including a punctual 
attendance at all our meetings, and the senior member 
from Ward Three, (Mr. Patch,) for six years a teacher 
and seven years a member of this Board, and who 
by devoting himself to our evening schools has estab- 
lished a particular claim to the gratitude of the community. 
Those who remain on the Board, part with these gentlemen 
with peculiar regret, and will long miss them from their 
accustomed places. We are glad, however, to believe that 
their experience will not be lost to us, but that we shall be 
welcome to resort to them for advice and information, as 
often as we need the aid of their long and valuable expe- 
rience. He is fortunate who has had the opportunity 
offered him to render protracted service to the cause of 
public education, and he is doubly fortunate who has been 
successful in discharging so high a duty, leaving his impress 
on generations yet unborn.

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The principal charges against the Primaries are as 
follows : No. 4, on Chapel Street, for new vault, moving 
privy, moving fence and making new fence, $173.20; Nos. 
G and 15, on Middlesex Street, for painting and graining 
rooms, $129.20 ; Nos. 14 and 25, on High Street, for build- 
ing hoard fence, $126.00; No. 24, on Howard Street, for 
building fence and painting, $52.20 ; Nos. 19 and 39, on 
Charles Street, for grading yard, new vault and privy, new 
fence, white-washing fence and painting privy, $195.60 ; 
No. 31, on Powell Street, for new fence and piazza floor, 
$123.00 ; No. 32, on Adams Street, for new vault and 
privy, repairing fence and white-washing, shingling one side 
of school-house, $163. 

On Chapel Street, at No. 4, it was found that the city 
were occupying land that belonged to the adjoining estate, 
and a larger outlay was required there than was anticipated. 

In Belvidere, the extending of Pond Street to High 
Street made it necessary to build a new fence around the 
Primary at the corner of the streets. 

Last year some mischievous boys, protected from obser- 
vation by a close fence, built a fire of dry grass and sticks 
within the yard of the Primary on Powell Street, and endan- 
gered the safety of the building. This year an open fence 
has been substituted for the close one. 

It will be seen that most of the recommendations made 
in the Report last year have been attended to. But the 
privies at the Bartlett School, and those on Elliott, Salem 
and Fayette Streets have received no attention. Very 
little, scarcely anything, has been done to improve the 
grounds belonging to the several school-houses, except on 
Charles Street, where a great improvement has been made. 

The yard connected with Primaries Nos. 16 and 37, on 
Fayette Street, is, in wet Aveather, and in the spring, very 
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muddy and totally unfit for use. The privies there are also 
very bad. The grounds connected with the Primaries on 
Chapel and Central Streets, Nos. 7, 18 and 21, are also in 
bad condition. I again commend to the consideration of 
the Committee the yards of the Moody, Colburn and Bart- 
lett school-houses. I am able to repeat what I said last 
year, that “the privies connected with the school-houses have 
with very few exceptions been kept in as good condition 
as year before last.” The exceptions are the same as 
last year. 


EXAMINATION OF APPLICANTS TO TEACH. 

The examination of applicants for schools was held in 
the month of February, as required by the Rules. Thirty- 
seven applicants appeared, six of whom were excused from 
examination. One of these last had received a certificate 
last year, and had subsequently taught successfully three 
months in the public schools, and five had received cer- 
tificates the preceding October. There were thirty-one 
applicants examined. The Committee, whose duty it is to 
conduct the examination, followed substantially the plan 
which had obtained in preceding years, though they had 
serious doubts as to its wisdom. 

Twenty printed questions to be answered in writing 
were prepared in Arithmetic, English Grammar, Geography 
and History of the United States, and twenty words were 
given in spelling. The examination in the Theory and 
Practice of Teaching was an oral one. No examination 
was had in Physiology. 

A perfect rank in the seven branches upon which the 
applicants were examined would be 140. The highest rank 
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attained was 122.8. The general average was 101.54. The 
average in each study was as follows :

Seven of the above had been members of the Salem 
Normal School ; four were non-residents ; four had taught 
from three to twelve years ; one, nine months ; two, three 
months; two, four and five weeks; and ten had had no 
experience in teaching at all. The results of the examina- 
tion were not wholly satisfactory, and the Board authorized 
the Committee on Teachers to further consider the qualifi- 
cations of those applicants who had attained a rank less 
than one hundred. No special report was made; but at the 
regular meeting of the Board in April, a resolution was 
adopted which authorized sub-committees to employ tem- 
porarily as teachers any person whom they believed to be 
competent, whether they had been examined or not, and 
which committed the Board to giving certificates of approval 
to those who, in the opinion of the Committee on Teachers, 
had taught successfully. One of the objects aimed at in 
the resolution was to give those who fell below the standard 
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an opportunity to prove by actual trial their fitness to teach ; 
and another, to enable the Board to secure the services of 
experienced teachers who might be either unable to attend 
the examination in February, or unwilling to subject them- 
selves to any other test of qualifications than that of success 
in the school-room. There are some strong reasons in favor 
of adopting the method of examination contemplated in the 
resolution, and some as strong objections to it. 

Some of the objections are : it does not comply with 
the section of the statute which requires that every instructor 
shall have a certificate of qualifications before he opens his 
school ; it does not do justice to graduates from the Normal 
Schools; the Committee on Teachers could not make as 
frequent visitations as should be made to enable them to 
judge confidently of the literary qualifications, or tact and 
skill of* a teacher ; and finally every member of the Com- 
mittee would be subject to so many importunities that in 
the hurry of business he would be sometimes tempted to 
follow the example of the unjust judge, thus wronging his 
own conscience and inflicting a serious injury upon a whole 
community. I recommend that early action be taken by 
the Board upon the method of conducting the examination 
of applicants for schools, and I hope that some scheme will 
be devised that will enable the Committee to comply with 
the statute, and to secure at any time with little formality 
the services of experienced and successful teachers, whether 
they belong to our own or any other community. 


TRUANCY AND ABSENCE. 

The attendance in the schools during the year has not 
been quite as good as last, owing probably to the excessive 
heat of the summer term. The duties, however, of our 
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excellent Truant Commissioner, Jesse Huse, Esq., have been 
as faithfully and as promptly discharged as ever. From his 
report, I extract the following statistics :

Mr. Huse closes his report as follows : “ I have found 
but few cases of long-continued truancy, many of those 
reported to me as truants returning to school on learning 
that notice had been sent to me of their delinquency. I 
still consider unnecessary absence the great evil in our 
schools, and the hardest to remedy. When it is absolutely 
necessary, on account of sickness or any other cause, it is 
excusable. But where parents allow their children to stay 
at home for trivial causes, and cannot be made to see the 
difference between constant attendance and frequent absence, 
it becomes an evil not easily remedied. If all the absences 
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reported by teachers could be traced to the real delinquents, 
it would be found to be confined to a few, and thus two or 
three in each room spoil the average of the whole school.”

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PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

The number of schools of this grade is fifty-two; No. 
43, which was discontinued in February of last year, being 
re-established in its old quarters on Cross Street, and No. 52 
established in the Ward Room on Fayette Street. At the 
close of the spring term, Primaries Nos. 11 and 26, on Cross 
and Salem Streets, reported a total average number belong- 
ing of one hundred and thirty-three. Roth being ungraded 
schools, it was thought best by the sub-committees and 
myself to make, of the two, three graded schools. Accord- 
ingly the upper classes were formed into a school of the 
upper grade, and placed under the charge of Miss Nellie 
M. Brown, the teacher of No. 26, who took possession of the 
room above mentioned, at the beginning of the summer term; 
the middle classes formed a school of the middle grade iu 
No. 11, and the lowest classes formed a school of the lowest 
grade in No. 26, under the charge of Miss Lottie M. Brown, 
who had had some experience in the school, and who was 
to graduate from the Normal School in July. 

At the close of the spring term, the reports from Nos. 
16 and 37, in Fayette Street, Belvidere, showed an average 
number belonging a trifle larger than in Nos. 11 and 26 ; 
whereupon the sub-committee of those schools authorized 
the forming of another school. The lowest class in No. 37, 
and the highest class in No. 16 were united, as it was sup- 
posed temporarily, under the charge of S. Augusta Haggett, 
and transferred to the Ward Room. At the commencement 
of the term in September, the two schools reported as being 
present during the first week, a total of one hundred and 
thirty pupils, notwithstanding Miss Day of No. 37 had sent 
an exceedingly well prepared class of twenty-nine scholars 
to the Moody Grammar School. The same expedient was 
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resorted to as in the summer term, and Miss H. Maria 
Mansur was placed in charge. There being no prospect 
of a falling off in numbers, at the regular meeting of the 
Board in December, the school was established as Primary 
No. 52, Miss Mansur was elected its teacher, and the school 
is now an applicant for a better situation. A plan will be 
presented to the new Board soon after its organization. 

Early in the year an order was passed requesting the 
City Council to furnish better accommodations for No. 8, 
on Worthen Street. The order was promptly responded to 
and a fine lot of land, on Worthen Street, was purchased on 
which to place the old house or build a new one. No 
further action has been taken on account of important 
changes being contemplated on the completion of the new 
Green School-house. The City Council were also asked to 
furnish more accommodations in Ward Three to relieve Nos. 
7, 18 and 21. The average number of scholars belonging 
to the Primaries in this Ward for the year, taken from the 
quarterly reports, is 54; the three largest numbering over 
fifty-nine, and the two smallest, forty-seven and a half. At 
the commencement of the present term, the three Primaries 
in the Colburn School-house numbered one hundred and 
eighty-two, which was thirty-three larger than last year. 
Nos. 9 and 51 over the Ward Room, in Church Street, 
occupying two small and inconvenient rooms, separated 
from each other by a single board partition, numbered one 
hundred and eighteen. Some of these schools are among 
the very best in the city, and there is almost absolute 
certainty, that in the spring, nearly all will be crowded to 
suffocation. 

In June, a resolution was adopted by the Board, 
requesting the City Council to purchase a lot of land on 
Chapel Hill, for the purpose of erecting thereon an additional 
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Primary School-house. The resolution was transmitted to 
the City Council and referred to the Committee on Public 
Instruction. The Chairman of that Committee and myself 
visited several localities with the view of selecting one that 
would be sufficiently large, and at the same time, as near as 
possible to the centre of the district to be accommodated. 
The most feasible plan of relief seemed to be to move off 
No. 18 and erect on its site a two-story building similar to 
that on High Street. Here the matter rests, but I have no 
doubt that, on the opening of spring, the city will furnish 
all reasonable accommodations needed. 

During the past year, the teachers of the Primaries 
have had added to their studies, drawing and writing. In 
February, by vote of the Board, Bartholomew’s Drawing 
Slates and Cards were introduced, and a very accomplished 
teacher of drawing, Miss Loring, of Boston, was employed 
by the proprietors of the slates to come to Lowell, and, by 
giving lessons to the children in their own schools, to exhibit 
to the teachers the methods af teaching drawing practised 
in the Boston training school. She gave about five lessons 
a day for two weeks. Before leaving the city, the teachers 
met her at the High School-house and received some general 
directions from her upon the best method of teaching, and 
the amount to be taught, with valuable suggestions as to the 
manner of teaching very young children, especially calling 
their attention to the importance of encouraging them with 
judicious praise. The influence of Miss Boring’s labors was 
very healthful, and the teachers generally derived much 
profit from her visit. 

Writing was introduced into the upper classes as a 
complement to the drawing, and though the teachers have 
hardly got well to work upon these new studies, some very 
excellent specimens of writing and drawing might be exhib- 
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ited to the Board. A course of studies has been prepared 
for the Primary schools, which will be submitted to the 
Board after some judicious changes suggested by the teach- 
ers shall have been made. It gives me pleasure to report 
the schools as in a very good condition. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

Owing to the introduction of Miss Hall’s Geography 
into the Primary schools, and of drawing into the Grammar 
schools, a change in the course of studies was rendered 
necessary, and the teachers of the lowest classes were 
instructed to use as a text-book, in place of Guyot’s Inter- 
mediate, the Geography which in the Primaries was used 
only as a reading book. The amount of reading matter 
was also lessened to give more room for drawing which is 
now included among the required studies in the public 
schools. 

During the summer term, by my request, a teacher of 
drawing, Miss Tower of Boston, was sent by the agent of the 
publishers of Bartholomew’s Drawing-books to give lessons 
to the Grammar school teachers in the art of teaching draw- 
ing. Three classes were formed, who met, one in the Var- 
num, one in the Green, and one in the Edson School-house. 
The lessons were continued for three weeks, and with very 
satisfactory results. Soon after the commencement of the 
next term, arrangements were made with the agent through 
Mr. Coggeshall (to whom I am greatly indebted for many 
favors shown me during my illness) to introduce the books 
into the schools. They have now been in use about three 
months. Two lessons of forty minutes each w 7 eek have been 
given, and the books examined and ranked by Mr. Harrison, 
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who has been very diligent in preparing himself for this 
specialty. He reports that the scholars are making com- 
mendable progress, and that the teachers are daily becoming 
more and more interested in the study. 

During the year, a complete set of Guyot’s Wall Maps 
has been furnished to each school and in each department of 
the lowest grade a map of the world (Mercator’s projection). 

Only one new department has been added to this grade 
of schools during the past year, and that was in the Mann 
School, which was placed in charge of Miss Julia M. Healey. 
This became necessary on account of the crowded state of 
the Primaries in the building, and of No. 32, on Adams 
Street. The same report may be made of the Grammar 
schools as last year, except that the city have lost the ser- 
vices of two of the oldest and most successful teachers by 
the resignation of Mr. Heywood, who had been principal of 
the Franklin School twenty-one years, and of Mr. Balch, 
who had been principal of the Edson School twenty-five 
years. Mr. Heywood was succeeded by Stephen G. Baile}'. 
a citizen of Lowell, and a graduate of Yale University, and 
Mr. Balch was succeeded by Ira Waldron, of Dover, a 
graduate of Waterville College. 

The eagerness of parents to have their children get 
into the High School, and the ambition of teachers to send 
a large class conspire to lower the standing of both grades 
of schools, and teachers and committee are cognizant of the 
fact. In my judgment the most efficacious way to put a 
stop to this evil is to make more of the Grammar schools 
by giving each a hall of sufficient size to hold exhibitions in, 
and to give to all who complete the Grammar school course, 
graduating diplomas. I commend this subject to the Board, 
and hope that the first step may be taken in the new Green 
School hall, at the close of the present school year.

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HIGH SCHOOL. 

To the High School the year has been one of uninter- 
rupted prosperity. Few changes have been made in the 
corps of teachers. The resignation of Miss Alice J. Hard- 
man in April, was much regretted by the friends of the 
school, whose respect and affection she had won by her 
ability as an instructor, and by a very happy combination of 
firmness and gentleness in her intercourse with her pupils. 
Mrs. Maria It. Swan, who successfully filled the place of 
Miss Hardman from April to July, finding the duties devolv- 
ing upon her more arduous than her health would endure, 
preferred to return to her former position in the Edson 
School. Instead of filling the place thus vacated, by the 
appointment of a single teacher, two teachers, Miss Harriet 
C. Hovey, and Miss Charlotte E. Draper were elected by 
the Committee, thus making the number of teachers in the 
school eight, instead of seven, as heretofore. The addition 
seemed to be demanded by the interests of the school, in 
order that the number of classes to a teacher might be 
diminished, and thus each scholar receive a greater amount 
of instruction. The number of recitations to each teacher is 
now six. instead of seven, as heretofore, and in this respect, 
the High School corresponds with most other High Schools 
in the state. The addition of drawing to the list of studies 
has increased the labor of instruction and afforded another 
reason for increasing the number of teachers. 

Much has been done by the teachers, during the past 
year, to inspire in the minds of the pupils a sense of obliga- 
tion to perform their duties thoroughly and faithfully, and 
to induce a laudable pride in securing for their school a 
high standing in regularity and promptness of attendance 
as well as excellence in deportment and scholarship. 
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The attendance during the past year has been 97.4 
per cent., and the number of cases of tardiness has been so 
small that it would seem that the ordinary amount of sick- 
ness and casualty to which all are subject, would forbid a 
much higher attainment in these respects. The parents 
are informed by monthly reports, whether their children are 
performing their several duties to the satisfaction of their 
teachers, and thus the co-operation of the parents is invited 
to aid in giving efficiency to the work of instruction. But 
perhaps nothing has conduced more to thoroughness of 
scholarship than the introduction of frequent written exam- 
inations and reviews of the various studies of the school. 
These examinations, though without popular interest, and 
though attended with much and tedious labor and expense 
of time out of school hours, most amply repay the labor, 
the time and the self-denial of the teacher. In no other 
way can both teacher and scholar so clearly see the success 
and failure of the past, and the wants and demands of the 
future. 

The High School-house, as remodeled in 1868, proves a 
very commodious and satisfactory building, and its central 
and very eligible location seems to forbid the suggested 
removal of the school to any other part of the city. 

In March a petition was presented by some scholars in 
the school, praying that they might be permitted to gradu- 
ate in July, at which time they would have completed a 
three years’ course. The petition was referred to the High 
School Committee, who reported in April in favor of allowing 
the petitioners to graduate, giving them, however, a certifi- 
cate of three years’ attendance at the High School. The 
report was adopted, and at the examination in July, two 
classes graduated, receiving diplomas differing only in the 
point of time that each class had been members of the school. 
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At the regular meeting in July, a revised English course of 
study for three years, and a fourth year optional, was pre- 
sented to the Board by the High School Committee and 
unanimously adopted. It may be found in the appendix. 

The following graduates received diplomas in July. 
They were presented in behalf of the Committee by Rev. 
Horace James.

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FREE EVENING SCHOOLS. 

The Free Evening Schools established last year, one 
in the Green School-house, and one in the Free Chapel, 
were closed in March. 

That in the Green School-house was kept forty eve- 
nings. The number of teachers was eighteen, viz : one 
male principal, Mr. Beinent, and seventeen female assistants. 
The total number of names registered was four hundred and 
fifty-four, of whom three hundred and twenty were males 
and one hundred and thirty-four females. The average 
attendance was two hundred and one. The expenses of 
the school were as follows :

The school opened in the Free Chapel was at first 
designed exclusively for females, but after waiting two 
evenings with a small attendance it was decided to admit 
both sexes. It continued forty-four evenings, under the 
charge of Miss S. C. Weymouth as principal, and four 
assistants. The total number of names registered was one 
hundred and seventy-one, of whom one hundred and thirty- 
seven were males, and thirty-four females. The average 
attendance was sixty-eight.

The item of coal is charged to this school, but it does 
not appear in the expenses of the school on Middle Street, as 
the building is warmed by steam from the City Government 
Building. 

An extended report of the results for the term in both 
schools, by Mr. E. B. Patch, Chairman of the Committee on 
Evening Schools, was made to the full Board, which closed 
by recommending that a plan be adopted for opening similar 
schools in other parts of the city, at an early period during 
the coming winter. 

The schools opened in November last, in the same 
buildings, as last year, are in successful operation. That in 
the Green School-house is under the charge of Mr. Perley 
Balch, former principal of the Edson School, and sixteen 
female assistants, four of whom are head assistants, having 
charge of rooms. 

The school in the Free Chapel is under the charge of 
two female principals, Mrs. M. E. Way and Miss D. M. 
Huntoon, and one male and thirteen female assistants. 

At the regular meeting of the Board, in November, 
a communication was received from the Mayor, calling 
the attention of the Committee to a suggestion of many 
influential citizens, that the Green School-house, when its 
occupants shall have been removed to the new building on 
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Merrimack Street, be dedicated to the purposes of Free 
Evening Schools, which should hold their sessions during 
nine months of the year. The building is well adapted to 
the purpose, gas fixtures being in the building, and the 
conveniences for heating equal to those of any school-house 
in the city. The objections against holding the day school 
do not exist in the evening. The subject was well con- 
sidered by the Committee who adopted the communication 
as the sense of the Board, and referred the subject to the 
Committee on Free Evening Schools with full powers. As 
the subject was brought to the attention of the Committee 
very near the close of the municipal year, no final action 
was taken. I hope it will receive the consideration from 
the incoming Board that its importance demands, and at a 
very early period. 

In closing my report, I congratulate the Committee 
upon the brightening prospects of the schools of the city. 
In Centralville a large addition has been made to the 
grounds of the Varnum School; in Ward Five the city 
have purchased about forty thousand feet of land, finely 
situated on three streets, on which to erect a Grammar 
School-house for the rapidly increasing Ward, whenever it 
shall be required ; the Green School-house on Merrimack 
Street has been completed and dedicated, and on every side 
evidence is accumulating that the people are willing to 
contribute freely of their substance towards the erection 
of such school-buildings as may place our city in the list 
with those which have far out-stripped us in this respect. 

PERSONAL. 

I have to regret that in consequence of sickness during 
a considerable part of the year, I have not been able to 
make as many or as regular visits to the schools as last 
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year; but I am confident that there was no advantage taken 
of this by any teacher. On the contrary, many teachers 
were more assiduous in the discharge of their duties, if pos- 
sible, and I feel myself laid under special obligations to 
acknowledge their kindness. 

At the regular meeting of the Board in August I was, 
without solicitation on my part, granted leave of absence 
from my duties for three months, with a view to the resto- 
ration of my health. I am unable to express my feelings 
towards the Board for this generous manifestation of their 
sympathy and esteem. I availed myself of the privilege 
granted me, by absenting myself from my duties about 
three weeks. 

During my absence Mr. Lawton, principal of the Green 
School, performed the office duties to the satisfaction of all 
concerned, and he has my thanks for this and many other 
favors. I am also indebted to Mr. Rugg, for relieving me 
of the labor of selling and distributing more than two thou- 
sand singing-books, and to Mr. Coggeshall for similar favors 
in the matter of the drawing-books.

The Committee on Music, in accordance with the rules 
of the School Committee requiring an annual report, submit 
the following : 

Under the faithful labors of their accomplished teacher, 
satisfactory progress has been made in this branch of edu- 
cation, in the High and Grammar Schools. Two lessons a 
week, of forty minutes each, were given in every school till 
October, when a radical change was made by the School 
Committee, and the following rules adopted : 

1. Each Grammar School shall be divided into four classes 
in music. 

2. The teacher of music shall give to each class one lesson a 
week, and shall require every pupil to give attention to the rudi- 
ments of music, unless excused by him for good reason. 

3. The length of each lesson shall be thirty minutes. 

4. During the exercises each teacher shall have the supervision 
and control of the scholars belonging to his or her department, and 
shall be held responsible for their good behavior. 

5. A failure to answer a question in the rudiments of music, or 
a refusal to attend to the lesson, shall be marked by the teacher in 
whose department the scholar belongs, and such mark shall he placed 
upon the weekly card in a column by itself. 

6. Each teacher shall be required to spend some portion of 
time each day, not exceeding three minutes, in reviewing the preced- 
ing lesson and aiding the scholars to master the advance lesson. 

7. The time saved by reducing the number of lessons in music 
shall be devoted to drawing. 
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Although the time allotted to instruction in music has 
been so much reduced, a recent visit to the schools has sat- 
isfied the Committee, that a valuable work is accomplished 
under the new arrangement and the fact that scarcely a 
scholar fails to sing, demonstrates the truth of Dr. Lowell 
Mason’s opinion, that very few children are born who cannot 
learn to sing. 

In one of the schools a little girl of only seven years 
surprised the Committee by the readiness and accuracy with 
which she could name the tone given by the teacher. 

In consequence of the change by the School Committee, 
above referred to, Mr. Willey established a programme as 
follows : 

Each Grammar School was divided into four grades. 

The pupils of the lowest grade are taught exercises 
with three tones of the scale ; the next higher with four 
tones • the next, five tones ; and the highest are taught the 
whole scale. 

Lines are drawn upon the blackboard representing the 
staff, upon which are written three, four, or five notes, or 
the whole scale, according to the grade of the class. 

The pupils are then expected to sing those various 
tones with no assistance from the teacher, except the pitch 
for the first note. 

After going over this lesson a few times, the teacher 
leaves it upon the board, and writes another for the fol- 
lowing week, and on these the regular teacher drills the 
scholars during the few minutes daily allotted to instruction 
in music. 

Each previous lesson is examined by the music-teacher 
to ascertain the progress of the scholars, 

The experiment of instruction by the regular teachers 
is confined to the Grammar Schools, and for a few weeks 
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has proved satisfactory, showing that they are capable of 
meeting the requirements of the Committee, although some 
of them are unblessed with a musical voice, and are igno- 
rant of the science of song. 

An occasional visit to the schools during the exercise 
in music, by the parents and friends of the pupils, would 
greatly encourage the teachers and scholars. 

The Committee will here bear cheerful testimony to 
the good discipline and close attention to the lesson in every 
school they visited, and they also would speak in terms of 
approbation of the interest in the exercise manifested by 
the regular teachers. 

In closing this report the Committee commend this sub- 
ject to the fostering care of their successors, trusting it will 
receive from them that attention to which its importance 
is entitled.

DEDICATION OF THE GREEN SCHOOL BUILDING. 


A DESCRIPTION OF THE STRUCTURE. 

In 1868, the city purchased a tract of land on Merrimack Street, nearly 
opposite Coburn Street, with a front of two hundred feet, a rear on Market 
Street of one hundred and twenty-seven feet, and a depth of one hundred 
and eighty-nine feet, and commenced the erection of an edifice for the use 
of the Green School. The lot selected was nearly the same as the site of 
the first school-house built at the commencement of our city. This house 
was a commodious wooden edifice, which thirty-five years ago was removed 
to Cabot Street and fitted up for dwellings, which are still occupied as 
Nos. 10 and 12 on that street. 

The new lot is surrounded on three sides by an iron fence, five feet 
high, the weight of which is some fifteen tons. The yards are intersected by 
concrete walks, and are suitably divided into grass plots and play-grounds. 
The rear of the grounds, on Market Street, is protected by a brick wall 
eight feet high, with granite capping. Through this is an entrance for coal 
teams, &c. 

The school-house is constructed of brick, the back wall being of hard- 
burned, and the other of pressed brick. The doors and windows and other 
portions of the building are ornamented with the finest Concord granite 
capping. The dimensions of the main building are eighty-four feet front, 
seventy-two feet in depth, and sixty-five feet in height. The edifice is, 
properly speaking, three stories high ; but the Mansard roof, with which it 
is surmounted, constitutes a fourth. 

Extending from the front of the main building a distance of twelve feet, 
is what is termed the pavilion. In this are the main entrance, and stairways 
leading from the bottom to the top of the structure. This pavilion is thirty- 
four feet wide and seventy-three feet high. It gives a commanding and 
finished appearance to the architectural aspect of the building. 
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On the back side of the edifice is an extension from the main building, 
somewhat similar and of the same dimensions as the pavilion, except that 
its height is only that of the house. This projection contains stairways 
corresponding with those in the pavilion. 

The main entrance is on Merrimack Street. Here are folding-doors, of 
black walnut, elaborately finished, the passage being eight feet in width. 

The floor of the basement (which is of concrete) is four feet below the 
surface of the yard, and the basement itself is ten feet in the clear. In it, 
at various points, are suspended from the ceiling the coils of pipe, twenty- 
four in number, by means of which the rooms above are heated. There are 
two of these coils for each school-room, and four for the hall. About fifteen 
thousand feet of inch- pipe is employed. The coils connect with the boilers, 
by which the steam is generated. The steam is by a somewhat complicated 
process returned to the boiler, thus saving the time that would otherwise 
be required to supply the latter with water. About one hogshead (sixty 
gallons) per day, is all that is now necessary. Each coil is enclosed in a 
wooden case, lined with tin, and with these are connected air-boxes commu- 
nicating with the exterior of the building. By this arrangement, warm air 
may be taken from the heating apparatus in cold weather, or fresh air from 
without whenever desired. In the basement are likewise four sinks for the 
use of the children, having water in abundance. At the rear end, are two 
doors, one leading to the girls’, the other to the boys’ play-yard above 
described. 

On the west side of the basement, and communicating with it, is the 
boiler-house. This is outside of the main building, and is twenty-four by 
eighteen feet in size. It has been excavated nine and one-half feet below 
the yard surface. Its walls are of stone, cemented, and are two feet 
thick. There are two arches overhead, made of brick, and the exterior is 
covered with cement, making the top of the boiler-house level with the 
surface of the yard. In it are two tubular boilers, each thirty-six inches 
in diameter and twelve feet in length. 

Two flights of stairs — one in front and one in the rear — lead from the 
basement to the floor above. 

Through the front door of the edifice, the visitor steps into a roomy 
vestibule. On the left of the vestibule is a door which leads, by wiuding 
stairs, to the principal’s private room, on the floor above. From this 
vestibule also extends a flight of stairs, six feet wide, to the second story. 
The corridor of the second story is twenty-two feet wide, and extends the 
entire length of the building. On each side is a sink and two registers for 
hot air. Two school-rooms are located on each side of the hall. The one 
in the northeast corner is that of the principal. Connected with all the 
rooms are clothes-rooms for the scholars, the dimensions of which vary 
somewhat, but average about six by fifteen feet. They are plentifully sup- 
plied with hooks for hats, coats, &c. Doors lead from them into the school- 
rooms. In connection with each school-room is also a teacher’s private 
room, lighted by one window — that of the principal alone having any 
connection with the floor below. 
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The size of the school-rooms is twenty-eight and one-half by thirty- 
five and one-half feet, and they are fourteen feet from floor to ceiling. 
Each has four large windows. Blackboards extend around three sides, a 
total square surface of two hundred and forty-eight feet being provided 
in each room. There are in each room fifty-four desks, four ventilators 
(two near the floor and two near the ceiling), two registers, a bell con- 
nected with the principal’s room, a clock (13-inch dial), and, about ten inches 
from the ceiling, a strip of brown ash moulding all around the walls, on 
which to suspend maps, diagrams, &c. The principal’s room is furnished 
with bell-pulls, from which wires extend to all the other school-rooms in 
the building and to the basement. The rooms are all finished in brown 
ash, and are furnished in the most tasteful manner. 

Stairways four and one-half feet wide lead from this to the third floor. 
The hand-rails on the banisters and sheathing of this flight of stairs, in 
common with all the others in the building, are of black walnut. A series 
of steps leads to a landing, at an elevation of about seven feet from the 
floor below, from which another series leads to the next corridor. This is 
similarly fitted with the one already described, and four school-rooms, 
opening from it, are of the same design as those below. 

Ascending from this corridor, at an elevation of ten feet, a landing is 
gained, from which three flights of stairs diverge. One leads to a school- 
room like those below (and, as the stairs on the other side of the corridor 
are planned the same way, there will be seen to be only two school-rooms 
in this story, which is the fourth, or one in the Mansard roof), while the 
other two lead to the hall. 

The size of the hall is fifty by seventy-four feet, and, unlike the school- 
rooms below and those on the same floor, which are fourteen feet high, this 
is sixteen feet. It seats six hundred persons. It is lighted by eight win- 
dows and by a large hexagonal skylight, which is in the center of the edifice, 
just over the stage. There are in the hall four registers and twelve venti- 
lators, and blackboards extend entirely around it. The inner wall, J;hat is, 
the wall on the south side, is semi-circular. There are six entrances to the 
hall— one from each of the two school-rooms in the same story, and two 
from each of the flights of stairs. The two former are single doors, the 
latter double. The hall is plainly finished, with light cornices around the 
walls and the headlight. It is well furnished with settees and chairs. 

From one of the clothes-closets connected with a school-room on this 
floor, a ladder-like flight of steps reaches to the “ top-most pinnacle ” of the 
building — namely, the cupola or pavilion mentioned above. This is a neat 
room seventeen and one-half feet square, from which is a beautiful and 
extensive prospect. It has four windows over-looking the city. This room 
in the pavilion is the highest point from which a prospect may be gained, 
anywhere in the center of our city. On the roof are four large main ventila- 
tors, connected by flues to the ventilators in the different rooms throughout 
the building. The roof is slate-covered, and amply protected from accident 
by fire. The gutters and cornices of the roof are of galvanized iron. 
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The architect was George F. Meacham, of Boston. The general contract 
for the construction of the entire edifice was taken by William H. Wiggin, 
of this city, by whom different departments were sub-contracted. The 
foundation and mason work was by Frederick Frye ; the iron fence around 
the yard was by S. G. Mack. The heating- apparatus, in the basement, Was 
by H. R. Barker & Co., and the tin work on the air-boxes, &c., by T. Costello 
& Co. The boilers were made and set by William Dobbins ; the cap-stones, 
by O. P. Trask; the painting and graining by Brown & Carter; and the 
stairs and railings by Stevens & Griffin. The builder's contract for all mate- 
rial, labor, &c., necessary to complete everything above the foundation, was 
for $62,800 ; and the cost of land and other expenses have swelled this sum 
considerably; so that the total cost for the erection of the new Green 
School-house will fall little short of $110,000. 

The Committee on Lands and Buildings for 1870, and the Superintendent 
of Public Buildings, L. G. Howe, have had the general oversight of the 
building and the execution of the contracts ; and faithfully and well have 
they discharged their duties, in this matter. The Committee for 1870 con- 
sists of the following-named gentlemen from the two Boards of the City 
Government : Aldermen Hildreth (chairman) and Battles ; Councilmen Farr, 
Carter and Moulton. The Committee on Lands and Buildings, for 1869, had 
the letting of most of the contracts. 


THE DEDICATION. 

The dedicatory exercises took place on Saturday, December 31st, 1870, 
commencing at ten, A. M., the last working day of the municipal year. The 
hall was filled with an appreciative and deeply interested audience. On the 
front row of seats sat Rev. Dr. Theodore Edson, acknowledged by general 
consent to be the father of the public school system of Lowell, and near 
him were several of his early associates in educational labor. Hon. Jona- 
than P. Folsom, Mayor of the city, and, ex-officio, chairman of the School 
Committee, presided. 

The exercises were opened with prayer by Rev. Owen Street, whose 
more recent labors on the School Committee are entitled to grateful recol- 
lection. Keller’s American Hymn was then sung by a choir of the scholars 
of the Green School, directed by George F. Willey, the teacher of music in 
the public schools. 

Alderman C. L. Hildreth, chairman of the Joint Committee of the City 
Council on Lands and Buildings, then, with some appropriate remarks, 
delivered the keys of the building to the chairman of the School Committee. 
The latter, in an excellent address, transferred the keys to Col. S. W. Stick - 
ney, who, after a fitting response to the Mayor, placed the keys in the hands 
of George F. Lawton, Principal of the Green School, with an exhortation to 
“ raise the school to the highest standard of excellence, and make it what 
this edifice is — a model in every respect ! ” 
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Mr. Lawton accepted the trust in an eloquent response, speaking at 
length upon ancient and modern education and the relation of public schools 
to a republican government, concluding as follows : 

Many a man, you like to say, has beaten out his future great- 
ness on the anvil. True ! And with all the art of hot-house cul- 
ture, you fail still to rival the wonders of some climates, unaided by 
hand of man. There are rivers that flow to ocean with “ generous 
flood,” deep and calm. You need not stir a rock in their beds. 
Commerce, invited by nature, steams up and down those broad 
waters, and no man to thank for the channel. Yet you spend 
millions on some streams, that science and skill may make them 
what the others are. An Indian in Peru tore up a shrub by the 
roots, and lo ! the sunlight flashed on a mine of precious metal that 
shall never fail. The silver was close to the surface there — only a 
spadeful between it and daylight. The rains of heaven alone might 
sometime have washed it bare. The great mass of natural treasure 
is hidden, and capital does not grudge the cost of the best apparatus 
to secure it. 

We are happy and grateful to-day — yes, grateful to you — that 
here is substantial evidence that you consider the education of your 
children an enterprise worthy of capital. You have built; we are to 
build. You have wrought the beautiful casket; to our care you 
intrust the priceless gem. We dare to promise only; we will 
remember its value. 

After singing by the choir, the chairman introduced Dr. John 0. Green, 
in honor of whose early services in behalf of our public schools, the school 
was named. Dr. Green then delivered the following dedicatory address: 

ADDRESS OF DR. JOHN O. GREEN. 

Mr . Mayor and Gentlemen of the City Council 
and School Committee : 

The design of this celebration is neither temporary excitement 
nor transient effect. We have not assembled on some popular holiday 
to witness the play of dazzling words. W e come, in this home of our 
affections, with greetings and congratulations to be valued not for their 
beauty or workmanship, but for their truth and fidelity, as evidences 
of interest and attachment, as acknowledgment of blessings received 
and of hopes fulfilled. We come indulging in reminiscences of oui- 
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early years here, bringing hearts disposed to magnify the minute and 
attach importance to what is common, to ns interesting, not from 
the greatness of the events, but from our gratitude for experienced 
benefits, bearing in their train joys which we alone know, and which 
strangers can scarcely be expected to share or even to understand. 

In the spring of 1822, the Merrimack Manufacturing Company 
had so far matured their plans for the novel enterprise of founding a 
manufacturing village in this place, that their agent, Kirk Boott, Esq., 
came from Boston, on the 15tli day of April, to assume the direction 
of its affairs. On the 23rd of that month, the present speaker, not 
qnitc twenty-three years of age, and having received his medical 
degree in the March preceding, opened his office at the Falls, and 
assumed, to a degree, and as it now seems to him, with amazing 
temerity, the care of the lives and health of the community speedily 
to be gathered around him. 

In the sandy pastures and among the scattered houses of the 
population, numbering then a few hundred, could be seen new stakes, 
with the figures of the engineers, indicating the future situations of 
canals and mills, and among them groups of Irish laborers beginning 
the excavations. The energy and zeal impressed upon all the new 
movements were in strange contrast to the quiet manners and delib- 
erate action of the staid old town, which had been thus assailed, and 
it looked on with curiosity and amazement when it saw Mr. Boott 
frequently arrive from Boston, with his fleet horse, at six in the 
morning, to begin his oversight of the day’s operations. 

Attracted by the offers of the Company, the chances for specu- 
lation and the novelty of the enterprise, the influx of a yonng, ardent 
and ambitious population was rapid ; and among them a noble class 
of mechanics, selected by the singular knowledge and sagacity of its 
managers, from New England towns, reared in its happy homes, edu- 
cated in its institutions, and under their influences and associations. 
This same sagacity was not slow to foresee two essential leqnisites 
to tho prosperity and permanency of the new homes here forming, to 
wit : the worship of God and the education of their children ; and 
coincident with the first starting of the great wheel of the Merrimack 
Company, September 1st, 1823, a marvel of size and perfection of 
workmanship, the just pride of John Dumincr, one of the foremost 
of his profession, the Company began their school-honse almost on 
the very spot where we now stand. There were two school districts 
in this part of Chelmsford, with ordinary buildings, such as have now 
almost disappeared from the State. 
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This first school-house was, for the day, large, plainly finished 
and furnished, the upper story for the Church, the lower for the 
school, but humble as it was, it was not only the first,

but I shall claim for it distinction in several particulars. It was to 
accommodate larger numbers, which was not the policy of the dis- 
trict system, and this crowding, as it was called, was then the cause 
of violent opposition and distrust, but now is universally counte- 
nanced and adopted. In its upper story, March 7th, 1824, the first 
public worship of God was celebrated, by the reverend Rector of St. 
Anne’s, here with us to-day. In this house was opened on Sunday 
morning, June 6th, 1824, the first Sunday School ever kept in the 
village. It consisted of fifteen scholars. There were not so many 
children according to the number of people here then, as there are 
in most other places, or as there are here now. 

In January, 1822, had appeared a small, unpretending volume 
with the title, “An Arithmetic on the plan of Pestalozzi, with some 
improvements by Warren Colburn, A. M.,” destined, as time proved, 
to revolutionize the whole teaching of the science. This little book, 
says a competent judge in 1856, has enjoyed a more enviable success 
than any other school-book ever published in this country, and the 
merits of which are now universally acknowledged to be equal to its 
success. It has been said to be the only faultless school-book which 
we have. Such a man as George B. Emerson, after twelve years’ * 
constant use of it, long ago pronounced it the most valuable school- 
book that has made its appearance in this country. And Thomas 
Sherwin, Esq., of the Boston High School, calls it the best in the 
world. Fifty thousand copies are annually used in Great Britain ; in 
this country over one hundred thousand per annum. Over two mil- 
lions of copies have been sold since its first publication. This school- 
book, at a very early period of its existence, and scarcely heard of 
beyond the place of its origin, not without violent opposition, in 
1824, at an early period of this school in this house, was introduced 
and retained, and having outlived all this abuse has shed its 
blessings throughout, we might almost say, the world, upon count- 
less multitudes, and been the harbinger of reforms, not only in 
teaching arithmetic, but other branches. But again, we claim for 
this humble school-house the distinction of being the place in w T hich 
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was commenced a scheme of Lecturing adapted to popular improve- 
ment, in 1825, years before the subject of Lyceums and Lyceum 
Lecturing was broached in Few England, and the origin of courses 
of popular lectures on all subjects, moral, scientific, political, sensa- 
tional, which now, after the lapse of forty years, have become one of 
the necessities of the winter season, in all our larger cities and 
towns. 

In 1826, a movement, and among the earliest, was made to 
abolish the School District System, which had prevailed in New 
England since the earliest years of the country. This also met 
with decided opposition and reproach, but subsequently it was 
carried here, in 1886, and only two years ago it was abolished by the 
Legislature throughout the entire State. 

Thus have I fully established the claim of this first school-house 
to historical regard, and Lowell to honor, as one of the very earliest 
to engage in, and even to originate reforms and improvements, now 
and for many years fully confirmed. 

I am not, Mr. Mayor, forgetting that I am going back to 
incidents and events beyond the memory of nearly all now within 
reach of my voice. The actors in those scenes have nearly all gone 
to their reward. Of the few survivors it does not become me to 
speak. No memorial of Lowell schools, however, could be complete 
without the recognition of Rev. Dr. Edson, as the prime mover in 
all the important measures to which I have alluded, who lives to see 
the complete triumph of principles in teaching and education which 
cost him anxious thought and earnest strife to originate and establish. 

Among the dead we owe much to Warren Colburn — who came 
here in August, 1824 — in the language of the first Mayor of Lowell, 
in its best and broadest meaning, a great and a good man. To no 
other individual, either among the dead or the living, has the cause 
of education in New England been more indebted than to him. His 
mind was imbued with the best of all philanthropy, that which 
labors to make itself operative and practical, which is felt not only by 
its possessor but by all within his influence. He not only desired the 
improvement and happiness of his species, but he set himself to 
work out that improvement and to place its consequent happiness 
in their reach. He won his way honorably to the high places of 
science, and sat down a peer among the benefactors of his race. 

To the cause here, nothing could have been more opportune than 
the arrival of such a man when it was of the utmost consequence to

make a good beginning of the public schools in the new town. The 
duties of the Committee, under the then existing statutes of the 
Commonwealth and under existing circumstances, were arduous and 
responsible. 

The acting members were fully aware of their position, its diffi- 
culties and its importance, and determined to discharge their duties 
faithfully and to the best of their ability for the interest of the 
schools. With two such members of the first Committee of five, 
so competent, so earnest and devoted, it would not have been easy 
for their associates to be indifferent and unfaithful. It was a pride 
and pleasure to join and labor to assist and relieve them, and to this 
day I look backward with satisfaction to thirteen years ot a busy 
life spent in the School Committee service, however imperfect it may 
have been. On the 13th of September, 1833, at the early age of 
forty-three, Colburn died. We claim him as of us. Though dead, 
he yet speaks to all for whose instruction he so zealously labored 
while living, and so long as education asserts its claim to respect 
among us, his name shall be numbered among a people’s benefactors. 

The collection of hundreds of children under the same roof, 
to be trained by a corps of teachers, male and female, under the 
direction and government of a single head, has long since become 
the policy of every city and town where the numbers can be found ; 
the infant Parish organized in this building, has become one of the 
strongest in the State ; the institution of Sunday Schools, so early 
begun here, has become of almost universal adoption — in a single city 
in the Union are four hundred Sunday schools, numbering more than 
one hundred and twenty thousand scholars ; the little First Lessons 
of Colburn have indeed been displaced, but its principles are incor- 
porated into numberless imitations ; the courses of popular lectures, 
originated by Colburn in this then little village, have not only per- 
vaded nearly every city and town in America, but are recognized 
and thronged by multitudes in the most popular cities of England ; 
and in the place of the unpretending building here located, has 
arisen this beautiful structure, whose opening we are assembled to 
commemorate, in its magnificent proportions, its architectural ele- 
gance, in its convenient arrangements, so worthy of the City and of 
the cause to which it is henceforth to be devoted. 

Our first duty will be to acknowledge the indebtedness of the 
City and its people to the City Council whose liberality sanctioned 
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the enterprise ; to the Superintendent of Public Schools, one of our 
own sons and who was a pupil in the old school-house, as was also 
the present Mayor-elect ; to the building committee, to the architect 
and builders, for the great care and watchfulness over the interests 
thus intrusted to them. Completed under their auspices, erected 
with great thoroughness and adaptability to the purposes for which 
it is intended, it stands to-day one of the best examples of school 
architecture, itself its own best orator, a witness, a monument and 
an admonition to duty. May this edifice, so auspiciously commenced 
and finished and intended for such excellent uses, prove all that its 
builders have desired. As a seat of learning, may good scholarship 
and honest endeavors be ever found within its walls, and may the 
inculcations that proceed from its teachers, emanate from virtuous 
impulses, be well received and crowned with success. 

We would not be unmindful of the increased obligations and 
responsibilities which this large outlay for greater and better accom- 
modations imposes on all connected with this school, but believe the 
trust will be cheerfully accepted, and all will pledge themselves to 
renewed earnestness and effort to develop here a Grammar School 
of the highest character, worthy of the city that has good reason 
to be proud of her schools. In this new, convenient and spacious 
structure, the importance of the charge and responsibilities of all 
connected with it cannot be over estimated. These children will be 
under your care and moulded by your influence and example in the 
most impressible period of their lives. In turn, they are to perpetuate 
that influence upon the generation which is to succeed them. 

Withdrawn as I have been for many years from the service, and 
surrounded as I am to-day by others so capable and experienced, I 
may be allowed to repeat the forcible language of another, and say, 
“Educate them in the highest significance of the word. Arouse in 
them thought and provoke inquiry, and then direct that thought arid 
inquiry. Teach them that systematic and practical exercise of the 
mental powers which is adapted to raise them to the highest degree 
of healthful capability. Although the mind must be a repository of 
facts, yet ever remember th^t in the hands of the educator, it is not 
a reservoir to be filled, but an organism to be quickened.” 

Allow me, moreover, to add, that it is essential to the welfare 
of children to know how to obey, to submit their wills, and to bear 
denial, while at the same time their minds should be kept free and 
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vigorous, open to every innocent enjoyment and unfettered by the 
thraldom of fear. These important advantages are secured by an 
authority firm and affectionate. 

“ Such authority, in show 
When most severe and mustering all its force, 

Is but the graver countenance of love; 

Whose favor, like the clouds of spring, may lower, 

And utter now and then an awfnl voice, 

But has a blessing in its darkest frown, 

Threatening at once and nourishing the plant.” 


While congratulating our friends and citizens on the erection ol 
this improved building, it should not be forgotten that progress in 
school architecture is not necessarily accompanied by progress in the 
work and methods of education. Improvements in apparatus and 
in the outward appliances of learning, are easy to introduce; but 
improvements in the art and methods of education are of difficult 
attainment. Buildings can be purchased or prepared to any extent 
desired, but genius for teaching cannot; and while seeking these 
improved methods and higher aims and spirit in teaching, let it be 
always remembered that changes arc not necessarily improvements, 
but should always be subjected to severe examination. 

It is hardly to be expected that these methods of teaching can 
have made equal advances with the architecture and structure of our 
school-houses, but our Board of Education, our Normal Schools, our 
Institutes and Associations of Teachers, must have proved of inesti- 
mable value in this regard. It is matter for congratulation that we 
can look still upon the familiar faces of several of our teachers, so 
many years in the service, who have met the requirements of so many 
successive committees, and still fill tlicir positions with such honor to 
themselves. If wc would elevate the character of our schools, we 
must seek to elevate the estimation in which our teachers are held. 
All honor to the profession so imperfectly appreciated, so frequently 
disparaged and misrepresented ! I recall, with pleasure, the names of 
several who retain the places to which they were elected during my 
official relation to the schools, now so many years ended, to whom 
the city and their numerous pupils owe a great and lasting debt of 
gratitude and respect. 

When I came here, it was said by those who thought themselves 
far-seeing men, that the village about to be begun would, in time, 
equal the then population of Waltham, even to reach fifteen hundred 
souls. In the forty years it has reached forty thousand. Who can 
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foretell what forty years more will accomplish, when the children 
which now occupy these seats shall have become men and women ? 
When the railroad, the telegraph, the steam engine, the use of anaes- 
thetics, the ocean cables, shall have received the vast improvements 
which the science of countless minds shall have eliminated by the 
fervid impulses of genius and research ! 

It is not at all beyond probability, that some of these children 
shall have become even benefactors of their race through the train- 
ing begun in this building, and carried on by subsequent labor and 
perseverance* 

Mr. Chairman, the school which has the singular good fortune 
to occupy this commodious and attractive building, is one of the 
many offshoots which have from time to time sprung from the parent 
stock. Dating from 1841, its roll of honor bears its full share of the 
names of distinguished pupils who are now entering on the active 
duties of life. Several of its past masters are with us, respected and 
beloved ; one of them, our worthy Superintendent, deserves particular 
mention for his untiring efforts to make this building so complete in 
all its details and arrangements. 

In 1849, the school received the name by which it is now known; 
and in conclusion, allow me to add what I have had no previous 
public opportunity to say, that it is a beautiful form of compliment 
which the city employs, when it honors a private citizen by affixing 
his name to one of the public schools, and thus renders the institution 
and the building a testimonial of good will and a lasting monument 
to his memory. I cannot recognize such a tribute of respect and 
kindness to myself, without experiencing the deepest and most grate- 
ful sensibility. 

May the future growth of our beloved city, in population and 
resources, witness the erection of other similar structures ; may there 
never be wanting a jealous care in the selection of committees, of 
superintendent, of teachers, and, above all, the earnest co-operation 
of parents, that so our schools may continue to maintain and deserve 
their high reputation, the liberty of our common country, in some 
degree, be assured, and the world, in some degree, made wiser and 
better. 

After Dr. Green’s address, the Superintendent of the Public Schools 
gave a short history of the Green School, as follows : 

The Grammar School-house on Middle Street was erected in 
1840 and 1841. The Committee, in their report for the year ending 
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April, 1842, described it as a beautiful building of brick, two stories 
high, designed to accommodate one Grammar School and one Writ- 
ing School for the same ; also, one Primary School. The upper story 
was for the Grammar School, and was divided into one large room 
and two recitation-rooms. The lower story was cut up into entries, 
a writing-room, and a room for the Primary School. The writing- 
room was on the east side, and extended from the front entry to the 
end of the building. The Primary was in the south-western part, 
having a separate entrance. In 1851, important changes were made 
in the building. An L was erected on the west side, the Primary 
School-room and part of the writing-room made into one room to 
accommodate an Intermediate School, and the writing-room was 
placed back of the front entries, extending across the building. In 
the L were two recitation-rooms — the one above for the Grammar 
School, that below for the Intermediate School, 

In 1862, the building was remodelled throughout, and made 
what it now is. It was located where it is, as a compromise between 
the rival claims of the Merrimack Corporation and what was then 
called the Swamp-locks. Its location was at the time considered 
quite an eligible one. 

Schools were opened in the building, July 15tli, 1841, and were 
designated Grammar School, No. 8, and Primary School, No. 24. 
The scholars came principally from other schools by certificate. The 
Grammar School received two hundred and twenty-seven scholars, 
and the Primary, ninety-eight. The Grammar School continued to 
be designated by the number Eight until 1849, when it was named 
the Green School, in honor of Dr. John O. Green who has addressed 
you to-day, and who has ever been among the best friends of our 
public school system. 

The teachers of the Grammar School were Samuel C. Pratt? 
principal; Nason H. Morse, assistant ; Nancy H. Green, and Harriet 
A. Fox, female assistants ; and Charles H, Farnsworth, writing-master, 
The teachers of the Primary School were Miranda Sherman, sister 
of the Mayor-elect, and Eveline Dodge. 

Mr. Pratt resigned in the fall of 1842, and shortly after went 
into business in this city. Plis successor, Aaron Walker, resigned in 
1845, to accept the principalship of a Grammar School in Charles* 
town. He is now a physician in Manchester, N. H. Mr. Walker 
was succeeded by Charles Morrill, who was master of the School for 
nearly twenty-two years, and who resigned January, 1867, to accept 
his present situation. * 
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Charles A. Chase, son of the principal of the High School, fol- 
lowed Mr. Morrill and resigned in 1868, to accept the charge of a 
Grammar School at Anbnrndale, and he was succeeded by the pres- 
ent very efficient and popular teacher, George F. Lawton. All the 
principals of the school from its opening, thirty years ago, are alive 
and in active business. 

It began to be seen in a very few years after the erection of the 
building, that a grand mistake had been made in locating it, for little 
buildings were rapidly arising on every side ; a stable was built upon 
the corner where the office of the Gas Light Company now is, and 
the appearance of the whole neighborhood was changing for the 
worse. No serious attempts, however, were made to dispense with 
the school, until 1857 and 1858, when the principal was directed to 
give certificates of removal to as many as could be prevailed upon 
to go, in order to reduce the school to a size so small that those who 
remained might be easily disposed of. The scheme failed. The 
size of the school was lessened, but not sufficiently to warrant the 
Committee in disbanding the school. Little more was done until 
“the terrible calamity in 1863, resulting from the explosion of a 
boiler in a building about twenty-five feet distant from the school- 
house, by which five men were killed, several others injured, and the 
entire building demolished.” 

Then parents began to withdraw their children, and the charac- 
ter of the school gradually began to change. Mr. Phipps, in his 
report for 1865, made an earnest appeal to the Committee to take 
immediate measures to distribute the scholars among the nearest 
schools, or that failing, to erect a new building, in some suitable 
locality, to meet the wants of the school. The subject was again 
bronght before the Committee by myself, in the report of 1868. 

An order was passed by the Board to ask the City Council for 
better accommodations for the school. The matter was referred to 
the appropriate Committees, who met several times, visited various 
localities, but were unable to agree. In 1869, an order, similar to 
that passed in ’68, was adopted and referred as before. The same 
proceedings were gone through with, with similar results, until 
finally through the untiring energy and skilful management of the 
committees having the matter in charge, but especially of Mr. Hil- 
dreth, Alderman from Ward One, and chairman of the Committee on 
Lands and Buildings the present year, a site was secured, buildings 
moved off, plans adopted, a cellar put in, and a building erected; and 
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here, at last, we are. “The sparrow hath found a house, and the 
swallow a nest.” 

Mr. Morrill closed by giving a rapid sketch of his connexion with the 
Public Schools from 1838 to the present time. 

An ode, composed for the occasion by T. P. Woodman of Lowell, was 
then sung, and a benediction by Rev. Mr. Street ‘concluded the exercises, 
which throughout had commanded the closest attention from the deeply 
interested audience.

hundred and forty-two thousand three hundred and four dollars and seven cents, 
($742,304.07,) leaving a balance in the hands of the Treasurer, December 31, 1870, of two 
hundred and sixty-six thousand three hundred and seventy-four dollars and seven 
cents, ($266,374.07). 

We find there has been received into the Treasury, from all sources, from December 
31, 1870, to January 18, 1871, the time of the date of this report, including the balance

RESOLUTIOYT 

Establishing the Salaries of the Officers of the 
City of Lowell for the Year 1871-72. 

RESOLVED by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common 
Council of the City of Lowell, in City Council 
assembled, as follows: 

The Salaries of the several City officers for the 
year beginning on the first Monday in January, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-one, shall be as 
herein mentioned ; to be paid monthly, unless herein 
otherwise ordered. 

Section 1. The salary of the Mayor shall be at 
the rate of fifteen hundred dollars per annum. 

Sec. 2. The salary of the City Clerk shall be at 
the rate of two thousand dollars per annum, which 
shall be in full for his services, and all assistance he 
may require; and he shall account for all sums of 
money received in his official capacity. 
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SALARIES. 


Sec. 3. The salary of the City Treasurer shall 
be at the rate of twenty-five hundred dollars per an- 
num for performing the duties of City Treasurer and 
Collector of Taxes; and there shall be allowed his 
office the sum of three hundred dollars for clerk hire, 
and he shall appoint a clerk to render him such assist- 
ance as may be required ; he shall also give a bond in 
the sum of fifty thousand dollars with good and suffi- 
cient sureties satisfactory to the Mayor and Aldermen, 
for the faithful performance of his duties, and for an 
account of all sums of money received for the sale of 
Water Bonds, or in the capacity of City Treasurer and 
Collector of Taxes. 

Sec. 4. The salary of the Auditor of Accounts 
shall be at the rate of sixteen hundred dollars per an- 
num, which shall be in full for his services and for those 
of an assistant, and he shall account for all sums of 
money received by him in said capacity. 

Sec. 5. The salary of the City Solicitor shall be 
at the rate of one thousand dollars per annum ; and he 
shall account for all sums of money received by him in 
said capacity. 

Sec. 6. The salary of the Civil Engineer shall be 
at the rate of fifteen hundred dollars per annum; 
which shall be in full for his services and those of an 
assistant ; and he shall devote his whole time to the 
duties of the office, if necessary for the interests 
of the City. 


SALARIES. 
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Sec. 7. The salary of the City Physician and 
Superintendent of Burials shall be at the rate of seven 
hundred dollars per annum ; and he shall furnish all 
medicines used by him in performing the duties- of 
said office. 

Sec. 8. The salary of the Librarian of the City 
Library shall he at the rate of ten hundred dollars 
per annum; which shall be in full for his services and 
those of an assistant. 

Sec. 9. The salary of the Clerk of the Common 
Council shall be at the rate of four hundred dollars 
per annum. 

Sec. 10. The salary of the Messenger of the City 
Council shall be at the rate of ten hundred dollars 
per annum. 

Sec. 11. The salary of the Measurer of Wood 
and Bark shall be at the rate of six hundred dollars 
per annum ; and he shall account for all fees received 
by him in his official Capacity, and shall pay the same 
into the Treasury monthly. 

■Sec. 12. The salary of the Pound Keeper shall 
be at the rate of twenty-five dollars per annum ; and 
he shall account for all sums of money received by 
him in said capacity. 

POLICE. 

Sec. 13. The salary of the City Marshal shall be 
at the rate of fifteen hundred dollars per annum ; and 
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he is to furnish a horse and carriage for the use of the 
Marshal and his Deputy. 

Sec. 14: The compensation of the Deputy Marshal 
and Captain of the Night Watch shall he at the rate of 
three dollars per day, each, payable monthly. 

The compensation of the regular Day Police shall 
be at the rate of two dollars and fifty cents per day, 
payable' monthly. 

The compensation of the Night Police and all other 
Police Officers , shall be at the rate of two dollars and 
fifty cents per day, payable monthly. 

Sec. 15. Police Officers acting as Tythingmen 
shall receive no extra compensation therefor. All fees 
received by the officers mentioned in the two preced- 
ing sections, for attendance as witnesses, or for any 
other service in an official capacity, shall be paid by 
the officer receiving the same, to the City Treasurer. 
Provided, however, that said officers need not account 
for any fees for travel and attendance before the Su- 
preme Judicial or the Superior Court, as witnesses. 

Sec. 16. The Standing Justice of the Police Court 
of Lowell shall be paid at the rate of one hundred dol- 
lars per annum, for receiving complaints, issuing war- 
rants, and trying cases under the Forty-second Chapter 
op the General Statutes. 

Sec. 17. The salary of the Superintendent of 
Streets shall be at the rate of fifteen hundred dollars 


per annum. 
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Sec. 18. The salary of the Superintendent of 
Public Schools shall he at the rate of two thousand 
dollars per annum. 

Sec. 19. The salary of the Superintendent of 
Public Buildings shall he at the rate of fifteen hundred 
dollars per annum, and he shall furnish a horse and 
carriage for the use of himself and the men under 
his charge, and shall engage in no other business 
or calling. 

Sec. 20. The salary of the Superintendent of City 
Scale 's shall he sixty per centum of the fees received 
by him per annum, and he shall settle with the Treas- 
urer monthly. The Mayor and Aldermen shall fix the 
salary of said Superintendent when he and the 
Measurer of Wood and Bark are one and the same 
person, at the rate of two hundred dollars per annum, 
in which case he shall account for all fees received 
by him in an official capacity, and shall pay the same 
into the Treasury monthly. 

Sec. 21. The salary of the Inspector of Milk shall 
be at the rate of twenty-five dollars per annum. 

Sec. 22. The salary of the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures shall be at the rate of three hundred dollars 
per annum, and no fees shall be charged for any 
official duty he may perform. 

ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. 

Sec. 23. The salary of the Chairman of the Board 
of Assessors shall be six hundred dollars per annum ; 
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and the salary of each of the other Assessors shall 
be five hundred and fifty dollars per annum ; and the 
said Assessors shall make out and distribute the tax- 
bills. The said Assessors shall devote their whole 
time from May 1, to September 1, to the service of 
the City, and shall engage in no other business 
or calling. 

There shall be allowed this Department the sum 
of three hundred and fifty dollars for clerk hire, and 
the Board of Assessors shall choose two clerks, 
neither of whom shall be members of the Board, who 
shall act as office clerks, under the direction and 
control of said Board. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The salaries of the several members of the Fire 
Department for the year beginning January first, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-one, shall be as 
herein mentioned, to be paid semi-annually, unless 
otherwise ordered. 

Sec. 24. The salary of the Chief Engineer shall 
be at the rate of fourteen hundred dollars per annum, 
payable quarterly, which shall be in full payment for 
all services which may be required of him by the City 
Council ; and he shall devote his whole time to the 
duties of his office. 

That of the Assistant Engineers shall be at the rate 
of one hundred and twenty-five dollars per annum. 
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The Secretary of the Board of Engineers, who shall 
be a member of the Board, shall receive twenty-five 
dollars additional, which shall be in full payment for all 
the services which may be required of him by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, the Chief Engineer and the 
Board of Engineers. 

The Foremen and Clerks of the respective Hose, 
Hook and Ladder, and Steam Fire Engine Compa- 
nies, shall be paid at the rate of ninety dollars, each, 
per annum. 

The Stewards of Hose Companies shall be paid at 
the rate of one hundred and ten dollars per annum. 

Said Steivards shall be members of the Companies 
for which they act, and said sums shall be in full pay- 
ment for all their services as Steivards and Members 
of Companies. 

Drivers of Steamers and Hook and Ladder Car- 
riages, who shall perform all the duties of Stewards, 
shall be paid two dollars per day, payable monthly. 

Engineers of Steam Fire Engines, shall be paid at 
the rate of three hundred dollars per annum. 

Assistant Engineers of Steam Fire Engines shall be 
paid at the rate of one hundred dollars per annum. 

All other members of Steam Fire Engine, Hose 
and Hook and Ladder companies, shall be paid at the 
rate of seventy dollars per annum. 
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Sec. 25. Whenever any person in the employ- 
ment of the City shall demand payment of his salary, 
or any part thereof, it shall be the duty of the Auditor 
and City Treasurer to deduct therefrom any and all 
sums of money due from such officer to the City.

DIRECTORS OF THE CITY LIBRARY. 
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From the preceding statement it will be perceived that 
the balance undrawn is unusually large, so large as to 
almost relieve the City Council of the coming } r ear, it is 
believed, from any further appropriation for the purchase 
of books unless something unforeseen should occur. The 
amount expended for the purchase of new books is less 
than has been customary for the last few years, although 
the number of volumes added is fully up to the average. 
The directors, however, are unconscious of having neg- 
lected to add to our city’s already rich store of useful 
knowledge and recreation, any work deserving a place 
with its predecessors. On the contrary, the directors 
have, they believe, in some cases added a larger number 
of copies of the most popular and deserving publications, 
than has ever before been done, in order to meet the 
increased demand. The causes of the decreased expendi- 
tures then, have rather to be attributed to some extent 
to the smaller number of works published this year, and 
to the reduction in the price of books, than to the exclu- 
sion by the directors of any work of merit. 

It is with pleasure the directors call your attention to 
the quiet increase both of subscribers and of the number 
of volmiies circulated this year over preceding ones, 
though no extra effort whatever has been made to effect 
this. This presumptive evidence that the Librarian’s 
performance of his duties has been satisfactory and pleas- 
ant to the frequenters of the library, is what the observa- 
tion of the directors would have led them to expect. 
The library is in excellent condition, and all that has 
been said by former boards in praise of Mr. Marshall H. 
Clough, the directors of the present year can cordially 
repeat. 
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On the question of a more suitable place for the library 
■with a view to its greater usefulness, the directors this 
year can add nothing to what has already been said, but 
trust that your honorable body will duly consider the 
question, and seize the earliest favorable opportunity to 
effect the desired change.

To the City Council: 

Gentlemen : — In obedience to the provisions of the 
ordinances, I take pleasure in submitting to your consid- 
eration my report of the business of this office for the 
official year ending this day. 

On entering upon its duties, and investigating its de- 
tails, my labors were very much lightened by the kind- 
ness and urbanity of my predecessor, George Stevens, 
Esq., who at once placed all his papers and memoranda 
at my disposal, and spent much time in placing me in full 
possession of all the facts necessary to a complete under- 
standing of the suits at law, in which the city was en- 
gaged, and I desire to place on record this public recogni- 
tion of his courtesy. 

I found fifteen suits upon the dockets of the Courts in 
which the city was either directly or indirectly interested, 
seven of which originated in the defalcation of the late 
City Treasurer, three were actions for damages for defec- 
tive highways, four were actions brought to determine 
the legal rights of the city in its complicated relations to 
corporations and individuals, and one action under the 
pauper laws to determine the rights of the Overseers of 
the Poor in the care of poor and indigent persons, and 
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the year closes to-day with eleven of those suits wiped 
off the dockets, leaving but four remaining, and no addi- 
tions to the number during the year. 

That the reports of the different Solicitors may be con- 
tinuous and connected, for purposes of reference, from 
year to year, I will take up the list as my predecessor 
left it in his last report, and state the disposition or pres- 
ent position of each case. 

1. City of Lowell vs. Proprietors of LocJcs and Canals . 
This suit, brought originally to determine the duties of 
the defendants in repairing certain portions of the Merri- 
mack Street bridge, over the Western Canal, has been 
decided by the Supreme Court in favor of the city, and 
the defendants have paid into the City Treasury the 
amouiWsued for, with all costs. 

2. Henry Emery vs. City of Loivell. The question raised 
in this suit is one of great importance, as determining the 
rights and duties of the city in the use of private drains. 
It is also one of great difficulty, for the Supreme Court, 
although it was placed before them over a year ago, have 
not been able to come to a decision upon it up to this 
time. 

3. Wm. McFarlin vs. City of Lowell. An action for 
heavy damages for an accident from defective highway, 
which will be disposed of at the coming April term. 

4. Katie Smith vs. R . C. Poles and al . This action was 
defended in its preliminary stages by my predecessor in 
office by order of a former Mayor, although the city is 
but indirectly interested therein. The question involved 
is one which affects the duties of Overseers of the Poor 
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in tlie care of poor children. In this case the infant 
plaintiff with her mbther fell into distress, and the Over- 
seers, as in duty bound, relieved them both by placing 
them at the Poor Farm. Subsequently the child was 
taken to the “ Little Wanderers 7 Home 77 in Boston, and 
from there was placed in a good family, where it is 
understood she is comfortably situated. This suit is 
brought against the Superintendent of the Home for false 
imprisonment, and I have followed my predecessor iiTits 
defence. It was tried before the Superior Court last 
March, and a verdict rendered for the defendants on all 
the points raised. On exceptions filed by the plaintiff 7 s 
counsel, the case went to the Supreme Court on questions 
of law where it was argued last month, and we have as 
yet received no decision. 

5. Augustus P . ILagar vs. City of Lowell'. An action for 
damages for defective highway. Settled and damages 
paid. 

6. Margaret A. Sheren vs. City of Loiv ell. An action for 
damages for defective highway. Settled and damages 
paid. 

7. Railroad National Bank vs. City of Lowell . This 
action, brought to recover amount advanced by the plain- 
tiffs to the late City Treasurer, will be disposed of at the 
coming March term. 

8-13. City of Lowell vs. T. G . Gerrish and Sureties . 
These six suits brought to recover the deficit in the de- 
fendants 7 accounts as City Treasurer, have all been amica- 
bly adjusted by a compromise which seems to have been 
satisfactorily received by the citizens. The entire deficit 
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was $32,174 40, and the entire receipts on account of the 
same from all sources was $23,637 08. 

14. Charles J. Adams vs. City of Lowell. In this case 
the plaintiff applied to the County Commissioners to 
abate a sidewalk assessment made by the city. As the 
resolution ordered the sidewalk built of brick and cin- 
ders, and as there was no doubt of the fact that it was 
built of concrete, file assessment was clearly illegal, and 
was abated by agreement of counsel. 

15. County of Middlesex vs. City of Lowell. The ques- 
tion raised here is whether the city is not entitled to an 
immediate notice from masters of penal institutions of 
the commitment of persons there who have settlements 
here, in order to make us liable for the support of such 
convicts while there, or whether masters can delay the 
transmittal of such notice for any length of time, and yet 
maintain the claim for such support. Such delay has 
prevented the city, in some instances, from collecting 
amounts paid for such support, of the kindred of the con- 
vict, who are clearly liable to the city therefor, and it 
was thought advisable that the question should be settled 
by the Courts. But as the evil has been regulated, and 
no dispute exists now between the parties as to the facts, 
it appears to me to be a matter which should be settled 
without a trial, and will, in a short time, I hope, be so 
settled. 

Besides the disposition of these suits, as above, I de- 
fended, by direction of Mayor Folsom, a suit brought by 
Catherine Smith vs. ex-Mayor J. G. Peabody, and Lo- 
renzo Phelps, Superintendent of the Poor Farm, brought 
on substantially the same cause of action as the suit 
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against the Superintendent of the Little Wanderers’ 
Home, and with the same result. A verdict was ren- 
dered in favor of both defendants, and the case was taken 
to the Supreme Court by plaintiff’s counsel, where it was 
argued last month, and in which we have received no de- 
cision yet. 

Also, by direction of the same gentleman, I have ap- 
peared for the defendant in the action, Daniel Callahan 
and wife vs. George W. Sanborn, a police officer, for an 
assault upon the female plaintiff, brought in the Superior 
Court, and have filed the necessary papers therein. The 
defendant claims that she hindered him in the discharge 
of his duty, and that he used no more force upon her 
than his duty required. 

I have also appeared for the city in many suits in the 
Police and Superior Courts, where the wages of the ser- 
vants of the city have been attached by trustee process. 

I have also attended regularly upon the meetings of the 
Committee on Claims, where many small matters have 
been investigated and adjusted, and many suits prevented. 

Also, by direction of the Surveyors of Highways, I 
assisted in procuring an indictment against Mrs. Sarah J. 
Blaisdell, for maintaining a nuisance in front of her dwel- 
ling house in Hurd Street, in the form of three wooden 
steps, which project into the sidewalk, to the great dan- 
ger of those in lawful use of the highway. The indict- 
ment was tried last October, and resulted in the convic- 
tion of the defendant, and an order for the abatement of 
the nuisance, but exceptions taken by Mrs. Blaisdell’s 
counsel have carried the case to the Supreme Court, where 
it will be disposed of during the next month.

REPORT OF THE 


The duties of the City Solicitor have very consider- 
ably increased the past year by the requirements of the 
Water Commissioners, in legal advice, in making con- 
tracts, in taking land, in preparing deeds, examining 
titles, &c., &c. Those duties have, I think, been fully 
twice as arduous and responsible as in former years.

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The retainer offered to, and accepted by, Mr. Sweetser, 
last year, has been productive of many good results, and 
I respectfully suggest the propriety of its continuance. 
In the various and complicated questions in which the 
interests of a large city like this is continually involved, 
requiring at all times not only the nicest perceptions of 
the true bearing of legal principles, but also the matured 
judgment which comes from long experience, the advan- 
tage of Mr. Sweetser’s advice cannot be too highly appre- 
ciated. And in such a time as this is, when we are 
spending a very large amount of money in introducing 
water into the city, making large contracts, and taking 
large quantities of land under our water acts, the advan- 
tages of such advice, and the value of his legal opinions, 
will, I hope, commend themselves to your good judgment. 

I cannot close my report without calling attention to 
the care which the Committee on Claims of the last Gov- 
ernment gave to the investigation and adjustment of the 
many small claims which were referred to them. It is 
due to their assiduity, and liberal and considerate atten- 
tion to the legal matters of the city under their charge, 
more than any one cause, that we passed through the 
year without being compelled to submit any of the ques- 
tions, in which the city was directly interested, to the 
decisions of the Courts.

respective offices, annually to the City Council.

The whole number of persons admitted to the Station 
House, and furnished with lodgings and other necessary 
relief by the department, for the year, was 1487 ; of 
whom 1292 were males, 195 were females. 

Of the above 186 were heads of families ; 1223 were 
single persons, and 78 were minors. They were of the 
following nationalities :

POLICE. 

There have been but few changes made in either 
branch of the force during the year. 

DAY POLICE. 

This force, at the commencement of the year, con- 
sisted of the Marshal, Deputy Marshal, and six day men. 
Three of the day men were detailed to patrol the streets 
in the day time, same as last year, and one as a truant 
officer, to attend to all orders relating to the schools. 
The other two were employed as office men. May first 
Asa D, Clark was added to the day force, and about the 
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same time J. G. Favor was detailed to keep the Police 
Court room, the Judge and Clerk’s offices, &c., in order, 
and to attend all sessions of the Court both for civil and 
criminal trials. September 5th Henry Marshall resigned, 
and no appointment having since been made to fill the 
vacancy, the same number of men are now on duty as at 
the commencement of the year. 

NIGHT POLICE. 

At the commencement of the year this force consisted 
of one Captain and twenty-six patrolmen, two of the 
patrolmen being detailed to take charge of the Station 
House. During the year two new beats have been estab- 
lished, one in Centralville and one in Belvidere, and 
two additional patrolmen have been added to the force, 
making the present number twenty-eight. 

llEMAEKS. 

The duties of the force during the year have been 
quite arduous. More complaints have been investigated ; 
more arrests made, and more duty performed than in any 
previous year since my first appointment. The number 
applying at the Station House for lodgings has also 
greatly increased, being 1,487 the present year against 
1,019 for the year 1869, with a corresponding increase of 
expense for providing temporary relief for that poor and 
unfortunate class. 

In conclusion, it affords me much pleasure to state that 
the gentlemanly deportment, good conduct, and efficiency 
of the men placed under my charge, has been such as to 
insurQ the peace, safety and protection of our citizens, 
and to merit my highest commendation and approval. 
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The City Council, by their continued and kind favors, 
have placed me under the highest obligations, for which 
they will please receive my grateful acknowledgments. 
The ample provision made by the Mayor and Committee 
on Police affairs, for the comfort and convenience of the 
Department, has been prompt and adequate, for which I 
tender my sincere thanks.

To the City Council : 

Gentlemen : — It becomes once more my duty to report 
my doings and the present situation of the Almshouse, 
and the House of Employment and Reformation for 
Juvenile Offenders, in the City of Lowell, under my 
charge as Superintendent, for the year ending December 
31, 1870, in accordance with an ordinance of the city 
requiring reports from city officers. 


F A E M 


No alterations have been made in the boundaries of 
the form during the year. Some general improvements 
have been made, but not so much as I should have done 
had it not been for the scarcity of help, most of the 
inmates being of a class unable to labor, so that but little 
help was obtained from them ; but, on the whole, I con- 
sider the farm in as good condition for a crop another 
year as it has ever been before. We have a good supply 
of manure for all the ground I wish to cultivate, and 
should the season prove a favorable one, I think the crops 
may equal at least any former year. 
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BUILDINGS. 

In consequence of the prevalence of the small pox in 
the early part of the season, and the difficulty of procur- 
ing a suitable place for the care of persons afflicted with 
contagious diseases, the authorities decided to erect a 
building for that purpose. One has accordingly been 
erected on the northerly part of the farm, sufficiently 
remote from the other buildings to insure the safety of 
the inmates. The building is of wood, 32 x 40 feet, two 
stories high, with a one story ell, 16 x 30 feet, with a 
cellar under the ell. It is well finished, and every way 
appropriate for the purpose for which it was designed. 
The cost of the above building was $2,666 76. 

The necessity for a suitable dwelling house for the 
Teacher of the School has been long felt, in order that 
he might have a more constant supervision of the chil- 
dren under his care, it being very difficult also to procure 
a suitable residence for his family in the vicinity. It was 
therefore decided by the proper authorities to erect a 
dwelling house upon the farm near the school for his use. 
This has been done. A convenient two story house, 22 
x 30 feet, with ell, has been completed and is now occu- 
pied. It stands a short distance north of the school, is 
pleasantly situated, and will enable the teacher to devote 
more time to the interests of his pupils. The cost of the 
building is $2,516 71. 

Some alterations and repairs have been made in the 
main buildings which were much needed, at a cost of 
$2,661 79, including all incidental repairs. One further 
improvement on the premises is much needed, to which I 
have alluded in former reports. I refer to a suitable 
building for the insane. But in view of the fact that the 
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city has expended so much the present year, for much 
needed repairs and improvements on the premises, I do 
not feel like urging a further outlay at present ; still I 
cannot but hope that the day is not far distant when bet- 
ter and safer provision will be made for the safety and 
convenience of this unfortunate class. 

CROPS. 

The hay crop was the best ever raised on the farm, 
and was all secured in good condition. The apple and 
pear crop was also abundant. Corn — a medium crop. 
Strawberries not as good as last year, and sold much 
lower. Owing to the extreme heat and drouth of the 
summer months, potatoes, cabbages, and other vegetables 
were not as good as formerly, and cranberries were a total 
failure. 


HELP. 

There has been but little available help from the 
inmates, most of them being incapacitated for labor by 
reason of age or infirmity. Two men have been hired 
through the year, who, with the assistance of the boys 
from the school, and a few men hired by the day during 
the haying season, have constituted the force for carrying 
on the farm. It is but justice to those employed to say 
that we have been very fortunate in securing the services 
of faithful and efficient help, both on the farm and in the 
house, in every department. 

PARMIN& TOOLS. 

One new hay tedder has been purchased and added to 
our stock of tools, and is a valuable acquisition. The 
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carts and wagons have all been thoroughly repaired, and 
all our tools are now in good condition for another year. 

STOCK. 

The stock on hand January 1st, 1870, consisted of 
three pairs of oxen, five cows, two heifers, two calves and 
fifteen swine. During the year, two pairs of the oxen 
and one calf have been sold, and one pair of oxen and 
two cows killed. During the same time there have been 
purchased one pair of oxen, one steer, three cows, one 
horse, and one calf has been raised ; so that the stock 
on hand January 1st, 1871, consists of one pair of oxen, 
six cows, 2 two year old heifers, 1 one year old heifer, 
one bull, one steer, four horses, and seventeen pigs.

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PAUPERS. 

The whole number of paupers in the Almshouse Janu- 
ary first, 1870, was sixty-four. Sixty-three have been 
admitted during the year. Fifty-nine have been dis- 
charged, and five have died, leaving the present number, 
January first, 1871, sixty. 

Of those who died two were males and three were 
females. Their respective ages were 74, 70, 57, 57 and 
74. Their diseases were apoplexy, consumption, general 
debility, and old age. The general health of the inmates 
has been good. With the exception of those who died, and 
they were all feeble when admitted, not a single case of 
severe sickness has occurred in the institution during the 
year. 

I consider it an act of justice to a faithful officer to 
state here that Dr. Gilman has discharged his duty to the 
inmates during the past year in a prompt and skillful 
manner, always being kind and attentive to all their 
wants. 

The following table will give the name, age, place of 
birth, time of admittance, when discharged ; also the con- 
dition of those who remain, when they were admitted.

The average number supported was 59 in the Alms- 
house, and 39 in the Reform School ; making 98 in all. 
Deducting all outside bills from the whole amount ex- 
pended, $26,220 69, leaves for the support of paupers 
and boys in the Reform School, $8,567 89, or 87.42 3-4 
for each for the year, or 1.68 13-100 per week for each 
person in both institutions. 

I consider the expense so nearly equal for supporting 
an inmate in either of the institutions that I make no 
distinction ; for although the labor performed on the 
farm by the boys is of some value, yet when I consider 
that all the washing, cooking, making and repairing 
clothes, and all the heavy work for both institutions is 
done in the Almshouse, I think the actual expense is 
about the same on each, and estimate their support 
accordingly.

EEFOEM SCHOOL. 

This school still maintains a high rank among the 
valuable institutions of our city", and under the care and 
direction of that long-tried, faithful and efficient teacher, 
Mr. William A. Lang, is doing good service in training 
and reclaiming such of our youth as need the salutary 
restraint of wholesome discipline to aid them in the prac- 
tise of correct habits, and the formation of a good moral 
character. Its efficiency in reclaiming our vicious youth 
will not be questioned by any one at all acquainted with 
the progress and success it has already achieved, some of 
our most vicious boys having, under its fostering care, 
laid the foundation of an education, and commenced the 
practise of steady habits, which will enable them to 
become respected and useful citizens. 

The sub-committee on this school for the past year, 
have shown a commendable interest in its welfare, and 
have cheerfully supplied it with everything necessary for 
its convenience and success. 

Since the arrangement was first made with the city of 
Chelsea, by which they were permitted to send their 
boys to this school, fifty-five have been admitted, of 
whom only three remain at the present time. 

During the year a similar arrangement has been made 
with the city of Charlestown, and five boys have been 
admitted to the school from that city, four of whom still 
remain, and one has been discharged on expiration of 
sentence. 
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The agreements entered into with both cities still 
remain in force. 

The following table will give the name, age, cause of 
commitment, place of birth, when committed and by 
what authority, when discharged or pardoned, with some 
remarks upon the general deportment of most of the 
boys while under our care, those marked with a star 
being entitled to much credit for good conduct and meri- 
torious advancement.

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The whole number in the Reform School under sen- 
tence January 1, 1870, was thirty-nine. Thirty-six from 
Lowell, and three from Chelsea. Fifty-one have been 
committed during the year — forty-two from Lowell, four 
from Chelsea, and five from Charlestown. Fifty-two 
have been discharged during the same time — forty-seven 
from Lowell, four from Chelsea, and one from Charles- 
town. Remaining in the school, Januarj 7 1, 1871, thirty- 
eight — thirty-one from Lowell, three from Chelsea, and 
four from Charlestown. Of those discharged, forty-four 
were on expiration of sentence, and three were pardoned ; 
one has absconded and since been returned. 

Of those committed, thirty-five were for truancy, four 
for larceny, six for breaking and entering, one for drunk- 
enness. four for vagrancy, and one for absconding. Seven 
of the above were sentenced by the Judge of Probate. 

The management of the school continues much the 
same as in former j r ears. The general deportment of the 
scholars has been good, and their advancement in their 
studies fully equal, if not better, than in any former year. 

The new law making them liable to another sentence 
for absconding, and the less frequent use of the pardon- 
ing power, have a very salutary effect upon the pupils, 
making them more quiet and manageable. The first by 
its certainty of another conviction, and the other by cut- 
ting off all hopes of a discharge, except for meritorious 
conduct. 

Religious services are held in the school room every 
Sabbath at two o’clock, P. M., and a Sabbath school 
immediately after ; and in all the services the interest of 
the children is manifest and unabated. 

There is a library for the use of the inmates and schol- 
ars, numbering about 400 volumes, for the care of which 
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a new and elegant case has been furnished by the direc- 
tion of the committee on the School. We should be 
happy to receive contributions of suitable books from 
any who feel an interest in the welfare of those under 
our charge. In no way can the truly benevolent friends 
of the unfortunate confer a greater benefit to them or 
add more to their enjoyment, than by presenting them 
with a good book, which will be always read with avid- 
ity. The books used are Hillard’s series of Readers* 
Greenleaf ’s Common School, Colburn’s First Lessons, and 
Walton’s Primary Arithmetics, with Guyot’s series of 
Geographies, with Wall Maps and Globe.

The practice of former years, of depriving the pupil of 
a full meal for imperfect lessons, has been substituted the 
present year by only depriving him of the most cherished 
part of a meal, with excellent effect. Other slight 
offences are punished in the same manner. Corporeal 
punishment is never resorted to, as by the above mode 
and for graver misdemeanors a few hours in the cell, 
which does not injure the boy, we are able at all times to 
control them without difficulty. We therefore believe 
the method of conducting our school equal, if not superior 
to any other in the State. 

REMARKS. 

On the whole, I think we may be well satisfied with 
our success, considering that the past season has been a 
very unusual one. The long-continued drouth, together 
with the intense heat of the summer months, never sur- 
passed in this climate, proved disastrous to the crops on 
a part of the land under cultivation. Yet it will be seen 
that the aggregate production of the farm has been' fully 
equal to any former year. True the decline in the mar- 
ket value of many articles which we have to spare, espe- 
cially strawberries, apples, pears, pork and lard, makes 
quite a difference in the total amount received for the 
sale of these productions, while at the same price received 
for the same articles in 1869 it would have greatly 
exceeded it.

It may not be improper for me in this connection to 
mention what I consider a great obstacle to the future 
operations and improvements of the farm. I allude to the 
building of the railroad, recently located, and running 
diagonally almost through its centre, appropriating for 
the use of the road some of our choicest improved land, 
and subjecting us to a great and permanent inconveni- 
ence. This, I think, might have been obviated in a great 
degree at least, without increasing the distance or expense 
in making the road, and, far as I can judge, without any 
inconvenience to the interest of the stockholders, could 
the engineer have been induced to locate the road a few 
rods further to the east. But this he would not do. 

CONCLUSION. 

The city of Lowell, always ready to relieve the neces- 
sities of its poor, and with a liberal hand to contribute to 
the needs of the unfortunate, still maintains its former 
reputation in this respect, the Mayor, Overseers of the 
Poor, and the various sub-committees, having all been 
faithful in the discharge of their respective duties during 
the past year, promptly furnishing whatever necessai'ies 
were required for the comfort and support of this unfor- 
tunate class. For all which, as well as for the good and 
timely advice freely offered, which has aided me much in 
the discharge of my arduous duties, I tender them my 
sincere thanks.

REPORT. 


OFFICE OF CITY PHYSICIAN 

AND SUPERINTENDENT OF BURIALS, 
January 20, 1871. 


To the City Council: 

In compliance with the provisions of a City Ordinance, 
I herewith submit a report of the mortality in the City 
of Lowell for the year 1870. 

The whole number of deaths during the year was nine 
hundred and fifty-two (952) ; four hundred and forty- 
eight (448) were males, and five hundred and four (504) 
were females, being one hundred and eiglity-nine (189) 
more deaths than there were last year, and more than in 
any year since the incorporation of the city. Two hun- 
dred and forty of the deceased were married, 135 of whom 
were males, and 105 were females. Besides these, there 
were 15 widowers and 76 widows, making the whole 
number married or who had been, 331. 

The percentage of deaths to the population of the city 
was 2.32 ; that is, two deaths in every 86 living. This 
shows a high rate of mortality for the year. The aver- 
age age attained by the deceased was twenty-four years 
and two months. 

There were five deaths at the Almshouse. Two, aged 
respectively 70 and 78, died of old age. Of the other 
three, the first aged 68, died of consumption ; the second, 
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60, of psoas abscess; the third, 72, of apoplexy. Nearly 
all the sickness among the inmates during the year has 
been from chronic diseases. 

The number of visits made during the year to the 
inmates at the Almshouse and to the poor at their homes 
was about seven hundred. Besides this, professional ser- 
vice was rendered in numerous instances at the office ; 
twenty-one visits were made to the police station ; twen- 
ty-two persons reported as insane were examined, and 
seventy-eight children of the public schools were vacci- 
nated. In addition, the duties of correspondent to the 
State Board of Health have been discharged. 

Small pox broke out at No. 18 Green Street in the 
latter part of February. The person attacked contracted 
the disease in Boston and communicated it to two others. 
At a meeting of the City Board of Health, isolation was 
recommended and decided upon as the best means that 
could be adopted to prevent the disease from spreading. 
But there being no pest-house or other suitable building 
of the requisite distance from the main buildings at the 
City Farm, one had to be sought among the private 
houses. Fortunately, without much delay, a vacant house 
was found, in the southern part of the city, sufficiently 
separated from other houses ; this was taken possession 
of, and the first case, with his family, was removed 
thereto, and the other two cases also soon after the dis- 
ease made its appearance. The tenements which they 
left were thoroughly disinfected, and the people living in 
the vicinity were vaccinated. By these means the dis- 
ease was stamped out and its spread arrested. 

Consumption ranks first, as usual, in mortality, the 
number of deaths being 151, which is one-sixth of the 
whole number of deaths from all diseases. This propor- 
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tion is less than it was last year, and below the decennial 
average. It is a gratifying fact that the disease is grad- 
ually diminishing in fatality. An examination of the 
deaths from consumption in the city during the last 
twenty years shows that it caused in the first ten years, 
from 1850 to 1860, one-fourth of the whole number of 
deaths ; while during the last ten years, from 1860 to 
1870, it caused only one-fifth. This decrease is probably 
due to the improvements that have been made in the 
overcrowded and filthy sections of the city during the 
last few years. Two of the most prolific recognized 
causes of consumption are, first, collective in-door occu- 
pations, living in crowded and unventilated houses, which 
may be regarded as synonymous with the habitual respir- 
ation of air that has been rendered foul by being breathed 
over and over again ; and second, dampness arising from 
soil moisture. In the light of these two great truths it 
will be seen that the disease is amenable to the preven- 
tive influence of space, air and ventilation in the places 
where men and women live, work or sleep ; and also to 
the drainage, drying and cleansing of the damp and filthy 
streets and lanes. There were nineteen more deaths 
from consumption among the Irish and French Canadians 
and their children than among the remaining and more 
strictly American part of the population — the former 
constituting about three-sevenths of the whole population 
of the city, and the latter the remainder or four-sevenths. 
According to what has been said regarding the causes of 
the disease, this disproportion of deaths among the two 
classes would naturally.be expected. 

Cholera Infantum ranks next in fatality. There were 
70 deaths — a larger number than has been reported in 
any previous year — occurring almost wholly in July, 
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August and September. The principal cause of this in- 
crease in mortality may be found in the excessive heat of 
the weather during the months mentioned. This disease 
is dependent for its production upon a heated, confined 
and impure atmosphere ; hence it is very prevalent and 
fatal during the summer months in undrained dirty 
streets, courts, and blind alleys, where the population is 
thickest, and ventilation most imperfect. The disease was 
twice as fatal among the children of Irish and French 
Canadian parentage as among those of American. 

Infantile comes next in order as the cause of death. 
This is a disease from which infants, having defective 
physical organizations or feeble vital powers, perish soon 
after birth, and they are generally the offspring of over- 
worked, ill-fed, diseased or intemperate mothers. Fifty 
deaths occurred from this cause, and forty of these were 
among infants of Irish and French Canadian parentage. 

Inflammation of the lungs, fourth in rank, caused 46 
deaths, a greater number than has occurred in any year 
since 1860. 

Old age, the fifth on the list, numbered 89 deaths. 
There were two deaths of persons from this cause from 
60 to 70 years of age; sixteen from 70 to 80; fourteen 
from 80 to 90 ; seven from 90 to 100 and over. One of 
these, Ellen Tague, attained 102 years. 

Heart disease was the cause of 88, and apoplexy 20 
deaths. The large number reported from these two dis- 
eases, indicates that there were a great many sudden 
deaths during the year. 

Measles heads the list of deaths resulting from conta- 
gious diseases, numbering 37. These all occurred during 
the first four months of the year. Scarlet fever, a dis- 
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ease belonging to this class, caused 10, and small pox 3 
deaths. 

Typhoid fever is the eighth in prominence, having 
caused 33 deaths, which is one less than last year, but 
ten more than the average for the past ten years. This 
disease was much more fatal during the last two years, 
especially in 1869, among the Americans than among the 
Irish and French Canadians and their children. The 
only explanation that can be given of this is on the sup- 
position that there is a greater disposition or proneness to 
the disease on the part of the former ; it certainly was 
not due to worse sanitary circumstances, for the first class 
mentioned live in more salutary places and pay ftiore 
regard to the laws of health than the latter class. The 
disease was fully as fatal in localities where the hygienic 
conditions were good as where they were bad or indiffer- 
ent. 

The occupations of the deceased reported were as fol- 
lows : Housewives and Housekeepers, 126 ; Operatives, 
69 ; Laborers, 41 ; Domestics, 10 ; Carpenters and Trad- 
ers, each, 9 ; Machinists, 7 ; Farmers, Painters and Shoe- 
makers, each, 6 ; Merchants, 5 ; Mechanics, Tailors, 
Masons and Moulders, each, 3 ; Physicians, Grocers, 
Apothecaries and Clerks, each, 2 ; Blacksmith, Cashier, 
Lawyer Bookkeeper, Policeman, Minister, Gardener, 
Cook, Barber, Jeweler, Bookseller, Junk Dealer, Musician, 
Bobbin maker, Counsellor, Manufacturer, Engineer, Cigar 
maker, Overseer, Peddler, Teamster, Plumber, Pump- 
maker, Stone Cutter, Nurse, Belt maker, Slater, Butcher 
and Conductor, each, 1. 

During the year a new funeral car of modern style and 
superb finish was purchased for the city, and the other 
hearses belonging to the city were thoroughly repaired.

tery ; 565 in the Catholic grounds ; 106 were carried out 
of the city for burial, and the remainder were buried in 
the other burial grounds of the city. 

The usual tables are hereto appended giving the causes 
of death, the age, sex and nativity of the deceased, and a 
comparison of some of the most fatal diseases with the 
same of preceding years.

Of the males, 448 were married for the first time ; 80 
for a second time ; 18 for a third time ; and one person 
was married to his fourth bride. Of the brides 491 were 
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maids ; 52 had each mourned a husband ; and four others 
were wed for the third time. 

In two instances the brides were only 15 years old, 
and in another case the groom had reached the mature 
age of seventy-five. Of the males 32 had not reached 
their majority, and 19 of the females were under eighteen 
years old. One couple were aged respectively “ three 
score and ten years.” Twenty-two widows married 
bachelors ; 65 widowers married maids ; and in 34 cases 
each party to the marriage had been married before. A 
majority of the males — 299 — were under 27 years old ; 
and 308 of the females were under 24 years. Two 
couples were colored. The grooms may be classified 
under the following trades or occupations : Laborers, 94 ;

To the Honorable Mayor and Board of Aldermen : 

Gentlemen : — In compliance with Chapter 1 3th, Section 
3d, of the Ordinances of the City, organizing a Fire De- 
partment, I respectfully present my Annual Report of 
the Department, and append the rolls of the several com- 
panies, their names, ages, residences, and occupations ; 
also, the apparatus and property owned by the city, 
under their charge, a list of the reservoirs and hydrants, 
giving their location, a tabular statement of the fires and 
alarms, which have occurred during the past year, with 
the loss and insurance op property, as near as could be 
ascertained, together with such suggestions for your con- 
sideration as, in my opinion, will promote the interests of 
the Department and the city. 

The Department has been called out 43 times ; by 
fires, 17 times ; by fires out of the city, 6 times by false 
alarms, 20 times ; the amount of loss by fires, as near as 
could be ascertained, is $31,550; insurance, $24,100; 
loss above insurance, $7,450. 

The Department is in a satisfactory and prosperous 
condition ; the general deportment of the members has 
been good ; always ready and prompt in action ; the 
apparatus and various houses are in good order. 

I would respectfully call your attention to the ineffi- 
ciency of our present fire alarm. You will notice that 
fully one-half the times the Department has been called 
out during the past year has been from false alarms. A 
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Fire Alarm Telegraph would, in a great measure, obviate 
this, and, in case of fire, would at once inform the mem- 
bers of the Department of its locality, and thus be a sav- 
ing of time, and wear and tear of the apparatus. I 
would, therefore, recommend that one be put in early this 
season. 

In conclusion, I would return my thanks to the Com- 
mittee on Fire Department, to the City Council, and 
Police, for the aid and advice they have given me during 
the year. 

To the officers and members of the Fire Department, I 
would return my sincere thanks for the able manner in 
which they have performed their several duties.

Apparatus and property owned by the city , in care of this Company . 

This Company was organized and put in service May 1st, 1866. Dur- 
ing the past year they were given in charge of a new steamer, “ Hope,” 
built by the Union Maehine Co., of Fitehbuvg. This steam engine has 
two double-acting steam cylinders, 8 ineh diameter and 8 ineh stroke, 
and two double-acting pumps 4f inches in diameter. The pumps are so 
arranged that they ean be worked separately, in case of an aecident to 
either of them ; the boiler will make steam enough to run the engine in 
five minutes; weight when loaded 7,720 lbs. ; 30 feet suction hose with 
hydrant couplings ; hose earriage drawn by hand, carrying 500 feet of 
hose ; 1,600 feet of 2J ineh leading hose ; 6 reducing couplings ; 2 axes;

The Joint Committee on Water Works of the 
City Council of the City of Lowell, to whom Avas 
referred the Order of the City Council, adopted 
February 8, 1870, requesting them “to consider 
the expediency of so amending all ordinances 
relating to the supply of water, that the source 
of supply may be changed from Leaver Brook to 
some other source,” haA T e attended to the business 
committed to them, and Report: 


Agreeably to this order your Committee gave 
instructions to the Board of Water Commission- 
ers, to make careful surveys and investigations of 
Merrimack River, as a source of Avater supply, as 
compared Avith the BeaA T er Brook plan. The 
Board of Water Commissioners, through the Chief 
Engineer, Mr. Joseph P. Davis, ha\’e submitted 
three or more different schemes, either of Avliich 
is considered preferable to the Beaver Brook plan. 
For more detailed information in reference to the 
merits of these schemes, Ave Avould direct your

attention to the report of the Chief Engineer, 
herewith submitted. 

Your Committee, after a careful examination 
of the comparative advantages of each scheme 
presented, unanimously recommend that scheme 
number one, as modified by the omission of the 
Filter-beds and one Engine, be adopted, as the 
plan for supplying the city with pure water, and 
would also recommend the passage of the accom- 
panying Ordinance.

UPON VARIOUS SCHEMES FOR SUPPLYING THE CITY 
OF LOWELL WITH WATER. 


Lowell Water Works, j 

Engineer's Office , Lowell , Julg 9, 1870. j 

To the Loivell Water Commissioners : 

Gentlemen, 

Your instructions of April 12th, require me to 
devise a plan for supplying this city with water from 
Merrimack River, and to compare it with one which has 
Beaver Brook as its source. 

In compliance to these instructions, I have made 'sur- 
veys, plans and estimates for two schemes, and now have 
the honor to submit the following Report : 

Any plan for supplying Merrimack River water, to be 
acceptable, must provide means for freeing it of the large 
amount of mineral matter which, in times of freshet, it holds 
in suspension. 

The two plans herein considered provide for its filtra- 
tion: one, by passing the water through sand and gravel 
in artificial filters, such as are commonly used in the supply 
of English cities, and the other, by drawing it from the 
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gravel beds found along the river banks, as is done for the 
* supply of several cities in Germany and France. 

ARTIFICIAL FILTER SCHEME. 

The first or artificial filter scheme, contemplates taking 
the water from the northern or Dracut side of the River, at 
a point about two hundred and fifty feet above the Paw- 
tucket Dam, and conveying it by means of a brick conduit 
to settling basins and filter beds, to be built on the low land 
near the outlet of Beaver Brook. At this point it is first to 
be freed of its heavier sediment by being allowed to stand 
in the settling basins for twenty-four hours, and is then to 
be rendered pure and limpid by passing it through the 
filter beds. 

From here it is to be conducted by means of a second 
brick conduit across Beaver Brook, to a pumping station in 
Centralville, and from thence pumped into a distributing 
reservoir on Beacon Street. This reservoir is to be con- 
nected with the street distributing system by a 30 -inch 
main laid across the river near the head of Hunt’s Falls. 

The river inlet chamber is a heavy stone structure, 
provided with gratings and screens to prevent floating sub- 
stances and fish from entering the conduit, and with gates 
to control the supply. 

The supply conduit leading to the settling basins is 
oval in shape, five feet nine inches high, and four feet six 
inches wide, inside measurement, and is designed to have a 
fall of nine and one-half inches per mile of length. With 
these dimensions its capacity of flow will lie about nine 
hundred thousand gallons per hour. 

The settling basins are two in number, each two hun- 
dred and fifty feet long b)' two hundred feet wide, and of 
an average depth below high water surface of twelve and 
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one-half feet They are designed with thick walls of ma- 
sonry to secure a nearly vertical face inside ; a condition 
that is found essential in cold climates like this, on account 
of ice, which occasions much trouble and expense in slope 
reservoirs that are being frequently filled and emptied. The 
walls are supported by earth embankments and are rendered 
water tight by a thick puddle backing. The bottom of the 
reservoir is covered with a layer of puddle to secure tight- 
ness, and with six inches of concrete, to facilitate the pro- 
cess of removing the sediment. 

The filter basins are three in number, each two hundred 
and thirty feet long by one hundred and thirty feet wide, 
and about ten feet deep below water surface. Their con- 
struction is almost precisely the same as that of the settling 
basins. The filter beds themselves occupy the lower six 
feet of the basins, and are formed of layers of sand and 
gravel, increasing in coarseness downward. The upper 
layer, eighteen inches thick, is fine sand ; the lower, twelve 
inches thick, is rather large broken stone. A reference to 
the accompanying plans will show the details of this work 
and render a lengthened description unnecessary. 

In operating the settling basins, only the upper eleven 
feet of water will be drawn for use on the filter beds, the 
remaining depth being left to hold the sediment and to aid 
in its removal by flushing into the river through drain pipes 
provided for that purpose. The working capacity of each 
basin is, then, four million gallons, and the two with the 
large conduit for rapid filling, will be equal to a daily supply 
of three million gallons ; when the supply begins to exceed 
this amount, a third basin will be required. 

The filter basins have capacity to filter two million 
five hundred thousand gallons in twelve hours, with always 
one basin in reserve for cleaning and repairing the sand 
surface. When in constant use they will easily furnish a 
supply of five million gallons daily. 
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The clear-water conduit is of brick, circular in form, 
and four feet six inches in diameter. It is to pass under 
Beaver Brook in the form of an iron syphon, and is to 
terminate in a clear-water well at the pumping station. 
This well is one hundred feet square and ten feet deep, and 
its object is to make the engines independent of any varia- 
tion or irregularity in the delivery of the filters. 

The distributing reservoir requires no special descrip- 
tion. It will have a capacity of about thirty million gallons, 
which is equal to six days’ supply, when the city consump- 
tion shall have reached five million gallons. 

As the estimate provides for two engines each capable 
of pumping five million gallons in twenty-four hours, the 
addition of a single settling basin to the works will make 
them equal to, a daily supply of that amount. 

The estimated cost of this plan is one million four 
hundred and sixty-two thousand five hundred and forty-six 
dollars, as shown more in detail in the appended estimate. 

The accompanying plans will show the details and 
general arrangement of this scheme. 


NATURAL FILTER SCHEME. 

In this plan the water is to be taken from the river 
by drawing it for a distance sufficient to insure proper fil- 
tration, through the gravel beds that are found along the 
river shore. 

To accomplish this result, two arrangements are pro- 
posed, one a covered gallery located in Centralville, between 
River Street and the shore, and extending northwardly 
from the foot of Coburn street for a distance of one thou- 
sand four-hundred feet, and the other an open basin formed 
by building dykes from either end of Long Island to the 
opposite shore, and thus enclosing an area of about 7 acres. 
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The gallery is to be built at a proper depth below the 
lowest stage of the river to insure a constant supply, and is 
made open at the bottom and with pervious sides, to give free 
entrance to the water. Its construction will be readily un- 
derstood by a reference to the drawings. 

The open basin will receive its supply by filtration un- 
der the island and through the end dykes, which will be 
constructed with material suitable for such purpose. The 
water obtained in this manner undergoes the same process 
of filtration as that obtained from the gallery, but as it is 
afterward exposed in the basin to the air, it will be found 
not so cool and palatable. If, however, this scheme should 
be adopted, it will be advisable to extend the tests already 
made, to ascertain if a gallery running lengthwise of the 
island and under its centre line, may not be substituted in 
place of the basin. 

From the basin and gallery the water is to be carried 
by short conduits, to a pump-well located at a distance of 
about three hundred and fifty feet from the lower end of the 
basin, and from thence to be pumped to the distributing 
reservoir on Beacon Street. 

A number of borings have been made, and various 
wells have been sunk to determine the character of the 
strata in this district. At some points the conditions were 
found to be very favorable, while at others an impervious 
stratum was met at a higher elevation than is desirable. 

This stratum, while it by no means renders the adop- 
tion of the gallery scheme unadvisable, will add greatly to 
its cost and will probably diminish the supply to some ex- 
tent. Its upper surface is within a few inches of the level 
proposed for the bottom of the gallery, or six feet below low- 
est water, and as it is of a yielding material it requires ex- 
pensive precautions to prevent its being forced up into the 
open tunnel, by the pressure due to the side walls of the 
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latter, and their load. To prevent this action it is proposed 
to remove about three feet of this material and replace it 
with broken stone. 

Many soundings have been made on the island, which 
prove that there is ample space for filtration between lowest 
water and the underlying ledge, and a well has been sunk 
which shows the material to be gravel. 

It is proposed to deepen the basin and secure a level 
bottom at a point as low as it will be practicable to pump 
the water out with powerful pumps, and to protect its sides 
from wash where necessary, by rip rap work or by dry stone 
walls. 

The outside slopes of the dykes and island are to be 
protected from the action of the river current, by heavy rip 
rap work, and dykes are to be carried all around the basin, 
of a sufficient height to shut out the water of the highest 
floods. 

The estimated cost of this plan, including both the open 
basin and covered gallery is one million two hundred and 
fifteen thousand one hundred .and sixty dollars, but it is 
hoped that water enough may be derived from one of these 
sources alone, to permit the building of the other to be 
postponed for some years, and thus save a present expendi- 
ture of one hundred and twenty thousand dollars. 

Accompanying are plans showing sections of the 
material passed through by some of the borings and wells, 
sections of the covered gallery, plan views and sections of 
the open basin and the general arrangement of the entire 
scheme. 


BEAVER BROOK PLAN, 


The plan for supplying water from Beaver Brook, 
which has been adopted for purposes of comparison, is that 
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proposed by Mr. Shedd, and fully described by him in his 
report to the Water Committee of the City Council of 
1869. 

I have modified the details to some extent, and have 
made a new estimate to correspond with those of the other 
schemes. The chief change made in the estimate is in the 
sum allowed for land and water damages. 

In the original estimate it was proposed to compensate 
for the water damages, by building a large storage or com- 
pensating reservoir on some branch of the Brook higher up 
than Lawson’s Pond, with the view of storing water during 
seasons of freshet, to be held for use during dry times, when 
the stream may be low. 

It has, however, been decided that the building of such 
reservoirs is not a proper compensation for damage occa- 
sioned by the withdrawal of water from a mill stream, and 
hence in the annexed estimate I have calculated the cost of 
supplying by steam, the power that would be lost by the 
mill below were the city to take a supply of five million 
gallons daily from Lawson’s Pond. 

The total amount of the estimate for the Beaver Brook 
Plan is one million two hundred and seventy-nine thousand 
and eighty dollars. 


POND PLAN. 

Although not in strict accordance with your orders, I 
have made an estimate upon a scheme for supplying the 
city from Park, Tyng’s and Long Ponds ; the supply to be 
increased by water from Beaver Brook, when the demands 
of the city shall be in excess of the yield of the ponds. 

In this plan the ponds are to be converted into large 
storage reservoirs, by building suitable dams, and the water 
is to be conducted in a pipe to the vicinity of Lawson’s 
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Mills, from whence the works proposed in the Beaver Brook 
Plan, are to be constructed. As, however, no water would 
be drawn from the brook for some years, the building of the 
inlet chamber would be omitted and the question of w T ater 
damages postponed to a future day, when the city would be 
better able to meet it. 

The difference of level between the proposed flow line 
of the ponds and the surface of water at Lawson’s is forty- 
two feet ; this head of forty-two feet cannot in this plan be 
made available except so far as advantage may be taken 
of it to diminish the size of the pipe leading from the ponds 
to Lawson’s. 

The supply from the ponds corresponding to the aver- 
age rain fall, would be about three million seven hundred 
thousand gallons, daily, but this is liable to be diminished to 
two million seven hundred thousand gallons by a consecu- 
tive series of dry years, as shown in a previous report. 

When it shall become necessary to draw upon Beaver 
Brook, the waters of the ponds will be used to tide over 
the times when the brook water is objectionable on account 
of color or other cause. 

The estimate of cost for this plan is $1,268,100. 

COMPARISON OF BEAVER BROOK PLAN WITH THE OTHERS. 

The chemical analyses of Beaver Brook water, as 
given in Mr. Shedd’s report, show it to be soft, and in a 
great measure free from impurities. At certain seasons, 
however, it has a light brown color, due probably to peaty 
matter derived from meadow lands, which in times of freshet, 
are overflowed by this stream for large areas. 

Such impurity, unless in large quantity, is considered 
not to be objectionable from a sanitary point of view, but it 
renders the water unfit for use in many manufacturing pro- 
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cesses and objectionable for many domestic purposes. More- 
over, the greater portion of the drainage area of this brook 
lies in New Hampshire, and would be beyond the control of 
the city, unless the necessary power can be obtained from 
the legislature of that state. An objectionable class of 
manufactories may be established in this area, and the sum- 
mer flow of the stream being very small, its water would, in 
such case, become seriously polluted. 

This plan stands third in order of cost ; it is equal 
to a supply of five or six million gallons daily without fur- 
ther outlay, and requires much less expense for maintenance 
than any of the others, the Pond Plan alone excepted. 

The Artificial Filter Scheme will supply a water to 
which no objections can be offered. 

The analyses that have been made of the Merrimack 
River water prove it, when freed from its mechanical im- 
purities, to be of excellent quality for a city supply. 

This plan is somewhat complicated in its details and in 
its operation requires careful attention, but there appear to 
be no serious objections against it, except its first cost, and 
cost of yearly maintenance. 

Its cost of construction exceeds that of the Beaver 
Brook plan as estimated, by $183,166 ; and I have calcu- 
lated that the excess of yearly cost due to the lower level at 
which the water would be taken, and to the care of the filter 
beds, will be about $6000. 

The Natural Filter Scheme will furnish a water that 
will undoubtedly prove less pure than that taken from above 
the dam, but it will be better adapted for many uses than 
unfiltered water from Beaver Brook. It will be cool and 
limpid, and I see no reason to infer that it will contain im- 
purities in sufficient amounts to in any way render it objec- 
tionable either for domestic or manufacturing use. 
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That obtained from the trial wells that have been sunk, 
is very cool and agreeable to the taste. 

It is true that the water drawn upon in dry seasons, 
would be that backed up by the bar at the head of Hunt’s 
Falls, mixed with the outflow of Beaver Brook, the leakage 
from Pawtucket Dam, and the land drainage ; but it must 
be borne in mind that there is little or no city sewage mat- 
ter entering the river at points above the mills, and that the 
filth of the mills enters upon the opposite side from the pro- 
posed location of the works, and only or chiefly during the 
working hours, when it is carried rapidly down stream by 
the current caused by the discharge of the raceways. 

Whatever impurities there are in the water of the river 
at this point, they are so insignificant in amount compared 
with the large body of water with which they are mixed, 
that chemical analysis of the un filtered water fails to detect 
them except in very minute quantities ; so minute as to 
render apprehension of danger from them, entirely ground- 
less. An analysis made in July or August of 1866 and 
given in Mr. Rice’s report of that year, of a sample taken 
from the channel between the island and the easterly shore, 
shows the presence of no deleterious substances that would 
render it unfit for a city supply. This analysis was made 
by the State ^Assayer, Dr. Hayes, and he saj's in his report : 
“ No noxious matter could be found, and excepting more 
organic compounds this water agrees generally with the first 
sample analyzed,” (a sample taken from above Pawtucket 
Falls.) After filtration such water must be unobjection- 
able. 

It may be thought that the sewage of upper Central- 
ville, when it shall become thickly populated, will further 
contaminate this water. It is proposed to take possession 
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of all the land between River Street and the shore to pre- 
vent any buildings being erected in immediate vicinity of 
the works, and when the adjoining territory becomes thickly 
populated, it will require to be sewered, and the sewers can 
easily be made to discharge into the river below the site of 
the works. This is a matter which is entirely within the 
control of the city. 

This scheme is the cheapest of all, its estimate being 
$ 63,920 less than that for the Reaver Brook plan, and it is 
simple in its operation ; but as it takes its water at a low 
elevation, an allowance for extra cost of pumping must be 
made in comparing the two plans. This extra cost is estim- 
ated at $2950 per year, when the supply shall have reached 
5,000,000 gallons daily. 

The Pond and Beaver Brook plans will cost practically 
the same in construction and in maintenance, but the former 
possesses the advantage of furnishing a purer and much 
more acceptable water. As, however, it would eventually 
depend in part, upon Beaver Brook for its supply, it is open 
to the same objection of possible future contamination from 
objectionable manufactories within the drainage area of that 
brook. 


To conclude. Water from Merrimack River is, beyond 
question, better suited for a city supply than that from Bea- 
ver Brook. After filtration or when freed from the matter it 
at times holds in suspension, it is the purer of the two, and 
is much better for both manufacturing and domestic use. 

Of the two plans proposed for supplying this water, 
the more definite and better one is the first, or that here 
designated the Artificial Filter Scheme. 
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The surveys. and estimates of quantities upon which 
the plans are based, and the drawings herewith submitted, 
have been made under the able direction of Messrs. Geo. E. 
Evans and James H. Harlow.

Sir : — A sample of water from a point, “above the factories of 
the Lawrence Company” has been analyzed. 

One gallon (U. S. standard) afforded two and twenty-four 
hundredths grs. of dry matter at 212. F. 

This consisted of nearly one half difficultly soluble matter, be- 
come solid in the operation, and one half soluble salts. 

The less soluble part was silicate and liumate of oxide of iron 
and lime, sulphate of lime and ulmic compounds, — as insoluble 
organic matter. ^ 

In the soluble part I found sulphate of soda, chloride of sodium, 
cremate of ammonia and humic compounds soluble. No noxious 
matter could be found, and excepting more organic compounds, 
this water agrees generally with the first sample analyzed.

Sir: — In reply to your communication of the llth 
inst., requesting me, “ to prepare an estimate for a plan 
similar to plan No. 1 omitting the filtration beds and one 
engine, also such reductions as will be consequent upon the 
same,” I beg leave to submit the following statement.

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The cost of maintenance would be reduced about 
$3000 per year. 

In the operation of this plan, the water would be 
cleared of its heavier matter, at a point where the sediment 
could be readily and cheaply disposed of, and also before it 
reaches the pumps, thus saving the latter, in a great 
measure from the injurious action of gritty substances. 

The water would stand in the basins from 24 to 48 
hours, depending upon the quantitj' required for the daily 
supply of the city. 

After being pumped into the Distributing Reservoir, it 
would undergo a further settling for a period of 12 days, 
the demand being 2.500,000 gals, per day. 

At St. Louis, where in the summer months the river 
holds in suspension a much greater amount of matter than 
does the Merrimack in its most turbid state, a plan of works 
is now under construction, in which the water is to be 
settled for 24 hours in basins similar to those here proposed, 
and then pumped directly into the cit}\ Although a dis- 
tributing reservoir is there provided, the water does not 
necessarily pass through it, since the force main connects 
by branches, with the street pipe system. 

The works are arranged as here proposed, so that filter 
basins can at any time be connected with them, should it be 
found desirable so to do. 

If this plan should be constructed, the city would be 
supplied with an unobjectionably soft and pure water, which 
however, for a few days in the year might show a slight 
turbidness; and this defect, if it prove serious, has its 
remedy in the addition of the filter beds.

AN ACT 

TO AMEND CHAPTER THREE HUNDRED AND FIFTY-ONE OF THE 
ACTS OF THE YEAR EIGHTEEN HUNDRED AND SIXTY-NINE, 
FOR SUPPLYING THE CITY OF LOWELL WITH WATER. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 

Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

Section 1. The city of Lowell, for the purposes named in the 
first section of chapter three hundred and fifty-one of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, is hereby authorized to take 
water from the Merrimack River, in the town of Dracut, or said 
Lowell, and also to take and hold, by purchase or otherwise, land in 
said Dracut or Lowell, for sinking wells or making excavations, in 
order to obtain water by filtration or percolation, or from subter- 
ranean streams, and for the construction of such works as may be 
necessary therefor, and for all other purposes for which said city 
might take or hold land under the provisions of said act, in case the 
water were taken from the sources in said act authorized. 

Section 2. Nothing in this act shall authorize the construction 
of any work which, when completed, shall obstruct the flow of the 
water of said river, (not taken as herein authorized,) to or from any 
water mill now existing in said Lowell. And in the event that un- 
der authority of this aet, water shall be taken from said river at any 
plaee above the dam of the proprietors of Locks and Canals on 
Merrimack River,, nothing herein shall authorize the use of water so 
taken, as or for power for propelling or operating machinery, other- 
wise than as steam. 

Section 3. In the execution of the authority hereby granted, 
all the proceedings, rights, powers and liabilities shall, except as 
herein otherwise provided, be the same, and all persons and corpo- 
rations, who shall be damaged in their property thereby, shall have 
the same remedies provided in said aet of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-nine, in ease the water were taken from the sources 
in said act authorized, 
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Section 4. If any person wantonly or maliciously shall divert 
the water from, or corrupt the water in, or destroy or injure any 
aqueduct, reservoir, pipe, conduit, hydrant, machine, or other works 
or property held, owned, or used by the said city of Lowell, by the 
authority and for the purposes of this act, every such person or 
persons shall forfeit and pay to the said city three times the amount 
of damages that shall be assessed therefor, to be recovered by any 
proper action ; and every such person or persons may, moreover, on 
indictment for, and conviction of, either of the wanton or malicious 
acts aforesaid, be punished by fine not exceeding one thousand 
dollars, and imprisonment not exceeding one year. 

Section 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

In the year eighteen hundred and seventy. 


An Ordinance in addition to “An Ordinance in relation 
to Water Commissioners and Water Works” 

Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows : 

Section 1 . For the purpose of carrying into effect an act of the 
Legislature of the Commonwealth, entitled “An act to amend chapter 
351 of the Acts of the year 1869 for supplying the City of Lowell 
with water,” it is hereby ordained and determined that water shall 
be taken from Merrimack River at a point in Dracut above Paw- 
tucket Falls, and therefrom conveyed in a brick conduit to settling 
basins near the outlet of Beaver Brook in said Dracut, and thence 
into and through said city in such manner as the Lowell Water 
Commissioners shall deem most expedient and by the construction 
of such works as may be necessary therefor. 

Section 2. The Lowell Water Commissioners shall have au- 
thority to convey into and through said city, the waters of said 
Merrimack River as aforesaid, in accordance with the provisions of 
said Act, and shall have and exercise all the powers conferred on 
said city by said act and in the taking of the said waters as aforesaid, 
shall have all the powers, privileges and duties, and be subject to all 
the liabilities and restrictions given and imposed on them by the 
ordinance passed by the City Council of said Lowell November 
23rd, A. D., 1869, entitled “An ordinance in relation to Water 
Commissioners and Water Works,” as fully as if herein specifically 
mentioned. 

Section 3. So much of said ordinance passed November 23rd, 
A. D., 1869, as conflicts and is inconsistent with the provisions of 
this ordinance is hereby repealed. 
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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ OFFICE, 
Lowell, January 28th, 1871. 

Gentlemen : 

One year since, this Board was chosen by the City 
Council, for the purpose of carrying into effect the provi- 
sions of an Act of the Legislature, passed June 4th, 1869, 
to introduce water into the City of Lowell, and subject to 
the regulations and restrictions of “ an Ordinance in relation 
to Water Commissioners and Water Works/’ passed Novem- 
ber, 23d, 1869. This seems a fitting opportunity to review 
the operations of this Board for the year, and we ask your 
indulgence in what may seem to be a mere recapitulation 
of the monthly reports, believing that such a review will 
show just how the work is situated, and the prospects of its 
ultimate and successful completion. We would premise that 
in all undertakings of the importance of this, a certain 
amount of preliminary work, investigating, surveying and 
experimenting has to be gone through with, before the 
actual and manifest labor begins. This is true in the pres- 
ent case, and we are not surprised at the impatience of our 
constituents, while the first half or more of the year was 
consumed in finding the best source of supply, in deter- 
mining the quantities and qualities, in surveying various 
routes, and experimenting on natural filter, &c. Our own 
case has proved the reverse of the proverb that 66 delays 
are dangerous/ 5 as every one is now ready to acknowledge 
that the time taken for investigation has led to the very 
best results. The friends of Beaver Brook, of Long, Tyng, 
and Gumpus Ponds have the satisfaction that their claims 
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have been thoroughly canvassed; and not condemned with- 
out mature and deliberate consideration. The desire to 
obtain a pure drinking water, so earnestly and repeatedly 
expressed by many of our citizens, is likely to be gratified. 

The first contract which we felt called upon to make 
was for fifteen hundred tons of iron pipe, the proposals 
for which were advertised in the two daily papers in this 
city, and in the Daily Journal in Boston, from May 18th to 
May 31st ; six hundred and fifty tons of straight pipe, and 
thirteen tons of special castings, to be delivered before the 
1st of November, 1870, the remainder between April 1st 
and July 1st, 1871. This contract was awarded to George 
IT. Norman, of Newport, R. I., whose bid was the lowest of 
the six bids received.

In addition to the above amount paid, there is the sum 
of $1,999.24 for freight of pipe, inspection at foundry, 
labor at pipe yard, &c., making a total of $29,057.32. 
This is no criterion of the average expense per ton, as a 
large amount of pipe has been received but not yet paid 
for. Another contract has recently been made with Jesse 
W. Starr & Sons, of Camden, N. J., for two thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-four tons of pipe, amounting in the 
aggregate to $164,658.40. 

July 19th, 1870, “Proposals for laying Water Pipe” 
were issued, and five bids were received. This contract is 
for laying all the pipe (except one line through Market to 
Fletcher Streets) in Lowell, north and west of Concord and 
Merrimack Rivers, leaving Belvidere and Centralville for 
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another contract. George H. Norman’s bid being the lowest 
the contract was awarded to him,

Early in August the subject of land for the reservoir 
claimed our attention. Having located it, we took imme- 
diate measures, under the authority of the Ordinance, to 
gain possession. The Ordinance provides in 

“ Section 5. Whenever the Commissioners aforesaid shall take 
by purchase or otherwise any land, streams of water, water rights or 
water sources for the purposes mentioned in said act, they shall, with- 
out unnecessary delay, make and deliver to the Mayor of the City of 
Lowell a certificate signed by them, containing a statement of the 
fact of such taking, and a description of the lands or water sources 
so taken, as certain as is required in a common conveyance of land, 
and a statement of the purposes for which they are so taken, to the 
end that the Mayor aforesaid may cause such description and state- 
ment, signed by him, to be filed in the office of the Registry of Deeds 
for the Northern District of Middlesex, as required by the second 
section of said act.” 

The provisions of this Section were strictly complied with, 
and a lot of land containing sixteen acres, more or less, was 
taken. As a general thing, the owners acquiesced in the action 
of the Commissioners, and we have been enabled to acquire 
by purchase a large proportion of the lot. Some, however, 
are unwilling to have us affix a value to their property, and 
hope to get better terms from the County Commissioners to 
whom they will have to resort. We have endeavored to 
manage this delicate business in a spirit of fairness and 
equity, and with an ardent desire to avoid all litigation. 
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The following lots have been purchased, and deeds 
running to the City recorded.

There remains but one lot in the rear of the lots on 
Beacon Street to purchase, and this lot we have now bar- 
gained for with Mr. Lamere, the owner. With the owners 
of lots facing on Beacon Street, we are desirous to come 
to an amicable settlement, and have made them what we 
consider generous offers. Since this land was taken, and 
the work was commenced on the Reservoir, the necessity of 
a passage on the southerly side of the Reservoir, not only 
to accommodate our works, but also to provide a way for 
the occupants of land in the rear of the Reservoir, became 
so apparent, that we have taken a strip fifty feet wide front- 
ing on Beacon Street and running back to Christian Street, 
and have contracted with Messrs. S. D ockham & Co. to 
build a good and sufficient road. 

Having secured the land, we advertised, August 18th, 
for proposals to build the Distributing Reservoir on Christ- 
ian Hill. September 2nd, seven bids were received, and 
Messrs. S. D ockham & Co. being the lowest, the award of 
the contract was made to them, as follows,

At the commencement of the work on the Reservoir, 
appropriate notice of the event was taken by the attendance 
of the City Government and the Commissioners. It is grati- - 
fying to us to be able to state that the work performed on 
this contract, so far, is satisfactory to us. 

August 13th, the plan of the Boston Machine Com- 
pany, for Hydrants, was adopted by us, and arrangements 
made with that Company for a supply. The amount paid 
on this account is $2,850. 

At the same date arrangements were made with the 
Lowell Machine Shop for Valves. The amount paid on this 
account is $1,660. 

August 31st, arrangements were made with Messrs. 
Cole & Nichols, of Lowell, to furnish the Cast Iron Frames 
and Covers for Hydrants, and Stop Cock Boxes. The 
amount paid on this account is $877.09. 

Making the amount paid out for these three accounts .... $5,387 09

A total of , $5,413 30 

September 2nd, we advertised in our city papers for 
proposals to build a conduit from Merrimack River, above 
the dam in Dracut, to the Settling Basins on the west side 
of Beaver Brook. This Conduit required the construction of 
a tunnel, in rock, about eight hundred and fifty feet long, 
September 10th, four bids were received for this contract, and 
the bid of G. H. Norman, being the lowest, was accepted. 

We had, in the previous July, recommended to the 
City Council a plan of works contemplating the building of 
settling basins in connection with filter beds, for the purifica- 
tion of the water. This plan, modified by the omission of 
the filter beds, was adopted. 
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After the contract for the Conduit had been awarded, 
our attention was directed to the capacity that should be 
given to these settling basins, and to the best method of 
construction. After a careful consideration of the matter, 
the conclusion was reached, that, if the settling basins alone 
were to be relied upon for the removal of the matter held 
in suspension, a very much increased capacity above that 
required for simply preparing the water for the filter beds 
should be given to them. 

This led in turn to a change in the method of con- 
struction. For purposes of economy, it was deemed neces- 
sary to substitute sloped embankments in place of the 
heavy retaining walls required by the original plans. But 
upon further investigation it was ascertained that the 
material upon the proposed site of the basins was not of a 
character to make safe and tight embankments, and that in 
consequence, the cheapest method of construction that could 
be devised and would be secure, required the outlay of a 
considerably larger amount of money than had been 
estimated as the cost of the smaller basins. 

These considerations, together with that of its care and 
management after construction, were anxiously weighed, 
and when the attention of the public had been called to 
the necessity of having pure ivater through the medium of 
a Natural Filter Gallery, and the Council sanctioned and 
authorized that plan, we felt that our duty was relieved of a 
burthen and very much simplified. The settlement of these 
incidental questions may have led to a slight delay of the 
work on the Tunnel and the Conduit, but we trust it will 
not materially affect their construction or completion. 

Mr. Norman’s contract amounted to $160,000 00

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From what has been paid on this account, the charge 
for bricks and cement, $170, should be deducted, and to it 
should be added the amount paid for inspection, $144.36, 
making the actual amount paid $11,578.99. 

We anticipate the operations for the present year 
(1871) will be cpaite extensive. This will appear upon 
reference to the accompanying estimates of the Chief 
Engineer. A large proportion of the work will be laid out 
for completion and payment.
